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TROUBLE ON THE CANADIAN BORDER 


‘ah truck was canvas-covered, fitted out as living quarters 
for a hunting party, with stove, bunks, table, and other rough 
comforts. It bore Iowa license plates, and had five men in it, 
homeward bound last October after two weeks on the prairies 
and potholes of Saskatchewan. 


The hunters pulled up at the U.S. Customs office at 
Dunseith, N. Dak., 13 miles south of the border. After 
signing declarations that they were bringing in their 
legal import limit of 10 ducks apiece, they cleared 
through customs and rolled on down the road. Three 
miles south, U.S. Wildlife agents and a customs officer 
overhauled them, searched their mud-spattered truck, 
and found 74 mallards. The lowans were in the grease. 


Trouble of that kind was frequent last fall along the 
border between North Dakota and Saskatchewan and Mani- 
toba. Hunters from the States, tempted by Canada’s high 
bag and possession limits, tried to transport more birds into 
this country than is legal. And the Fish and Wildlife Service, 
alerted by persistant reports of such importations in recent 
years, lowered the boom in a surprise crack-down. 


Wildlife agents made concerted checks at Dunseith, 
Portal, and Pembina, N. Dak., and at Noyes, Minn. Many 
hunters were caught flat-footed, and by the time the 
flight moved south out of Canada, close to 100 Amer- 
icans had been charged with filing false declarations 
and attempting to bring back more than their legal 
import limit. 

In all, some 3,000 birds were confiscated, and wiid- - 
life agents suspect that even more were run across the 
border on unguarded back roads. 


Au the trouble results from a ridiculously wide gap be- 
tween Canadian possession and U.S. import limits. Saskatche- 
wan allows a nonresident hunter to have 45 ducks in posses- 
sion, Manitoba 30, Alberta 40, and Ontario 16. But the hunter 
from the States can bring home only 10. A similar gap also 
exists between possession and import limits on geese. 


Sportsmen and wildlife officials hold widely differing 
views of the situation. Almost without exception the hunters, 
including those snared in the Dakota-Minnesota dragnet last 
fall, regard the import restriction as an unwarranted nuisance 
regulation. Men with long records as law-abiding conserva- 
tionists have unhesitatingly tried to beat it. If they shoot 
waterfowl legally in Canada, and have no more than the 
legal limit in possession, they should be allowed to bring 
that many home without interference, they argue. 


This feeling is heightened by the fact that it is legal 
to import the full Canadian limit at the rate of 10 per 
calendar week. In other words, upon reaching the border 
with 40 ducks, the hunter who brings 10 home, leaves 
the others at a freezer plant on the Canadian side, and 


arranges to have them shipped to him—10 a week for 
three weeks—violates no law. 


But both sportsmen and Ernest Paynter of Regina, game 
commissioner for Saskatchewan, say that because of a short- 
age of dry ice for shipping purposes in the prairie provinces, 
many ducks are spoiled if handled that way. 

Paynter defends the generous Saskatchewan limits on the 
ground that the duck population then is out of balance, 
creating a serious crop-damage problem. 

“Mallards are eating too much wheat in Saskatchewan,” 
he sums it up. “We want fewer ducks, and so we allow a 
large bag limit. And if a nonresident’s kill is legal here, we'd 
like to see him permitted to take it home legally.” 


On the other hand, Flick Davis, Region 3 game manage- 
ment supervisor of the Fish and Wildlife Service at Minne- 
apolis, holds out for the 10-ducks-a-week import limit. He 
believes it serves to discourage American sportsmen shooting 
in Canada from excessive kills by U.S. standards. 


“Those mallards supply the whole Central flyway and 
much of the Mississippi flyway,” Davis points out. “A 
heavy kill in Canada means poorer shooting in the Da- 
kotas, Illinois, Arkansas, and all the way to Texas.” 

No one denies the damage problem in Saskatchewan 
and other grain-raising provinces, but Davis contends 
a shootable continental population of mallards and 
pintails can’t be had without some farm depredation. 

“The Canadians are entitled to kill as many ducks as 
they believe the supply warrants,” he concedes, ‘but 
when our hunters shoot in Canada they should be held 
to a reasonable bag.” 


Davis, and many sportsmen with whom I have discussed 
the problem, agree that the solution is to work out uniform 
export-import regulations between Canada and the United 
States. Some compromise probably would be necessary. 
Maybe hunters should be allowed to bring home 20 birds 
instead of 10, and in that case the Canadian possession limit 
for nonresidents should also be 20. 


It is to be hoped things can be ironed out before another 
hunting season rolls around. A trouble spot that results in 
100 arrests in one season, on what amount to purely technical 
charges, should be corrected as soon as possible for the benefit 
of everybody concerned.—Hank Bradshaw. 


TIME TO GET MAD

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A BRAND-NEW DEER PLAN 


West Virginia has something brand-new in deer man- 
agement—a step-by-step plan to achieve definite goals in 
the shortest possible time. 

They're aiming for a deer herd big enough to let hunters 
harvest 20,000 to 25,000 whitetails each year in a hunting 
season at least six days long, two weeks when and where 
conditions permit. These deer are to be distributed over 
most of the state and managed in harmony with essential 
farming, lumbering, and mining operations. 


Originator of this new look in whitetail management 
is Charles O. Handley, a quiet-speaking West Virginian 
who emerged from Virginia’s Washington and Lee Uni- 
versity as an upland-bird specialist. Thirty-odd years ago 
he helped pioneer modern scientific game management 
as an assistant to H. L. Stoddard in his classic quail in- 
vestigation in Georgia and Florida. 

Later, while working on wild-turkey problems with 
the Virginia game commission, he recognized the high 
recreational and economic value of deer hunting and 
helped restore whitetails in the mountains of western 
Virginia. 

Ten years ago he returned to his native state as Pitt- 
man-Robertson co-ordinator, and in 1949 became chief 
of game management. 


“If we stick to the plan we worked out,” he told me with 
quiet confidence, “we'll eventually have two weeks of good 
deer hunting every fall everywhere in the state.” 

There’s good reason to believe that West Virginia, working 
with the youngest managed herd in the East, has already 
built up a larger whitetail population than. it had back in 
muzzle-loader days. In the early 1920’s the cumulative effect 
of many years of hound hunting, over-the-limit shooting, 
and poaching had pushed the state’s native whitetails to the 
brink of extinction. Showdown year was 1923, when the 
legal kill was only 60 bucks—49 of them taken in east-central 
Pocahontas and Webster Counties, the other 11 sprinkled 
thinly over seven northeastern counties. 


The deer season was closed, and kept closed for six 
years. Law enforcement was beefed up. Although 
whitetails on the hoof are rather expensive animals, and 
the commission wasn’t overburdened with cash, a few 
were stocked. A few drifted over the state line from 
Virginia, Pennsylvania, and Maryland, more from Ohio. 

In 1930 there were enough deer to permit a short 
season in a few counties; 254 bucks were killed. Both 
the herd and the kill increased slowly but fairly stead- 
ily. The annual kill averaged 425 bucks through the 
‘30's, and topped the 1,000 mark in 1940. 


Pittman-Robertson money, which became available in 
1938, gave the deer-restoration program the boost it needed. 
In the next 10 years 12,000 whitetails were brought in and 
stocked pretty well all over the state. 

This potent shot in the arm increased the herd rapidly. 
The annual buck kill averaged nearly 3,000 through the *40’s, 
and reached 6,500 in 1949. Whitetails had become so plenti- 
ful in a few localities that they were eating themselves out 
of house and home, and 2,800 were harvested in special 
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antlerless-deer seasons. These were unpopular with most 
sportsmen and not too effective from the management stand- 
point. 


So far West Virginia had done just what several 
other Eastern states had done earlier. Now, long before 
the herd built up to anywhere near its range capacity, 
its managers did something new. Some sportsmen con- 
sidered a bucks-only law almost as sacred as the Con- 
stitution, and the game men b easing them into 
the idea of an either-sex hunt by telling them it would 
be hak i y. 








This foresight paid off in 1951, when deer became so nu- 
merous in many areas that the commission’s only choice 
was between doe killing and disaster. It proposed hunter’s- 
choice seasons in the overpopulated sections. Many sports- 


° NO MORE BLACKFLIES ? 


Some of the anglers brightest days on northern 
streams are turned into nightmares by swarms of vi- 
ciously biting blackflies that infest the north woods 
during the best part of the trout season. 

New York Conservation Department technicians have 
developed a simple and inexpensive method of reducing 
the number of these pests. They mix DDT with plaster of 
Paris which hardens into blocks. Submerged in streams, 
the blocks dissolve fast enough to kill off the fly larvae, 
but not fast enough to harm trout. Many Adirondack- 
region streams will be given the new fly-proofing treat- 
ment this spring. 

In other northern sections blackflies still will be major 
nuisances. While there are a number of effective insect 
repellents on the market, some world-traveled anglers 
swear by a preparation that’s used in South Africa. The 
man who gave me the formula called it “bamber oil.” 
Any druggist can make it up for you: 1/2 parts oil of 
citronella to 1 part kerosene, with 1 percent carbolic 
acid added. 

I've had good luck with it myself. It keeps blackflies, 
no-see-ums, and mosquitoes away for a couple of hours.

men still disliked the innovation, but the commission’s 
advance publicity had convinced enough of them. The plan 
got a trial. The either-sex kill was 22,000, and there were 
dire predictions that the state’s deer hunting was ruined 
for good and all. 


The calamity howlers couldn’t have been more wrong. 
Over the five-year period 1951-55 the annual kill averaged 
18,000. Before opening day of the 1956 season it was com- 
petently estimated that there were at least 100,000 deer in 
the state. 


As the herd has grown and become more evenly 
distributed, more territory has (Continued on page 34) 
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Since Colonial times a favorite sea food has been the shad. 
In late January, February, and March, depending on the 
latitude, fishermen have taken shad by stretching gill nets 
across the currents of fresh-water streams up which the fish 
come each spring to spawn. 

Now, the modern angler has discovered, the Atlantic shad 
is something more than a food fish. Given the right spinner, 
spoon, or fly this fish is a gamefish extraordinary, as full of 
acrobatics as a growing tarpon. 


In recent years the shad has become an early-spring 
favorite. Southern anglers from the Chesapeake to the 
St. Johns fish for shad with streamer flies and tiny 
trolling lures on casting or spinning tackle. 

In Virginia, most of the rivers flowing into Chesapeake 
Bay have their own shad runs. 

For North Carolina, Rod Amundson recommends the 
Neuse and Tar Rivers as his top shad waters, and says 
that the number of shad fishermen in the Tarheel State 
is increasing from one season to the next. 


In South Carolina, most of the shad fishing with artificial 
lures is concentrated on the Edisto and Combahee Rivers. 
According to Eddie Finlay, the best-known stretch of water 
is on the Edisto from West Bank Landing, a few miles south 
of U.S. Highway 17 at Jacksonboro, up to Hart’s Bluff. Far- 
ther upriver, he says, it’s too narrow and there are too many 
snags for good trolling. The best fishing on the Combahee 
starts below Yemassee on U.S. Highway 17-A. 


Eddie also tells me the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
made a survey on the Edisto River, determining that 55,977 
shad entered the river and 11,036 were caught by all meth- 
ods, with sports fishermen taking 1,500 of this number. 

My own shad fishing has been confined to a couple of 
Southern rivers. One is the Ogeechee below Savannah on the 
Georgia coast. Here most of my successful angling has been 
above the bridge on U.S. Highway 17, at the confluence of 
the Ogeechee and Ohoopee Rivers, both above and below 
the mouth of the Ohoopee. 


My other favorite shad stream is the St. Johns, around 
Lemon Bluff near Sanford, Florida. Apparently this is a 
favorite spot for other anglers, since the operators of 
several camps upriver from Sanford tell me that most of 
their boats are rented out in advance for the entire 
season. 

I’ve caught shad farther downriver toward Jackson- 
ville, while fishing for bass, and thousands of pounds 
are netted out of the river around Welaka and Palatka; 
but only occasionally is a shad taken there on artificials. 


Most anglers in Southern waters troll with a tiny silver 
spoon, very slowly and close to bottom. A productive situation 
is deep eddy water close to shore. I’ve tried casting with a 
variety of lures, including the trolling rig, but for some 
reason the casting retrieve failed to produce. 

If you’ve never fished for shad, put them on your list be- 
ginning this month and continuing into April. Local river 
guides can give you the time and place. 
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SEASONS STILL OPEN 


Ii there’s one time of year when the pulse of the Southern 
outdoors reaches its lowest ebb it must be in February, though 
there is some gunning in a few of the states for quail, rabbit, 
raccoon, opossum, and even for wild turkey in a few sections. 

In Alabama the quail and rabbit seasons last until the 15th 
of the month. Citizens of the Yellowhammer State also have 
a season for hunting opossum and raccoon which lasts until 
the 20th of the month. 


Georgia hunters may continue to work the upland 
thickets and swamps for both rabbits and quail until the 
25th, and in the southwest counties, wild turkeys are 
fair game until that date. Coon and possum hunters are 
given the same 25 days in the month. 

In both Lovisiana and Mississippi, gunners can take 
cottontails and bobwhites for the first 10 days in Febru- 
ary, after which all hunting is closed. 


In North Carolina the seasons are slammed shut on all 
game species but raccoon and opossum with dogs. These 
two animals of the night are legal in some counties until the 
15th. 

South Carolina has the latest season in the South for quail, 
rabbit, wild turkey, squirrel, raccoon, and opossum. In des- 
ignated counties the deadline for hunting these animals runs 
to March 1, but it’s wise to check with the game warden in 
your county unless you have all the exact information. 


4 ee February, fishing continues good from Texas 
to Florida for salt-water bass and trout. Toward the latter 
part of the month, striped bass move into some of the south- 
ernmost rivers, such as the Apalachicola, Ochlockonee, and 


GOOD DEED ON BIG BIGBY . 


Here’s an example of good citizenship by a Tennessee 
industrial company: 

Some time ago a flash flood in Big Bigby Creek, in 
Maury County, overflowed a chemical settling basin of 
the Victor Chemical Company. Poisons washed out of 
the basin killed all the fish in the creek for a distance 
of 12 miles to its confluence with Duck River. 

To help restock the creek, Plant Superintendent S. M. 
McGaw authorized state fisheries men to purchase 1,000 
adult bluegills and 300 adult bass from a commercial 
hatchery, at a cost to the company of about $600. 
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St. Johns. Some good rockfish are taken each year in early 
spring at the foot of Lake Talquin Dam below Tallahassee.

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FEBRUARY HUNTING TIPS 


V nsniat shooting’s the most popular off-season sport 
with western outdoorsmen. 

At least that’s what a poll of key outdoor writers in the 
11 Western states indicates. Week-end varminting (and 
plinking) was way out in front, while next in popularity 
came trap, skeet, and “turkey shoots,” especially the club 
events where dubs don’t have to compete with experts. Most 
men agreed that the chief appeal in shooting, from tin cans 
to caribou, is competition with guys who have the same 
degree of skill. 


Surprisingly, some of the writers seemed to prefer 
plinking to big-game “spectaculars’’ which cost a lot 
of money and often are flops. 

“In the Southwest,” says Tom Siatos, gun editor of 
Western Outdoor News, “the number-one target this 
time of year is the prolific jackrabbit—both for riflemen 
and scattergunners.” 


“Downing a jack scooting through the sage with your 
favorite big-game or varmint rifle is a satisfying feat,” Tom 
tells me. He also recommends the coyote who thrives virtu- 
ally in the shadow of tall buildings. 

In talking of the wildcat, Tom says: “I'll never forget one 
time I crouched behind a Joshua tree in the Mojave Desert 
with my rabbit squealer, trying to convince a coyote a fat 
jack was near. I heard a sound and cautiously peered from 
behind my blind. A few feet away, looking at me, was a 
wildcat. I was too surprised, or perhaps entranced, to grab 
my .222.” 


Tom warns that some counties have laws against 
rifle shooting for jacks and other small game. Other 
laws prohibit discharge of firearms close to habitation. 
Better check your local laws. 

Joe Penfold of Denver, western representative of the 
Izaak Walton League, thinks varminting gives Dad a 
great chance to teach the kids how to shoot. In some 
places where the jack’s a pest you'll be making friends 
with farmers. It may mean a spot to hunt next fall. 


Ciaude Kreider, Long Beach outdoor writer, thinks the 
wariest of all targets is the magpie. He also believes varmint- 
ing’s good public relations with farmers. Rollo Robinson, 
outdoor editor of the Ogden (Utah) Standard-Examiner, says 
varminting also has a great appeal to handloaders. 

Ben Avery, outdoor editor of the Phoenix (Ariz.) Republic, 
reminds me that the first world-champion varmint-caller con- 
test will be held the second Sunday in February as a part of 
the sportsmen’s buffalo barbecue at Chandler, Arizona. 
There’ll also be the traditional Washington’s Birthday rifle 
matches, sponsored by the Arizona National Guard and the 
American Legion. 


But the best bet for hunters in the Southwest, Ben says, 
is the javelina. Open season in Arizona is Feb. 8-24. All a 
nonresident needs is a $5 nonresident license and tag, plus a 
desire to tramp hot desert hills and putter along sand washes 
looking for sign. The game and fish commission puts out a 
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map showing javelina-concentration areas. You won't go too 
far wrong, though, if you choose almost any foothill area 
east of highway 89 and south of the Mogollon Rim. 


“Javelinas have keen ears,’’ Ben says, ‘a good sense 
of smell, but poor eyesight. They’re aclept at scrambling 
over rough terrain, hiding, and keeping something be- 
tween them and their pursuers. 

“Hunters should first look for sign along sand washes 
and around prickly-pear patches. When you find sign, 
start looking for pigs. You may surprise them sunning 
on an open ridge or saddle, or they may be lolling in a 
cat’s-claw or mesquite thicket or under paloverdes along 
a wash.” 


Ben adds that lion hunting is at its best in February, 
while bear hunting is good from mid-April, when bruin comes 
out of hibernation, until the season comes to a close on the 
last day of May. 

Mountain lions, coyotes, bobcats, and wolves, being classed 
as predators in Western states, may be hunted the year

Phony mineral claims on national-forest lands are on 
their way out, John Willard of Helena, Montana reports 
—on the basis of the first region in the country where 
the year-old mineral-claim act is taking full effect. This 
is the Blue Joint area of the Bitterroot National Forest, 
south of Missoula. 

The Forest Service, conservationists, and mining inter- 
ests waged a 20-year campaign to eli te claims 
that were just an excuse to use the land for hotdog 
stands, dance halls, and the like. Now, under the law, 
genuine mining claims are protected, but the Forest 
Service can manage all surface resources so long as it 
doesn’t interfere with actual mining. 

It’s estimated that 90 percent of the old claims will 

® be disallowed. Sportsmen making recreational use of 
e the national forests will benefit accordingly. 
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around. Bears may be hunted all year in several states, in- 
cluding Oregon and Utah; also Humboldt County in Cali- 
fornia, and certain counties in western Washington. 

Big-game shooting’s washed up in all western states except 
Washington and Montana. In Washington there will be elk 
hunting in designated counties; in Montana, deer and elk 
hunting. Check the game departments for details. 


SS cattergunners will be able to go after black brant through 
Feb. 10 in California, Washington, and Oregon. Coots are 
legal in California until March 1, perhaps later if, as last 
year, crop\damage in certain farming regions causes a special 
season. 

In past years, widgeon shooting has been legalized in Cali- 
fornia’s Imperial Valley as a crop-damage control measure.

JET-TAILED SCRAPPER 


uring a recent winter trip to 
D Florida, I spent some time fishing 

the Gulf Coast between East Cape 
and Naples, a sparsely settled section 
called the ‘““Mangrove Coast.’’ The area 
is a light-tackle fan’s paradise. Aside 
from the fabulous Ten Thousand Is- 
lands, there are many brackish streams 
and remote bays, and hundreds of miles 
of canals—all loaded with fish. The 
three principal towns for jump-off spots 
are Everglades, Marco and Naples, 

I was staying with a friend in Naples, 
a flourishing town on the Tamiami 
Trail. My friend was a rabid fiy-rodder, 
who, in his 15-ft. outboard skiff, has be- 
come as familiar with the mangrove 
jungles as an Everglades guide. 

Shortly before the end of my trip, he 
was called out of town for a few days, 
and I supposed that my visit was over 
until he suggested that I take his boat 
out on my own. He told me there was 
good fishing available in the lower part 
of Gordon Pass—in deep holes around 
the oyster bars. 

“Stay close to the Pass, and you won’t 
get lost,”’ he warned. 

Shortly after sunup next morning, I 
was cruising down the Pass. The fish- 
ing was as good as I'd been told, and 
before noon I had five jack crevallé, 
three redfish, and a snook. Then I 
sighted a school of 50-lb. tarpon farther 
down the channel. 


jor a long time I’d wanted to catch a 
tarpon of that size with a fly rod, and 
so, forgetting all else, I gave chase. 
But it wasn’t my day for outfoxing tar- 
pon. Every time I paused in a likely 
spot, the fish would surface and roll 
far ahead of me. The next thing I knew, 
I'd glided through the mouth of Gordon 
Pass and into the placid waters of the 
Gulf. There I lost track of them com- 
pletely. 

I was about ready to return up the 
Pass when, perhaps a mile out, I saw 
a flock of sea birds wheeling and diving. 
Was that where the tarpon had gone? 
I opened the throttle and streaked 
toward the commotion. 
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When I drew close enough, I could 
see that the fuss wasn’t being made by 
tarpon. The water's surface was being 
peppered by skittering mullet, and at- 
tacking them were what appeared to be 
bluefish. 

I quickly cast a spinner-led streamer 
fly into the turmoil, and had barely be- 
gun the retrieve when a half a dozen 
of the larger fish converged on my lure 
like a pack of greyhounds closing in on 
a rabbit. One of the fish grabbed the 
streamer, made a diving roll, and 
zoomed away, yanking my sturdy 9-ft. 
fly rod into a near-horseshoe. 

That first run lasted for 40 yd., and 
then the fish tilted and went into a dive. 
I whiplashed him to the top and held 
him for several moments as he rolled 
and lunged. During this flurry I had a 
glimpse of his bladed 
tail, only then realiz- 
ing that I wasn't 
tangling with a blue- v 
fish as I had original- c 
ly thought. 

After netting the 
fish, I found myself 
staring at the tor- 
pedo-shaped form of 
a 30-in. Spanish mack- 
erel, a fish that looks 
as good as he fights. 
The upper part of his 
body was a dark blue 
blended with pink, a 
shade which grayed a 
little along the sides 
to the underpart of 
the belly. There it be- 
came bright silver. 
His back and _ sides 
were lined with rows 
of bronze spots. His 
fighting ability was 
largely due to the con- 
struction of his tail— 
wide and deeply cleft, 
with its inner edge 
like a crescent moon. 
The tail had a spread 
which exceeded that 
of his body. 

The Spanish mack- 
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erel is to Southern waters what the 
common mackerel is to those of the 
North. Delicious table fare, he provides 
around 8 million pounds of food a year. 
His principal range covers Gulf, South, 
and mid-Atlantic waters, although a re- 
port published 80 years ago describes 
a school of Spanish mackerel off Block 
Island (Rhode Island-New York terri- 
tory) so vast that it could have filled a 
million barrels. This was unusual, for 
recent migration trends indicate that 
they appear so far north as strays. I’ve 
seen only five rod-and-reel catches 
north of New York over the last decade. 

Spanish mackerel average about 2 ft. 
long and reach a maximum of about 6 
ft. Their maximum weight is about 
20 lb.

| Spanish mackerel isn’t listed by the 


International Game Fish Association. 

Not long after I’d hooked and landed 
my third Spanish mackerel, there came 
a big change in activity. Up to then, 
the mackerel had struck at the mullet 
from below, seldom revealing more than 
a fin. Then, the baitfish suddenly broke 
and fled directly toward my boat. As 
though by command, part of the mack- 
erel horde detached itself from the main 
school and, with an encircling ma- 
neuver, set out to herd the mullet back 
into position. 


M’ boat was in the middle when the 
schools, killers and victims, met 
head-on. Water shot up in plumes as 
the mackerel pressed their attack by 
leaping clear of the surface, and one 
frantic mullet school, swerving to 
escape an onrush of snapping snouts, 
went thudding into the side of the skiff. 
Three mullet landed inside. Several 
more were stunned by the crash and fell 
back floundering, to be quickly gulped 
by the mackerel. None of the Span- 
iards, however, were accommodating 
enough to hurl themselves into the boat, 
although several hundred of them came 
within arm’s length before flashing off. 

One of the mackerel came very close 
to upsetting my applecart. I’d just made 
a backcast and, with my attention at- 
tracted to the shower of mullet before 
me, had allowed the streamer to settle 
in the water behind me. Suddenly I felt 
a vicious strike. Caught offbalance, I 
whirled about, kicking over a tackle 
box, and nearly tumbled into the Gulf 
as the boat rocked crazily. I didn’t re- 
gain my composure until, after many 
frantic minutes, the fish was in the net. 

It’s characteristic of these jet-tailed 
Spaniards to surprise you with sudden 
and unexpected strikes. They cover so 
much ground and move from one place 
to another so quickly that they’re apt 
to show up without warning. There 
are many times when they’ll appear on

I remember an experience a friend, 
Johnny Landon, and I had while trolling 
strip baits intended for sizable game 
off Fort Lauderdale, on Florida’s east

| hooked a fish. Reeling in our mangled 


fillets, we put on fresh ones. A few 


| minutes later, the same thing happened. 





“T sure hate to waste these nice baits 
on pests,” said Johnny. “What do you 
suppose is ragging them?” 

“Might be Spanish mackerel,” I 
guessed. “This time I’m going to tie 
on a little shiny spoon.” 

While Johnny rigged another strip 
bait, I switched to a small drone spoon. 
Soon we both had strikes, and this time 


| I connected, landing a fine 3-lb. Spanish 


| mackerel. 


In short order I had five 


| mackerel boated, while all Johnny had to 


show was half a dozen spoiled strip 





baits. He finally weakened and changed 
to a spoon, and we docked with an over- 
flowing bushel of Spanish mackerel. 

As with most swift-moving fish, 
Spanish mackerel strike readily at 
trolled lures. They are drawn to the 
flash of small spoons, white jigs, small 
diamond squids, and any number of 
feathered lures and spinners. Lures 
which are trolled at fast speeds attract 
them most consistently, though they'll 
often attack slow-moving and sinking 
ones. Long lines are seldom necessary, 
and many old hands prefer to keep their 
lures flashing in the midst of propeller 
wash. Like their relatives, the common 
mackerel, Spaniards are rather line- 
shy, so light line, especially monofila- 
ment, is best. 

One can also catch Spanish mackerel 
by trolling hunks of mullet or squid 
strips, but so eagerly do they rush arti- 
ficials it’s hardly worth the effort of 
preparing bait. 

When fishing the piers and bridges 
along coastal regions of the South, it’s 
best to use natural baits. Like still- 
fishing from anchored boats, pier and 
bridge fishing is aimed mostly at mixed 
creels. Floaters which suspend hooks 
baited with shrimp and squid will warn 
of nibbles from other than mackerel, 
but it’s smart to carry a few small arti- 
ficial lures in case a sizable school of 
Spaniards comes along. 

Florida offers a number of convenient 
spots from which the shorebound angler 
can fish for mackerel during winter 
and spring months. Of the five cause- 
ways in Greater Miami you may fish 
from three: the MacArthur, Ricken- 
backer, and 79th Street spans. Miami 
Beach also has three spots which pro- 
duce mackerel by the bushel: South 
Beach Pier, Sunny Isles Pier, and Haul- 
over. A few miles to the south, by Bis- 
cayne Key, there are big schools of 
winter-bound mackerel and _ bluefish. 
You'll find other good spots all along 
the Gulf Coast to Port Aransas, Texas. 


8 pay the right season, under prop- 
er conditions, Spanish mackerel 
provide some of the most exciting surf 
fishing I’ve ever had in Florida. The 
best is off the beaches from Palm Beach 
to Boca Raton. During February and 
March, fingerling mullet move along 
these shores by the millions, and close 
on their tails are schools of Spanish 
mackerel, bluefish, and jack crevallé. 
The fishing is especially good when 
incoming tides around daybreak are ac- 
companied by easterly winds. With this 
combination, mullet are sometimes 
tossed up on the beach, and it’s common 
practice to grab a stranded mullet, 
place him on a hook, cast out, and have 
a mackerel or bluefish in seconds. 

Under these conditions, I favor a 
medium-weight spinning rod and mono- 
filament line testing 10 or 12 lb. Even 
the stoutest fly rod is hard to manage 
when there’s a stiff wind blowing in 
your face, but the spin-caster can easily 
toss a jig far enough out. 

Fly rod, spinning rod, or trolling 
stick, surf, boat, or pier, the Spanish 
mackerel is a good bet for those who 
want light-tackle exercise in the South 
during the winter.—George Heinold.

HOW TO 
HUNT 
CROWS 


by TOM McNALLY 


1952, the year a sports store there sponsored a crow- 

hunting contest. Ray and Lou submitted more crow 
feet, as evidence of kills, than all the other contestants 
combined. They entered 3,400, the number they’d coi- 
lected during the two-month contest. One week’s kill 
exceeded 1,000 crows. 

George Bratt, the contest’s sponsor, was so pleased he 
displayed the feet in a showcase, and invited me to have 
a look. Now, I’d been hunting crows myself for years, 
and with some success, but I couldn’t believe anybody 
could collect nearly 2,000 in eight weeks. So I went to 
look, and, brother, I saw. I telephoned Ray and con- 
gratulated him, and we hit it off right from the start. A

few days later he asked if I'd like to go on a crow shoot. 

“Name the place and time,” I answered. 

“Tomorrow morning,” said Ray. ‘We've located a 
roost with a few million birds in it.” 

North-central Maryland has one of the largest crow 
concentrations in the East. In a normal season several 
million will roost near Westminster, Md. They move in 
each afternoon from the upper eastern shore and from 
some southern counties. From about 3 p.m. until dusk, 
great streamers of crows fly across the fall sky. 


hen Ray and Lou first tried crow hunting eight 

years ago, they were like most of us—lots dumber 
than crows. But they studied the birds, learned their 
habits, and developed some fancy methods for out- 
witting them. Now on an average shoot they kill about 
100. And one day in the winter of 1955, shooting from 
two blinds with two other crow hunters, Charley 
Weaver and his son Bud, they downed 559 crows. In a 
season they bag about 4,000. 

Experienced hunters in this part of Maryland don’t 
gun the roosts, because that would force the crows to 
change their flyways. Instead, they set up blinds along 
the flight lanes, and intercept the crows by calling and 
decoying. That way you get several big kills before the 
pests wise up and alter their routes. 

Though blind shooting rarely gets started before 3 
p.m., and usually hits its peak about the last hour be- 
fore sunset, Ray wanted an early start. I asked why. 

‘“‘We’ll need decoys,” he explained. ‘And we plan to 
spend the morning getting them. After lunch we'll 
build a blind and be ready for the afternoon flight.” 

“Decoys?” I asked. “I have plenty—full-bodied and 
silhouette.” 

“Not good enough,” Ray insisted. ‘“‘We use real crows. 
We'll shoot 20 to 50 in the morning by going into the wanting more information on crow shooting. Some even tele- 
woods and calling.” phoned Ray long distance to hear him use a crow call.

the station wagon onto a dirt road, and finally 
stopped at some woods near a field where six 
crows scrounged in the wheat stubble. 

“We'll start here,” Ray said to me. “ Lou and I 
will go into the woods and call. You drive down 
the road a piece; otherwise the crows will see the 
wagon and ignore our calling. When we stop 
shooting, come pick us up.”

hey pulled out gear—shotguns, crow callers, 

_ camouflage suits—and the darnest-looking 
face masks I ever saw. They started to put them 
on, when Ray saw my surprised look. 

“This is our secret weapon,” he laughed, hold- 
ing up a mask. “We've learned that a crow’s 
sharp vision is his best defense, and he usually 
spots your face first. You may be perfectly hid- 
den, but unless your mug is covered the first bird 
you swing on will squawk an alarm. An un- 
covered face flashes like a mirror.” 

The masks are made of camouflaged mosquito 
netting. If camouflage material isn’t available, 
ordinary gauze spotted with drab paint will do. 
Elastic’ bands hold them on, and there are slits 
for the eyes. They hang down about 15 inches, 
and cover the sides of the face too. When a guy 
is calling, his hands go under the mask, so they’re 
also concealed. Ray’s wife, Sis, is expert at mak-

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| the trees, and I drove to a knoll 600 
| yards away. Soon a pulsating, moaning 
| sound came from the woods. It didn’t 
| sound like a crow. There was none of 
| the ‘‘caw-caw” used by most callers, but 
| rather a steady, uninterrupted groaning. 
But it sent the crows in the stubble into 
| a tizzy. The biggest leaned back on his 
heels and yelled murder, ‘“Cawrrrrr- 
cawrrrrr!” Then all of them jumped 
|into the air—growling, and spitting, 
|and cussing—and beat wildly for the 
woods. They thought something was 
taking Old Uncle Jim apart one feather 
at a time. Until then, I’d never seen 
crows that were really fighting mad. 
The first one to the woods dove under 
the trees, searching for what he thought 
was a distraught relative. I saw him 
fold before I heard the shot. The others 
flared, but the incessant calling brought 
them back. Finally, only one survived 
| and it sailed out of there like a whipped 
puppy. I went to Ray and Lou and saw 
that they had five “good” crows. 


his is O.K. for a starter,’’ Lou ob- 

served, “but we should’ve nailed that 
last one, too.” 

“Your moaning call,’ I said, “is the 
best I’ve heard. It drove those birds 
silly mad.” 

“Most people,” Ray said, “try to 
sound the way crows normally call, and 
| that’s wrong, because usually when you 

hear a crow he’s hollering an alarm. 
What you want is to sound like a crow 
in distress—that’s moaning. But the 
fighting call is good too, and that’s a 
| growl. 

Once Ray and Lou visited a sports 
store to buy a new caller. The clerk 
handed one over, and Lou groaned and 
growled with it. The salesman had 
never heard a crow yell like that. 
“You're doing it wrong,’ he said, taking 
the cailer. He made a sharp caw-caw 
| then said, triumphantly, ‘“That’s how to 
| call crows.” 
| “That really sounded like a crow,” 
| chimed in a bystander. “When Foehr- 
kolb blew, it sounded like somebody 
wringing a crow’s neck.” 
| ‘When someone says your calling 
| sounds like a crow getting his neck 
| twisted,” Ray explains, ‘‘you can be 

| Sure you're doing it right.” 

| The brothers learned the distress call 
| right from the crow’s mouth, so to 
| Speak. They owned a young bird, and 
| once a neighbor boy teased it and the 
| crow moaned. Lou imitated the call on 
| the next shoot, and crows came from 
everywhere. “They almost flew into 
Lou’s face,” Ray recalls. 

Calling is done from deep inside, by 
| grunting with the diaphragm. You don’t 
| blow a caller—you exhale into it. The 

calling should be done without let-up, so 
| it takes a conditioned set of lungs. In 
winter, when the Foehrkolbs work their 
fish routes in rural Maryland, they sing 
all day in their trucks. It helps tone up 
| their crow-calling muscles. 

We moved a mile down the road, 
found more crows, and Ray and 
Lou cleaned up. One they killed had 
some white in both wings. “We've 
| taken many odd ones,” Lou told me. 
“One was almost pure white but wasn’t 
}an albino. Another had an X-shape 





bill.” They’ve downed three or four 
having only one foot, and one day got 
one carrying a pigeon head in its 
mouth. 

Most interesting find was a crow that 
had been banded six years earlier by 
an Indian working for the Fish and 
Wildlife Service in Canada. 

We covered perhaps 20 miles, stop- 
ping occasionally to call and shoot, and 
soon had 37 crows. It was noon, so we 
went to meet Charley and Bud. They 
were waiting with more decoys—46 of 
‘em. At lunch the crew briefed me on 
blind shooting. 

“We always scout crows,” said Ray, 
“so we know their routes.’”’ Then we 
pick the best spot for a blind. We 
watched a flight yesterday, and this 
evening we'll be in cover just a few 
hundred yards from the flyway.” 

Each of the Foehrkolbs sells fish on a 
different county route, as do Charley 
and Bud Weaver, so the crows in the 
area are observed by one or another of 
them daily. They meet evenings and 
discuss their finds. When good spots 
for blinds are located, permission to 
shoot is secured from the landowners. 
“We've never been denied permission to 
kill crows,’’ says Lou. “Every farmer 
we've met hates them good.” 

Crows start roosting in bunches by 
late October, I learned. December and 
January see the biggest concentrations. 
Ordinarily the birds use a night spot 
about two weeks, but if disturbed in the 
roost or overshot on the flyway they’ll 
desert the area quickly. 

A blind should be constructed on the 
brow of a hill, I was told. Crows can 
see decoys better on a hill, and the call- 
ing carries farther. 

Natural cover should be used for the 
blind, which shouldn’t be near tall tres 
that will cause the crows to fly too high. 
Decoys should be set on the lee side, 
because crows, like ducks, decoy into 
the wind. When your blind is finished, 
stand in it and wave your arms while a 
companion checks. If he can’t see you, 
O.K. Otherwise, brush up some more. 


_—_— blind of chicken wire and 
feathers supplements natural cov- 
er, and is almost always necessary. The 
wire should be smeared with glue, 


feathered, then sprayed with drab 
paint. It can be rolled for easy trans- 
port, and erected with steel rods. 
Brush, leaves, sticks, honeysuckle— 
anything at hand—can be used for ad- 
ditional camouflage. Remember that 
when you can’t see a crow, he can prob- 
ably see you. Fix the blind so that you 
can’t see a crow clearly until it’s in 
easy range—when it should be a dead 
bird. And dead crows tell no tales. 

Three men in a blind is best. One 
calls; one loads; the ‘third shoots. You 
can switch jobs during lulls. 

It’s possible to get crows even with- 
out calling, if you’re well hidden. Before 
Ray and Lou learned to call, they put 
silhouette decoys around a pile of 
wheat straw 300 yards from a roost. 
They hid in the straw, did no calling, 
but slew 122 crows. 

These experts go to such pains to 
conceal themselves that even human

Wildlife Service, which regulates migra- 
tory-waterfowl seasons.

John Willard of Helena, whose Outdoor 
Montana column is syndicated. Some of 
the central Montana hunters, he tells me, 
got after coyotes, bobcats, and even 
rattlesnakes with bows and arrows. 
“While Montana’s 125,000 big-game 


hunters were taking 100,000 deer last | 
fall,” John says, “slightly more than 840 | 
bow hunters took care of about 160 | 


deer.” 


Considering that an archer has to 
approach within about 30 yards of 
his game to get a decent killing shot, 
and that the nation-wide success 
ratio on deer is only a little over 
4 percent, Montana’s story indicates 
both good hunting and skilled bow- 
men. 


“What is even more important and 
interesting is that last year more than 
half the deer killed were bucks, showing 


that bowhunters want their kill to be as | 


selective and sporty as possible.” 


FEBRUARY FISHING 


I rains come at the right time steel- 
head fishing should be pretty close to a 
peak during February in most of the 
coastal streams from British Columbia 
to central California. If last February 


was a sample, best bets along the coast | 


should be: British Columbia—Quinsam, 
Oyster, Qualicum, and Cowichan. Wash- 
ington—Snake River, Chehalis, Queets, 
SolDuc, Puyallup, and Skagit. Oregon— 
Nehalem, Nestucca, Siletz, and Alsea. 


California—all coastal streams north of | 
the Russian River, including the south | 
fork of the Eel, Gualala, Big, Noyo, | 


and lower Klamath. 


Ocean salmon fishing starts Feb. 
15 south of Tomales Bay—no closed 
season elsewhere. This is rugged 
sport, for the ocean is often rough 
and the wind cold, but trollers off 
the Golden Gate frequently connect 
with king-size chinooks. 

Along the southern California 
coast, February marks the height of 
the winter surf-fishing season. The 
climax will be the Redondo Rod and 
Gun Club’s annual perch derby. Last 
year more than 1,160 anglers took 
part. Derby date this year is Feb. 17. 


The number-one fish this time of the 
year is barred perch, and Bob Vile, well- 
known surf fisherman, recommends the 
beach between Ventura and Oxnard, 
Zuma Beach, and Malibu Beach. Other 
hotspots are the Second Street beach at 
Hermosa, and from Sunset Beach to the 
area south of Santa Ana River. South of 
Newport to San Diego Salt Creek and 
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COOL and comfort- 
able, indeed, is this 
hiking trail which 
Nature carved behind 
South Fails in Silver 
Falls State Park. Eight 
other waterfalls are 
neorby in this recre- 
ation area, east of 
Salem, Oregon's hos- 
pitable capital city.

the gulf, fish for the giant totuavas and 
|corbinas in the upper gulf. 


Fresh-water February fishing in 
most Western states is confined to 
warm-water reservoirs in the low- 
lands, large rivers open the year 
around, and whitefishing in dozens 
of streams. Fishing through the ice 
is legal in many places, but anglers 
should check with wardens to make 
sure. 


Nevada is the latest state to fall in 
line with the trend toward keeping trout 
waters open virtually all year. Recently 
the commission set a 10-month season 
(Jan. 1 to Oct. 31) on the famous 

| Truckee River. Many other lakes and 
streams will also be open. Major lakes 
such as Tahoe, Topaz, Walker, Mead, 
and Mohave will have year-around sea- 
| sons. 

Arizona trout waters are open all 
year. Best February bets for planted 
rainbow trout should be the Colorado 
River between Bullhead City and Nee- 
dles. Other good spots should be Oak 
Creek and the Little Colorado River 
near Springerville.

been opened to hunting. West Vir- 
ginia has 57 counties. Ten years ago 
there was limited bucks-only hunting 
in 31 of them. Last fall 47 counties 
had six-day hunts, some of them 
hunter’s-choice affairs. Probably sev- 
eral more will be opened in 1957. 


There has been a drastic change in 
the average West Virginia sportsmen’s 
attitude toward the bucks-only idea. 


Most of today’s hunters figure it’s 
O.K. while a county’s deer population 
is building up to range capacity; then 
they’re all for either-sex hunting. 
Realistic thinking has jarred the doe 
off her pedestal and made her fair 
and desirable game. The dedicated 
buck hunters are a dwindling minor- 
ity—especially on the last day of 
open season. 


West Virginia’s new deer-management 
plan now in actual use, is based on the 
number of square miles of woodland in 
each county, its quality as deer range, 
and on the county’s past deer kills. Coun- 
ties are classified in A, B, C, or D groups. 

Ciass A counties have a large per- 
centage of good deer range. If they now 
are hunter’s-choice counties, they must 
maintain an annual kill of two deer per 
square mile of woodland. If they fall 
below that kill they automatically be- 
come bucks-only counties, and remain 
so until their kills reach an average of 
two thirds of a buck per square mile of 
woods for two years in succession. When 
kills in any Class A county reach the 
required two thirds buck per square mile 
of woodland, that county automatically 
will have hunter’s-choice shooting. 


Class B counties have a fairly large 
percentage of good deer range. Their re- 
quired kill for hunter’s-choice status is 
three-quarters deer per square mile of 
woodland; their required buck kill to 
attain or regain that status is one-third 
buck per square mile of woodland. 


Cis C counties have less deer range, 
and some of them have bucks-only sea- 
sons. Others now are closed but will be 
Opened as soon as conditions warrant. 

Class D counties are of doubtful value 
for deer production. There are only two 
of them. 


When the Class A and Class B 
counties combined have maintained 
an average kill of 19,000 whitetails 
for three years, the commission will 
propose an annual two-week hunt- 
er’s-choice season. 

Other features of the plan include 
continuous deer research, range im- 
provement, and the trapping of deer 
in state parks for restocking areas 
open to hunting. 


On paper the Handley plan looks 
like a real step forward in deer man- 
agement. Game officials and sportsmen 
all over the East will be watching with 
keen interest as the program gets fur- 
ther practical tests. 


PHEASANTS LOVE IT 


A hot afternoon several summers 
ago, across the street from the railroad 
station in Vincennes, Indiana, | was 
drinking a glass of beer while | waited 
for my train. A brown-faced fellow 
came in and perched on a stool along- 





side me. Turned out he was a bird-dog 
breeder and trainer, and he favored 
pheasants and pheasant dogs. 

“Many ringnecks around here?” | 
asked him. 


“A few miles north,” he told me. 
“There's a line like that runs smack 
across southern Illinois and Indiana,” 
he explained. ‘You can’t see it on 
the ground, but I’ve hunted that 
country so often | know it’s there. 


“North of that line you put up ring- 
necks; south of it you never do. One day 
I bought a geological map and drew that 
line on it. What d’ya think? It was right 
over the wavy line on the map that 
shows where the limestone formation 
peters out. North of the line you get 
limestone and pheasants. South of it 
you don't.” 

I remembered what he’d said, and 
the other day it came back to mind. 


I was over in Delaware with Norman 
Wilder, the state game commission’s di- 
rector. Crossing a cornfield near the 
Delaware Bay marshes, we kicked up 
a brace of pheasants. 

“This is the only area in this part 
of Delaware where ringnecks don’t just 
fade away,” he added. 


“Any limestone near here?” | 
asked. 

“No. But these bottoms and creek 
banks are covered with sediment 
washed down the Delaware River, 
and the Delaware runs through 
limestone country which rates with 
the best ringneck range in the East. 
Maybe that’s the answer.” 


¢ ee about ringnecks and lime- 
stone, Dr. Fred H. Dale, of the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service’s Patuxent 
Research Refuge in Maryland, fed 80 
pheasants the same diet, but gave 40 of 
them granite grit and the other 40 pow- 
dered limestone. 

After several months the birds given 
granite grit were in poor condition, and 
at laying time produced 14 eggs, of 
which only one hatched. The pheasants 
given powdered limestone were in ex- 
cellent condition and laid 173 eggs, of 
which 48 hatched. 


“This suggests,’ Dr. Dale told me, 
“that one reason—but not necessarily 
the only reason—why pheasants 
stocked in non-limestone country so 
often fail to reproduce and soon fade 
away. | don’t see why we couldn't 
increase our pheasant shooting by 
making the missing calcium avail- 
ale to ringnecks stocked in such 
country. 


“One way to do it would be to spread 
grit-size limestone along fencerows and 
in other places where it wouldn’t be 
plowed under. I'd like very much to see 
someone try it.”

| bottom price, any lands around their im- 
|poundments not actually needed for 
| flowage, flooding, or water storage. For- 
|mer owners get first crack. 


This means shore lands urgently 
necessary for public access, boat 
launching, parking sites, camping, 
and other recreational use will be 
lost to the public as fast as private 
owners choose to gobble them up. 
And on top of that, at future reser- 
voir sites, the Army Engineers are to 
buy only land actually needed for 
water storage. 


Down the drain goes a lot of public 
fishing and hunting on some of the Mid- 
west’s best and biggest man-made lakes. 
| For example, in “Fishing’s Chief Head- 
|ache,” in this department last August, I 
| pointed out that there was no cause to 
| worry about public access on Lake Cum- 
| berland, Dale Hollow, and Dewey in 
| Kentucky, since they were owned by the 
| Army Engineers. 

The same was true for Fall River and 
Kanopolis Reservoirs .in Kansas; Bull 
Shoals, Wappapello, Clearwater; Lake 
Norfork, and Table Rock Lakes in Mis- 
souri; huge Fort Randall Reservoir in 
South Dakota, sprawling Garrison Res- 
ervoir in North Dakota, and many 
others. 

Are hunters and fishermen to lose part 
or all of their rights to these big water- 
ways, developed and maintained at pub- 
|lic expense, as a result of the new 
| “favored few” land policy? Is Joe Sports- 
|man to be shut out of the huge Missis- 
| sippi impoundments all the way from 

St. Paul down to Alton, because the 
| priceless shore lands are allowed to pass 
| back into private hands? 





In Southern states, where the new 
policy is already in operation, even 
appeals from governors have failed 
to stay the land sales. 

The remedy lies in the hands of 
sportsmen. If they will appeal 
promptly to Congress, the policy can 
be reversed before serious harm is 
done. If every hunter and fisherman 
in the Midwest will let his senator 
and representative know where he 
stands, and if sportsmen’s organiza- 
tions will follow up with vigorous 
protests, this land grab can be 
halted. Going to do your part? 





HOT ICE SPOTS 


Batetin: Ice fishing continues to hold 
top billing in the north this month. Here 
are a few spots to keep in mind: 

Try Fox Lake in south-central Wis- 
consin for walleyes and northern pike, 
| Koshkonong farther south for walleyes. 
| You'll find thousands of other fishermen 


with the same idea, but both lakes are 
famous producers despite the crowds. 
The lure known locally as a Swedish 
pimple will get results on almost any 
northern Wisconsin lake having white- 
fish or lake trout. 


Nebraska’s chain of more than a 
dozen big reservoirs on the Platte 
and Republican Rivers in the south- 
central counties field a lot of ice 
fishermen, as do the sand-hill lakes 
to the northwest. Bass, walleyes, 
northerns, and perch are the top at- 
tractions; live minnows the bait. 


Leech, Pelican, Upper Red, Big De- 
troit, Green, Lake Winnibigoshish, Lake 
Reno, Lake Minnewaska, Lake Minne- 
tonka, Mille Lacs Lake—this list gives 
you Minnesota’s best in walleyes, mus- 
kies, pike, bluegills, crappies, and perch. 
All are crowded with shanties, plenty 
available for rent. 

Bait? Three-inch minnows for wall- 
eyes, smaller minnows for crappies, six 
to eight-inch suckers hooked in the tail 
for muskies and pike, and assorted 
grubs for bluegills and sunfish. 

For Iowa walleyes the big impound- 
ments along the Mississippi are hard to 
beat. Try live chubs or jigging spoons. 
The same waters also yield good catches 
of panfish. Hit the man-made lakes in 
southern Iowa for bluegills and crappies, 
using corn borers for the bluegills, min- 
nows for the crappies. 


S mall minnows, long the favorite 
perch bait of Iowa ice fishermen, were 
outranked last winter on the natural 
lakes in the northern part of the state. 
Small artificial woolly worms, tied in 
bright fluorescent colors, caught some- 
thing like 90 percent of the perch. 


Hoosier anglers can’t be sure of 
safe ice, except in northern Indiana, 
but there are Grade A lakes in the 
northeast corner and a flock of oth- 
ers, equally good, just over the line 
in Michigan. 

The latter hint also goes for itchy 
fishermen in Illinois and Ohio. Illinois 
sportsmen are missing some good 
perch fishing at home by passing up 
the strip-mine lakes. One in Henry 
County, east of Atkinson, gave up 
two-pound perch last winter—good 
perch in any league. 


Many rate Put-in-Bay on South Bass 
Island in Lake Erie the hottest spot in 
Ohio. Walleyes, better known there- 
abouts as pickerel, used to be the top 
attraction, but in the last two years perch 
have crowded them into second. Visiting 
sportsmen, up to 1,000 a week-end, fly 
out via air-taxi service from Port Clin- 
ton. Local guides meet them at the air- 
port and transport them onto the ice 
in topless Model A Fords. 

Other Ohio ice fishermen prefer San- 
dusky Bay on Lake Erie, where they 
can drive to a parking lot, walk onto 





the ice, and start perch fishing—with no 
fees, fares, etc. 


Perch lead the parade in South Da- 
kota, too, and the lakes in the northeast 
quarter get heavy play and produce good 
catches. In North Dakota the open- 
water fishing below Garrison Dam is 
worth a nod for sauger, ling, walleyes, 
and pike. 

Smelt are a big winter item in Michi- 
gan, with Crystal Lake at Beulah and 
Lake Charlevoix the top producers. 


FLYWAYMEN 


The spring flight of crows to the 
Canadian nesting grounds will start mov- 
ing through South Dakota about mid- 
February. They follow the same flyways 
as waterfowl, so if you live along the 
route, you can have all the shooting you 
want. Break out your crow call, decoys, 
and don’t forget a stuffed owl. The 
world is yours. 


HUNT THE GHOST 


a hss some _ sizzling-hot rabbit 
hunting still on the fire in Michigan, 
Wisconsin, and Minnesota. I refer to the 
big white-in-winter, brown-in-summer 
snowshoes of the north-country swamps. 
They’re legal to March | in Minnesota, 
the upper peninsula of Michigan, and 
the northern half of the lower peninsula, 
and all year in northern regions of 
Wisconsin. 


Put a hound on this swamp rab- 
bit’s track and he’s as tough, canny, 
and long-winded a quarry as any 
hunter can ask for. He skips along 
over feathery snow where a dog 
plunges in shoulder-deep at each 
bound; he scorns the cottontail dodge 
of taking shelter in a hole when the 
heat is on; and he drifts through the 
evergreen tangles like a white spook. 


Almost any alder and cedar swamp 
will supply the makings of a lively hunt, 
so if you like hound music and live 
within driving distance of good snow- 
shoe country, there’s no better way to 
spend a February week-end. 


FEBRUARY WALLEYES 


Were to go right now for big wall- 
eyes—lunkers that will average around 
five to seven pounds, occasionally run up 
to 10 or 15? Plan a pilgrimage, any time 
after mid-February, to the South Fork 
of the Cumberland River, in the vicinity 
of Yamacraw located in south-central 
Kentucky. 


Coming up from Lake Cumberland 
to spawn, the fish concentrate in the 
fast, shallow water at Yamacraw. 
Most of the fishing is done from

NOW’S YOUR CHANCE 


Here's a suggested February activ- 
ity for Southern anglers who fish power 
| lakes and reservoirs. Water levels of 
| most impoundments are low this time 
|of year—some of them down as much 
as 30 or 40 feet below the high-water 
mark. 


In recent weeks I’ve spent many 
hours surveying three of my favor- 
ite lakes, mapping underwater 
ridges and making notes on loca- 
tions of sunken islands where | know 
the big bass will hang out after the 
lakes fill up again. | line up these 
spots with landmarks on shore such 
as trees, rocks, and buildings, mak- 
ing small sketches of each so | can 
remember the exact location later in 
the year. 


| As yet I haven’t gone quite as far 
|as Buck Perry of Hickory, N. C. When 
the water was low last year, Buck 
grubbed all the brush from one of his 
choice fishing spots to give the bass a 
smooth resting place and to save his 
|lure from getting fouled on every cast. 
| His labor paid off, too; for when the 
water was back to normal he caught 
more largemouths off that particular 
point than from any other spot on the 
whole lake. 


GEORGIA LEAGUE ACTS 


I ie resolutions passed at the last 
meeting of the powerful Georgia Con- 
servation League, headed by Fred Stur- 
ges of Warner Robins, are two which 
vitally affect the future of hunting in 
the State. 

One, directed to both public and pri- 
vate timberland owners, voices the plea 
‘of sportsmen, outdoorsmen, and nature 
enthusiasts to save the forest trees valu- 
able to wildlife: 





“Whereas, the Georgia Conservation 
League has been greatly concerned over 
a program of private landowners in de- 
stroying stands of hardwood timber in 
the State of Georgia for the purpose of 
making other uses of said lands, and, 


“Whereas, it is well known that 
the mast of hardwoods produces a 
large portion of the food necessary 
to sustain our wildlife, and if this 
practice should continue unabated, 
could result in the depletion of our 
wildlife, 

“Now, therefore, be it resolved 
by the Georgia Conservation League 
that it goes on record as deploring 
the heedless and promiscuous de- 
struction of our hardwood forest, and 
petitions the federal and state agen- 
cies and private owners of such 
properties to give serious considera- 
tion to the protection of our wild- 
life.”’ 


Another important League resolu- 
tion deplores and asks for repeal of a 
law which legalizes sale of pen-raised 
quail for eating purposes. The resolution 
points out that “history shows that the 
marketing of gamebirds in the past has 
led to the destruction, and in some cases, 
complete extinction of a species,” and 
that “the bill permitting sale of pen- 
raised quail opens the gates to the boot- 
legging of our most prized gamebird ... 
(since) the bobwhite quail is one of the 
more easily trapped species to be found 
in the wild.” 


SALT-WATER LICENSES 


F’.: too many years, most states bor- 
dering both oceans and the Gulf of 
Mexico have regarded their salt-water 
fishing as inexhaustible. Some of the 
more progressive states have placed one 
or two briny species on the game list 
and set up size and number limits, but 
in most areas, our prized salt-water game 
species are netted, trapped, and other- 
wise taken commercially by the thou- 
sands of tons each year, with no restric- 
tions whatsoever. 


A few conservation departments 
are beginning to recognize the value 
of certain species as gamefish and 
are making plans to limit catches by 
size and number for sports as well 
as commercial anglers. Louisiana 
and Alabama have taken the first 
step by setting up a license for their 
salt-water sports fishermen. This fol- 
lows the lead of California which 
has the most progressive sports- 
fishery program in the nation. 


Florida is making a survey to deter- 
mine just how much more valuable the 
salty game species are to the state from 
the angle of sportsmens’ dollars, than as 
a food fish for a few cents per pound. 
We'll have more information on this as 
the important survey progresses and the 
results are made public.

NEW YORK 
WAS 
FAR AWAY 


by JACK O’CONNOR 


We pushed into northern-light 
range to get one of the world’s 
finest trophies—the white ram 


green of rich grass and the pale gold of frost- 

touched arctic willow. Along the edges of the 
valley was a border of thick, dark spruce, but not far 
up the mountainsides the woods played out in a scat- 
tering of scrubby trees. The hillsides flamed with 
the scarlet of scrub arctic birch that was now in its 
brief autumn glory. 

At the head of the valley, perhaps four or five 
miles away, was a series of high ridges and basins 
capped by a conical peak dusted with snow. Below 
it lay green upland pastures of moss, grass, and 
lichen cut by ragged streaks of gray slide rock. 

“What about those mountains at the end of the 
valley?’ Bill asked. ‘‘They’re my idea of sheep 
country.” 

Sam Williams, a slightly built, intelligent Indian 
who was one of our guides, considered the question 
momentarily. 

“Maybe so,” he said. “One time two or three years 
ago when I come here to shoot moose I see some 
sheep there, but the country where we go is better. 
More rougher. Sheep like more cliffs. Want to run 
away from the wolves.” 

The Bill who was with me on this white-sheep 
hunt is the editor of OUTDOOR LIFE. He’s a big 
sandy-haired Bostonian who has followed the 
newspaper and general magazine route from Har- 
vard to the editorship of OUTDOOR LIFE. He had 
fished and hunted in the East and South, had shot 
elk in Wyoming, but this was his first jaunt into 
Canada’s Yukon Territory as well as his first sheep 
hunt. 

My other companions on this 30-day trip were 
likewise out after sheep for the first time. One of 
them was Red Cole, sales manager of Cleveland’s 
Warner and Swasey, the great machine-tool com- 


Ts valley was long and narrow, filled with the

pany. The other was Fred Huntington, the good-natured and rotund 
manufacturer of the RCBS loading tools and dies from California. 
The object of our expedition was what is acknowledged to be one of 
the world’s great trophies, the beautiful white Dall sheep of the 
arctic and subarctic. 

When we glassed those mountains we’d been on the trail two and 
a half days by pack outfit. After flying from Seattle to Whitehorse, 
the largest town in the Yukon, we were taken by our outfitter, Alex 
Davis, 160 miles to the end of the road at Aishihik Lake, where 
the Canadian government maintains an emergency landing field. 
There we met our pack outfit and headed north over an old Indian 
trail toward the remote and isolated Dawson Range. We had three 
guides, a cook, and two horse wranglers. Our head guide was 
Harold Chambers, who had been along as a horse wrangler when 
Herb Klein and I hunted in the Yukon in 1950. Harold is a one- 
time rodeo rider who can pluck a handkerchief from the muskeg 
without dismounting, glass the countryside while standing on his 
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O’Connor and 
guide Sam Wil- 
liams crept within

photo. Bunched

horse’s back, and lift a tree-size deadfall from the trail 
singlehandedly (he did have to dismount for that). 

In the Yukon fall begins about the middle of August and 
by the first of September, when we started out, it is well 
advanced. Willow, cottonwood, alder, and arctic birch 
(which the natives usually call “buckbrush” or “bugbrush” ) 
turn with the first frosts, and almost always the higher hills 
are dusted with the snow of some early storm. Even when 
we left the road to head into the back country we had frost 
every night, and in the mornings we had to break ice in the 
water bucket by the cooktent. 

That night after we’d pitched camp on an old glacial 
moraine above a river, I glassed the low, rolling mountains 
that went above timberline. Once, so far away that it was 
only a dot completely without form through 12X binoculars,

never seen another Dall sheep with a body as big as this solitary old-timer’s 
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I saw something moving just below a ridge. From the way 
it would walk a few steps, stop, then move again, I decided 
it must be a grizzly digging for ground squirrels. A little 
later I spotted a cow moose and calf about two miles off. 

“See anything?” Bill asked when he’d finished blowing 
up his air mattress and making our tent snug for the night. 

“I think I saw a bear, probably a grizzly,’ I told him, 
“and a cow moose with a calf just went-over the saddle.” 

“Call me when you see some sheep,” he said. 

The fifth day we toiled over a high rolling range where 
the bleached skulls and antlers of wolf-killed bull caribou 
showed white above willow and arctic birch. We were far 
above timberline when we reached the divide. Below us we 
could see the meander of a silver stream through willow, 
muskeg, and golden meadows of frost-cured grass. It was 

four or five miles away and Sam told 
us we’d camp there that night. To the 
north the country rose, became harsh 
and rugged. The whole uplift culmi- 
nated perhups 20 miles away in a black 
ridge dominated by a big black peak 
that was streaked and spotted with 
snow. 

Sam, who by this time had latched 
onto my 12 x 60 Leitz binoculars, 
glassed the mountains lovingly. 


B® mountain called Prospector 
Mountain,” he told us. “We go 
there to hunt sheep. All the time big 
rams there.” 

And we all looked at it as if it were 
the promised land. I had made several 
trips to the Yukon and northern British 
Columbia for Dall and Stone sheep, but 
this country of the Dawson Range was 
new to me. It would be hard to find 
in all North America a wilder and 
more isolated piece of country. Once 
Indians came into it to hunt, but the 
Indian population of the Yukon is de- 
creasing and more and more Indians 











move into Whitehorse, take jobs, and forget the old ways. 
The low price of fur keeps the trappers out of the mountains. 
A few American big-game hunters have gone into the Daw- 
son Range and sometimes a prospector seeking his fortune, 
but for the most part the country is as wild and lonely as it 
was when Columbus discovered America. 

We rode on from the Klaza River to pitch camp beside a 
clear and lovely stream full of grayling. There were moose 
in the hills, ptarmigan.in the scrub arctic birch of the hill- 
sides, and the camp itself was full of grizzly sign—claw 
marks higher than our heads on the trees, grizzly hair 
caught in the rough bark. The big bears had dug out the 
garbage pit where the refuse from a camp of a year ago 
had been buried, and they had chewed up tin cans to get 
the trace of sirup in them. 

It looked like a good spot for a hunting camp, this Magpie 
Creek, but at breakfast when I suggested we stay there, Bill, 
Fred, and Red all chorused a thunderous, “No!” 

“Haven't you heard?” said Fred. “The bears are begin- 
ning to fight back.” 

We split the outfit. Bill, Red, Fred, and I, along with 
Harold Chambers and his brother Freddie Chambers, one of 
the horse wranglers, and Sam Williams, would push on that 
day into the sheep country and make a jackcamp far above 
timberline and within easy striking distance of the sheep. 
The rest of the outfit would head for a new main campsite. 

We cut away from the trail, followed by our three pack- 
horses, and pushed high over the ridges toward fabled Pros- 
pector Mountain. Once a good many years ago the great 
northern caribou migration had gone through this country, 
and that day we must have seen 15 or 20 bleached caribou 
skulls with antlers attached. Flocks of ptarmigan, now 
half white and half brown in their intermediate coats, flew 
squawking and protesting away, and once when our outfit 
dipped into a narrow valley where there was a little timber 
we saw half a dozen blue grcuse. 

Midafternoon found us scrai-bling up a ridge about five 
miles from the towering dark-gray mass of Prospector 
Mountain. We tied our saddle horses to willow shrubs, let 
the pack animals shift for themselves, and toiled afoot up 
the last few hundred feet of the ridge. 


e had hardly got settled when I heard Sam say, 
“Sheep!” and Harold answer, “I see them, too!” 

I lay down and with my old 9X binoculars quickly picked 
up, far across the valley on the next ridge, a herd of seven 
sheep feeding in a saddle just above a big black cliff. Half 
a mile or so to their right three other sheep were scattered. 

Bill Rae lay beside me and started using his binoculars. 

“See them ?”’ I asked. 

“T see a lot of little white dots, some of them moving now 
and then.” 

“Those are your Dall sheep,” I said. 

“Well, I'll be darned. ... Are they rams or ewes and 
lambs?” 

“My hunch is they’re rams,” I guessed, “because they’re

all about the same size. In a band with ewes and lambs, we 
could see the difference in size, even from here, and the 
little lambs would be frisking around.” 

Sam was on a rock above me with my big 12X binoculars. 
I borrowed them from him, but I still couldn’t tell whether 
I actually saw horns or thought I saw them. I could defi- 
nitely see that one of the sheep wore a light gray saddle. 
We were, I knew, approaching the area where the snow- 
white Dall sheep begin to show some of the characteristics 
of their dark cousins the Stone sheep. I had suspected that 
we'd find white Dalls here with the black tails of Stone sheep 
and a scattering of other dark hairs here and there. I was 
surprised, however, to see this one with a gray saddle. 

Harold Chambers had scrambled down off the rocks a 
few minutes before, and now he returned with a 20X spotting 
scope, the real medicine for sizing up a head of any sort at 
long range. 

“Ah, by golly,” he said gleefully, “they are rams!” 

One by one we took turns looking at the sheep. Through

100-MILE RUN

For two cold, wild days this coyote outsmarted 


all the dogs and men we could muster. He‘d been 


hunted scores of times; now we really wanted him 


e rounded a curve on the Weber Lake road, wheels 
\\, throwing a shower of snow. I had my head out the 

window in February’s bitter wind, and I could hear 
the hounds coming off the hardwood hills into the jackpine 
flat. They were close behind the coyote. He’d be just a 
squirt of gray-brown when he crossed the road. The gent 
who got in a shot would have to shoot fast. 

This was the second day of the wildest week-end coyote 
chase I’ve ever attended. It was in progress near my home 
town of Wolverine, in the upper portion of Michigan’s lower 
peninsula. Here coyotes—brush wolves, some Great Lakes 
and Eastern hunters call them—are surprisingly plentiful. 
And here hard-core coyote chasers flounder themselves 
frazzle-tailed every winter week-end just for the wild-eyed 
fun of it. 

The big coyote we were hounding now was wel] known in 
the area. He’d been run scores of times over the past five 
seasons. Every hunter knew his track. He’d crtdssed four 
county lines this week-end, running from dawn to dark the 
first day and going strong as ever on the second day. 

Probably 50 men, all told, had briefly participated. We'd 
lost count of dogs cut in, or taken up limping and exhausted. 
Some were lost. Some—whose owners would hotly deny 
it—were chasing deer. The wise old coyote had crossed the 
dogs up scores of times and rested while they circled. He 
wasn’t much worried yet. 

We hurtled around another curve. Carl Allen, conserva- 
tion officer and hunting buddy of mine, was driving. Carl’s 
an old-time hound man. If a critter has fur, will run, and a 
hound will chase it, Carl will follow. Every off-duty day all 
winter long he’s out with his dogs.

He braked now, sliding. An old man was in the road. Ear 
flaps pulled low, he’d not heard us. He had a rifle under one 
arm, shotgun under the other. A few of our hunters arm 
thus to be set for either a long open shot or a close-range 
blast through brush. Now, with the chase coming straight 
for him, this old gent couldn’t make up his mind which gun 
to shoot. 

He was trying to ready one gun without dropping the 
other, when—squirt. The coyote was across, 60 yards away. 
Three hounds, two of them Carl’s, came bawling across the 
road close behind. 

The old man heard us now and wheeled, flustered. We all 
burst out laughing. 


Men and I got out and strapped on snowshoes. We 
grabbed shotguns, slipped a few light buckshot and No. 
2 Magnum loads into our pockets. Separating, we webbed 
in to see if we could cut off the now-circling chase. 

I felt glad I'd brought my bearpaw snowshoes. True, all 
styles have their points. Carl uses the Michigan or “Maine 
guide” type, a design with only slightly upturned toe, mod- 
erately wide instep, and long-tapering back portion. It’s a 
good compromise for both brush and open going. The 
“pickerel” or “cross-country” type—very long, narrow, with 
toe greatly upturned—is excellent in the open but mighty 
awkward in brush. The egg-shaped, tailless bearpaw type I 
wore are tops in brush, light and easy to handle everywhere. 

Presently I panted up a hill lightly screened by hard- 
woods. From here I could watch a big sweep of country. If 
the coyote ran in the jackpines on (continued on page 119)

his day was in late March, but the weather was still 

midwinter, as a brilliant sun flooded across snow-cov- 

ered ice and the mercury hovered in the low 20’s. The 
crystal-clear air, and scattered white clouds that drifted 
high above completed a scene familiar to many ice fisher- 
men. But there, most standard procedure stopped. 

The place was Lake Superior, seven miles out from the 
winter-locked shores of Whitefish Bay, near Sault Ste. 
Marie, Michigan. The almost endless expanse of snow was 
supported by up to 14 inches of ice and below that, 120 feet 
of gin-clear water. The bait was a fillet of smelt fished with 
rather crude equipment. The catch consisted of lots of solid, 
pink-meated lake trout. You walk ’em out. But that’s get- 
ting ahead of the story. Let’s start from the beginning, 
when different weather conditions almost ruined the whole 
deal. 

John Gleason, a professional outdoor-movie maker, and 
I journeyed some 280 miles from Ludington to the Sault to 
get the story. Nearing the Straits of Mackinac, we smacked 
into a blizzard. Driving became treacherous, and we still 
had the four-mile ferry trip across the straits before nursing 
the station wagon up the whole upper peninsula. 


f be. ride across was a great experience, for the powerful 
ship just smashed ahead, chewing and sliding the great 
ice floes into small sections with crashing crescendos of 
sound. We stopped on the north side of the straits for coffee, 
then bored on into the snow-filled night. Some drifts along 
the side of the road reached almost as high as the car. In 
southern Michigan there bad been practically none. Closer 
to the Sault we saw many that topped seven feet. 

Our destination was the sports shop and home of Earl 
Leitz, our host and guide. Coming into the city, we quickly 
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spotted his neon sign, and half an hour later we were relax- 
ing in his living room. After introductions and a bit of 
small talk about our trip, we switched to the possibility of 
not being able to get out at all tomorrow. 

Earl strolled to the window and stood looking at sheets 
of snow slanting through the yellow glow of a corner street 
lamp. He wasn’t worried about the snow, though; it

Fishing Lake Superior in this odd way, I learned

wouldn't bother us tomorrow if it was 10 feet deep. The sky 
was what mattered. We had to have visibility. The spot we 
were to fish was a long jump from shore, and we planned 
to fly out. You have to see distances to find fishing holes 
marked in the expanse of white. Have to see the shoreline, 
too, in order to get back again. 


| hee watched awhile, glanced at the barometer, then said, 
matter-of-factly, ‘“Boys, I think it’ll be clear tomorrow,” 
Back in his chair, he told us about what to expect: 

“Winter lake-trout fever is worse than any fishing or hunt- 
ing I know. I even neglect my sports shop just to get in a 
few extra days. First place, Lake Superior is the last strong- 
hold of Great Lakes sport fishing for lake trout. And White- 
fish Bay here is one of the few places that freeze over 
enough to allow winter fishing. Trout run three pounds or 
so, smaller than in summer, but there are more of them.” 

Here John broke in. ‘‘Whitefish Bay is a big chunk of ice. 
How do you know where to go?” 

“Over the bank. The bottom varies in gradual inclines, 
like slopes on hills. Fish feed along the edges, and there's 
where you get your action. We usually walk out on first ice 
and test bottom with heavy drop lines. When we find the 
spots we mark them with poles. These freeze into position 
and serve later as markers for the plane.” 

Then he hauled out his equipment—a small wooden rod 
wound with 200 feet of dacron, a short 30-pound nylon 
leader, an odd-shaped and brightly colored two-ounce sinker, 
and below that a couple of inches of bead spacer attached 
to a rebent 6/0 hook. Such stuff pointed to specialized pro- 
cedure. Ear] filled us in: 

“You have to jig for them, steady jigging or bobbing. We 
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John hefts two trout, but Earl keeps jigging 
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use dacron line because it doesn’t stretch—you couldn’t feel 
a bite or set a hook 120 feet down if your line had any give. 
The old wiry-type gut leaders are O.K., too, but you have to 
pull the kinks out. The hooks? We rebend them in a wider 
loop; gives more of a straight-up pull.” 

We listened and asked questions and learned many things 
about tackle we never knew existed. Each item served a spe- 
cial purpose. Even the insignificant bead spacer fulfilled a 
most desirable function—bait checking. Trick is to pull your 
rod up every so often, then quickly let the line drop back. 
A jerk of the sinker is felt first, followed by that of the 
slower-dropping bait, if it’s still there. Saves visual check- 
ing of a 120-foot line. Sinkers too are special. They're 
curved to lend action, and look rather like a casting spoon. 

“IT make them from cartridge cases,’’ Earl explained. “I 
cut off the base, split the tube, cut and hammer it to shape, 
then solder hot lead to the concave side, to add weight. Next 
I paint the leaded side a bright color and polish the brass 
outside. It’s probably darker than the inside of a crow down 
in those depths. I think the shiny gloss attracts the trout 
before they even see the bait.” 

“That's all you need ?”’ I asked. 

“Except for a spud to chisel a hole in the ice. The stuff is 
simple. Trick is how you use it.” 


here were only a few short hours left until daylight 
when we finally quit talking and rolled in, and with Ear! 
still figuring the morning would come up clear. 

When the alarm went off I made it in one jump from sack 
to window. I jerked up the shade, and out there toward the 
east a broad pink band stretched across the horizon. A mil-

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TOO MANY BEARS

For years I'd longed to see a real, live Kodiak in 


the wilds. Now I was practically surrounded by them 


bears, and from that moment on a desire to hunt them 

became almost an obsession with me. Being in the 
Navy, I repeatedly requested Alaska duty, but it seemed 
that whenever it came time for me to be transfe.'red there 
was always a billet in the South Pacific to be filled. I filled it. 
But in the spring of 1954 my luck changed, and I was or- 
dered to Adak, Alaska. 

Knowing almost nothing of Alaska except what I'd read 
in various fishing and hunting magazines, I visioned great 
bears behind almost every tree. Adak soon set me straight 
on that. It proved to be a barren, wind-swept, treeless spot 
far out on the Aleutian chain of islands. The only wildlife on 
or around it were hair seals and a few scrawny blue foxes. I 
learned, moreover, that I would have to live in Alaska for 
one continuous year before I'd be eligible to hunt big game 
without a professional guide—something which can’t easily 
be done on a sailor’s pay. 

During my year at Adak, I contented myself with execut- 
ing many of the salmon-destroying seals, a reindeer on near- 
by Atka Island, ducks and geese at Cold Bay, and a few 
ptarmigan. I also continued to bombard everyone I knew 
with requests to be transferred to the mainland or to Kodiak 
when my time on Adak was up. 

The pay-off came in June of 1955 when orders arrived as- 
signing me to Kodiak. With the orders was a letter stating, 
“You have requested this additional tour of duty in Alaska 
rather than return to the United States, therefore you will 
be required to complete a full tour of duty at Kodiak before 
you will become eligible for further transfer.’’ Nothing 
could have pleased me more. 

Now a full-fledged Alaska resident, I arrived in Kodiak in 
early August ready to move in on the bears. I immediately 
began asking everyone who would listen where and how to 
go about hunting them and learned, to my surprise, that 
there are relatively few bear hunters living on Kodiak. In 
time, however, I met Jay and Bill Carter, brothers who work 
at the naval station, and Max Sears, a chief warrant officer, 
all avid hunters. Max is also an ardent angler and has fished 
and hunted extensively in the Northwest, British Columbia, 


7 ears ago I saw for the first time a picture of Kodiak 
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and other parts of the world. Nature took its course, and in 
time we had a bear hunt lined up. 

Just before noon on October 20 the four of us boarded a 
chartered plane piloted by Vince Daley, a veteran Alaska 
airman, and headed for Thumb Lake approximately 100 
air miles west and south of the city ot Kodiak. I picked the 
spot because I’d heard that a guide had reported seeing a 
huge bear there. 


lying over the jagged, snowcapped peaks, we strained 

our eyes for the sigit of a bear, but saw nothing except 
the beautiful, rugged, mcuntainous terrain which makes the 
interior of Kodiak Island all but inaccessible. After landing, 
we spent the rest of the day putting our camp in order, 
checking rifles and loads, and glassing the surrounding 
slopes. 

We packed an assortment of rifles—Jay and Bill both had 
.300 Holland & Holland Magnums, Max a .30/06, and I a 
beautiful lightweight .375 H. & H. Magnum with a 19-inch 
barrel built to my order by the Luft Brothers of Spokane, 
Wash., specifically for bear hunting. 

Bear sign was everywhere, but not one bruin did we see 
in the three days that followed, though we tramped over 
mountains, breasted countless alder thickets, crossed and 
recrossed streams, and glassed many slopes. We dragged 
ourselves back to camp each night, only to find that the 
tracks we’d made that morning had been obliterated by 
wandering bears. The brutes were feeding on salmon but 


I glanced up the slope and got 


the shock of my life. 


growling and _ sniffing 


Not 100 
yards from me stood five bears, 
the air 
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Kim looks my brownie over, finds his coat thick, luxuriant, and unrubbed 


were doing it at night. To lower our morale even more, Alf 
Madsen, the well-known guide, had come into the area, and 
his three hunters had killed three bears on the lake shore 
below us. They were hunting from a boat. 

On the fourth morning I decided to follow the stream 
which feeds Thumb Lake. I’d been told that a waterfall some 
five miles above the lake was a natural barrier for salmon 
running upstream to spawn, and that they congregated 
below it in large numbers. Lots of salmon, I reasoned, why 
not a few bears? I failed to convince my partners of the 
merits of my theory, so shortly after daybreak I started out 
alone. Having had years of experience hunting big game in 
Western states and elsewhere, 
and being armed with my .375, I 
had no qualms about going 
alone. That was my first mis- 
take. 

For the first mile and a half I 
pushed through an almost solid 
mass of alders cut through with 
bear trails running in all direc- 
tions. Time after time, in par- 
alleling the lake, I was forced 
to crawl, but after reaching the 
far end of the lake I broke out 
into a huge, marshy meadow 
covered with tall grass and 
dotted with clumps of trees and 
alders. 


fter wandering up the mead- 
ow for an hour or so, I sat 
down for a rest and a smoke. 
That’s when I got my first look 
at a real, wild Kodiak bear. I'd 
been sitting only a few minutes 
when I glanced up the slopes to 
my right and saw movement. 
Hurriedly focusing my glasses 
on the spot, I made out four 
bears. They were feeding up the 
mountain and were almost to 
the top, above the snowline. 
I began what was for me a 
record-breaking ascent in an ef- 
fort to catch up with them. 
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After a short breather, I followed their tracks 
over the top and down the other side of the moun- 
tain to snowline. This side of the peak descends 
sharply to a small but swift and icy creek. Across 
the creek was a steep embankment, perhaps 30 feet 
high. Then came a flat, about 200 yards’ wide, 
dotted with alder clumps. At the far side of the 
flat another mountain rose abruptly. It was 
heavily covered with alders, eight to 15 feet high, 
up as far as snowline. 

Presumably the bears were either just below me 
or had crossed the creek and were somewhere in 
the alders on the next slope. I glassed the area be- 
low me, then the mountainside. About 50 yards 
above the flat, and almost completely concealed 
by the alders, were two large bears. I searched 
the brush thoroughly but couldn’t spot any others, 
so assumed that the other two had gone elsewhere. 
That proved to be my second mistake. 

I made my third a few minutes later when, after 
crossing the creek and sneaking quietly over the 
flat, I stood in a small clump of alders not 75 
yards below the two bears. They were feeding on 
berries. 

Motionless, except for the pounding of my heart, 
I watched first one bear stand up on his hind legs 
and pull down a clump of berries, then the other. 
I picked out what I took to be the larger one 
(though both looked to me to be 12 feet tall when 
they stood up), and waited until he rose again so 
I’d have an unobstructed shot at his head. 

With the post centered just behind the beady 
little right eye, I touched off my .375. The 285- 
grain Speer bullet, pushed along by 82 gains of 
No. 4350 powder, slammed him to the ground as 
if it were a giant sledge. The other bear jumped up to see 
what had caused the commotion, so I fired a round past his 
head. It must have been pretty close, for he literally tore 
down yards of alders getting out of there. 

I stepped out from my blind, telling myself there wasn’t 
much to this bear hunting, and began to climb to my trophy. 
I’d gone perhaps 20 feet into the heavy alders when I heard 
an awful growling. Evidently I wasn’t alone. The alders were 
too thick for me to peer more than a few yards ahead, and 
having seen only two bears, one of which was well over the 
mountain by now, I could only conclude that I was in the 
brush with a wounded bear. 


After a 22-hour wait, I finally reach my prize. His hide squared eight feet seven inches 





Suddenly I realized the precarious position I’d foolishly 
got myself into by being there alone, and by not sitting down 
and watching the bear I'd shot until I was certain he was 
dead. My breath came faster and my legs got watery as I 
tried to decide what to do next. To make matters worse, I 
hadn’t reloaded my rifle and had only two shells left in it. 

Very slowly I began a backward retreat out of the alders, 
trying not to make a sound, and finally reached the clump 
from which I'd shot. Making myself as small as possible, I 
looked up the slope—and got the shock of my life. Standing 
on their hind legs, less than 100 yards from me, were five 
Kodiak bears! Each looked as big as the side of a barn to 
me, and they were alternately growling and sniffing the air. 


I was afraid to reload for fear they’d pinpoint the sound 
and, with the fairly open flat between me and the creek, I 
didn’t feel like leaving the partial concealment of the alder 
clump. But I knew I couldn’t hold my position much longer 
without shaking myself apart. 

After what seemed like hours the bears quieted down, ex- 
cept for an occasional grumble, and began to feed on berries. 
Encouraged, I began another retreat, this time to the creek. 
Reaching the embankment, I turned and jumped, sliding to 
the bottom. Then I ran across the creek and up the other 
side of the mountain, and didn’t stop to look back until I ar- 
rived at the place I’d started from. There being no mon- 
strous bears snapping at my heels, I collapsed in a heap, 
and after a few minutes recovered some badly needed 
breath and a small part of my confidence. 

Reloading my rifle, I began figuring how I might get the 
bears to move along so I could go back and look at the one 
I'd shot. From my new vantage point I could see him plainly, 
lying very still and wedged between the alders. I glanced at 
my watch; 2:40 p.m. 

I fired a few shots over the heads of the five bears, hoping 
to chase them away, but they gave no sign of having even 
heard. Then, walking a safe distance down the creek, I 
climbed a bit above and upwind of them, thinking they 
might get my scent (which, after four days, must have been 
pretty strong) and move away. No go. The bears continued 
to feed and make unpleasant noises. Finally, after two hours 
of this, I knew I'd either have to head for camp or spend the 
night with the bears. 

I chose camp and, not being sure of where I was, followed 
the creek to its mouth. I found that it emptied into Thumb 
River, a short stream connecting Thumb and Karluk Lakes. 
I broke out on Karluk’s shore just before dark, and a very 
welcome sight met my eyes—a boat with an outboard motor, 
a man with a huge black beard, and a couple of dogs. 

The man turned out to be Kim Clark, a Fish and Wildlife 
Service agent who spends his summers studying and paint- 
ing bears in the Karluk area. By painting I don’t mean art; 
he actually puts paint on the bears. He rigs up bottles of 
paint, with trip wires attached, over their trails. When a 
bear walks under a bottle, it trips the wire, pulls the cork, 
and paints itself on the back. 


pre bears, Kim told me, take this good-naturedly, but 
others get angry and tear up the brush for yards around. 
At one set I saw, a bear got so excited he clawed his way up 
an almost vertical cliff, taking the trip wire with him. Differ- 
ent colored paints are used in different areas so the bears’ 
migration habits can be studied. Kim also dissects bear kills 
made in the Karluk area and keeps records on weights, feed- 
ing habits, and internal parasites. 

After I’d poured out my tale of woe to him, he invited me 
home for dinner. His wife, Shirley, accompanies him on 
these summer trips, and they live in a cabin on an island in 
the lake. After we'd finished a hearty meal, Shirley asked 
me how I'd enjoyed the bear meat. It was delicious, but I’m 
glad she hadn’t told me what it was before dinner since I'd 
always been under the impression Kodiak bears aren’t edible 
because of their feeding habits. Later, Kim ran me back to 
our camp in his boat, and said he’d pick us up next morning 
and go with us to where I'd last seen the bears. 

Camp was full of excitement after I told my story, and 
the boys could scarcely wait for morning. But somehow we 
got a late start, and it was 10 a.m. by the time we reached 
the slope across the creek from where I'd last seen the bears. 

Kim and I had worked ahead of the rest, and while we 
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.

were sitting on the slope waiting for Max, Jay, and Bill to 
come up, we spotted the five bears that I'd left the night be- 
fore. They were still in the same place and still eating ber- 
ries. Kim said they were yearling cubs—18 months old- 
but they still looked big to me. Soon Kim looked to our right 
and spotted another bear coming out of the brush on the 
other side of the creek and starting up the slope. He was 
huge. 


I ran back and signaled for the other fellows to hurry. By 
the time they arrived, the big bear was some distance up 
the opposite hill, taking it at a rolling walk. Bill and Max 
started after him on a dead run. Max was carrying my .375, 
having decided against using his .30/06 when he heard how 
heavy the alders were. 

Before they reached the creek, it was obvious the bear 
was widening the distance between them, so Max decided to 
try a long shot. Because of the brush between us, Kim, Jay, 
and I couldn’t see Max and Bill, so we concentrated on the 
bear. We were surprised to hear a shot so quickly, but sur- 
prise turned to amazement when we saw the bear slowly 
crumple in his tracks. We skidded downhill to the spot Max 
had fired from, and five, good, sober heads agreed that the 
range was over 400 yards. I asked Max how he’d held on 
the beast, and he replied, “A little (continued on page 167)

he tales that came out of the Cowlitz River—Toutle 

River country of southwestern Washington would singe 

the long wool underwear on a tall Swede lumberjack. 
Old-timers say that in the early days no logger in that 
country ever shaved—he just hammered his whiskers in 
and bit them off inside. 

Up near the headwaters of the Toutle at Spirit Lake is 
where a band of hairy ape men reportedly chased five pros- 
pectors out of the mountains. The prospectors claimed they 
shot one ape man and that the rest of the band stoned their 
cabin. A sheriff's posse searched the area but found nothing 
except blood and some peculiar tracks in the snow. That 
story made national headlines about 1920. 

At least one legend of the area is true—or as true as any 
fisherman’s tale is apt to be. It concerns the great run of 
harvest trout—-sea-fattened cutthroats—that’s been famous 
for more than 50 years. 

I got a glimpse of it in the late 1920’s, when I was study- 
ing journalism in college and working summers on a survey 
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2. He plays it like a master violinist as Riegger looks on 


1. Glittering like chrome, it’s eased to the top and netted 


crew. We were running levels along the Toutle River at the 
time, and came around a bend to find three odd-ball charac- 
ters taking their ease on a log that lay partly across the 
stream. 

They wore blue-denim pants, logger’s boots, heavy-duty 
suspenders, and work shirts. Well lubricated, all three were 
having a high old time, fishing in a deep hole with steel rods 
and drinking out of a stone jug between bites. 

Suddenly one of the three whooped and hoisted his rod as 
if it were a derrick. A silvery trout about 18 inches long 
came sailing out of the water and landed on the big log. 
All three men grabbed at the struggling fish and pinned it 
down. 

One of the characters then pulled a flour sack out of the 
water and dropped the trout in it. What made my eyes bug 
out was the fact that the sack was nearly half full of similar 
fish. 

I had no time then to try the fishing, but thinking about 
those big trout made me as fidgety as frog legs in a hot

skillet. It was more than 25 years before I had a 
chance to catch one. 


This came about through a letter from a stranger, 
Ellsworth (Pat) Price, a photographer who lives 
in Castle Rock. He’d read some of my fishing arti- 
cles and thought I'd like to spend a day or two on 
the Cowlitz with him. Every season, he said, since 
the days when bull teams were dragging logs out 
of the woods on skid roads greased with fish oil, 
he’d been hitting the run of harvest trout. 
It seemed possible I might end up sitting on a Arny Riegger, champion trapshooter, and 
log nibbling at a stone jug, but what’s wrong with 
that? On August 13, 1955, I rolled into Castle Rock Pat Price showed me how they troll—and 
at 6 a.m., after a 130-mile drive from my home in 
Seattle, and met Pat at a local restaurant. He take many more harvest trout than most 
proved to be a tall, friendly man with silvery hair 
and a deeply tanned face. We jumped into a fishing

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Tusks clacking, the pig 
closed half the distance 
between us before I could 
get set and draw my arrow 


in National Field Archery Association sanctioned shoots, I 
considered myself somewhat of an authority on the subject.

I suddenly looked up to discover my good wife, 
Betty, arms folded, staring at me intently. Betty is 
quite an archer in her own right, having walked away 
with the ladies’ championship for Nebraska field arch- 
ers in 1954. 

“All right,” she said, “when, where, and for how 
long will you be gone?” 

I'd been discovered. 


M* discerning wife laughed and asked, “Remember 

our little talk about javelina hunting in Arizona? 
You said the season opens in a few days, so why don’t 
you try it?” 

“Wild boar?” 

“Uh-huh, the desert air will do you good.” 

“You're a doll,” I said. 

I immediately put in a long-distance call to a good 
friend, Ralph Fisher—writer, deputy warden, and out- 
doorsman in Arizona—to obtain the services of a 
guide. And two days later I was in Phoenix, shaking 
the hand of that guide, Samuel Johnson. From what 
my friend Fisher had told me of my guide’s prowess, 
I pictured a broad, strapping fellow with possibly a 
wire-hard beard. But this gentleman was only about 
five feet eight, blue-eyed, ruddy-faced, and wearing 
the most infectious smile I’ve ever seen. He drove me 
to the cabin outside of Phoenix. 

A couple of hours later we were sipping coffee, 
swapping stories, and calling each other Sammy and 
Lee. And by then I'd decided that Fisher was right, 
Sammy knew his business. He was extremely modest 
about his exploits, but Fisher had told me of one of 
this guide’s experiences. 

It was the preceeding deer season, and Sammy had 
broken his ankle. The doctor had left strict orders 
confining him to his bed, but opening day found him, 
cast and all, hobbling along one of his favorite haunts, 
deep in the timber. When he returned that after- 

noon, he brought with him a deer head with trophy-size antlers. 

Sammy broke into my musing. “You didn’t bring your guns in 
the cabin with you. What do you use?” 

I realized then that Fisher hadn’t told him. I grinned and said, 
“T use a 70-pounder.” , 

Sammy’s jaw dropped to his chest. “My Gawd! What do you 
use to pack a 70-pounder around with, a golf cart?” 

I explained then that I had a bow, and that 70 pounds was the 
draw weight. Silence followed as this soaked in. After a few mo- 


ments he said, ‘Well, the season opens in two days. 
You and I had better go out and get used to some deés- 
ert leg work tomorrow.” 

Leg work? As I drifted off to sleep that night I 
wondered if Sammy thought my bow and arrow would 
lead to some swift retreats. I dreamed wild dreams. 

The following morning we struck out across the 
desert toward a near-by mountain range. That is, it 
looked close by.

When they’re startled, he went on, they'll either 
freeze on the spot or run in an explosive, stampeding 
way. At freezing they are quite effective, for they’re 
sagebrush in color and consequently quite hard to see. 
They'll allow you to walk right by them unless you 
get too close. If this happens, they may charge. 


ammy told me that javelinas stampeding aimlessly 

may seem to be charging you. But there’s actual- 

ly a big difference between the frantic escape runs 

and the deadly intent with which a charging boar has 
a person singled out. 

Sammy’s final estimate of javelinas was, “Never 
sell them short. If you get in a fix where you have a 
choice of trying to outrun one that’s after you, or 
climbing a saguaro cactus, don’t even stop to think. 
Just grab a handful of cactus needles and start 
climbing.” 

With this cheerful thought in mind, I went wearily 
to bed, knowing that 4 a.m. was going to roll around 
all too quickly. 

The next morning, after a tasty breakfast was 
tucked under our belts, I was raring to go. We drove 60

No other gamefish has inspired such 
fanaticism in anglers as Florida’s 


wary bone. Here are the reasons why

Helen of Troy and that of Albula vulpes, the gray ghost 
of the Florida flats. Helen is renowned as the gal who 
launched a thousand ships, caused a war, and changed the 
course of history. Albula, more widely known as bonefish, 
launched a thousand skiffs, started a mass migration of 
fishermen that caused a land boom on the Florida Keys, and 
also changed the course of history—angling history, that is. 
There are some on the Keys who even speak of dates as 
B.B. and A.B.—Before Bonefish, After Bonefish. B.B. there 
were a few fishing camps and only a dozen or so charter- 
boat guides. A.B., came the deluge. Dozens of people living 
on the Keys today came to catch a bonefish, and never left. 
Others left only long enough to sell their homes and busi- 
nesses and then returned to spend their lives on its trail. 
This relic of a prehistoric age, unchanged in the 18,000,000 
years through which scientists have tracked him, inspires in 
anglers a fanaticism unmatched by any other fish. Ask one 
if the bonefish is edible and he'll look you strxight in the eye 
and tell you it’s poisonous——though early Keys settlers doted 
on its flesh and lived to tell. At best, today’s anglers will ad- 
mit the meat is good but full of bones—a long, slow meal, as 
one reluctant diner described it. 
This is a fish so respected by the man who battles it into 
submission that he will apply artifical respiration to restore 
it and let it swim away. I know anglers who will get out of

their skiffs to beat off sharks waiting to attack weary bone- 
fish they’ve just released. 

Guides and fishermen alike scorn anyone who brings in the 
fruit.of a day’s bonefishing, unless the fish is a trophy for 
mounting, of record weight, or so badly injured it couldn’t 
survive. One Keys photographer who posted on his door a 
picture of an angler with a string of five bonefish took it 
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Dead-beat, he finally comes in. An eight-pounder, I figure 


down in a hurry. “Customers gave one look and either lost 
their tempers at me, or just got out of there fast,” he said. 

Unique in its feeding habits, the bonefish has even added 
new words to angling’s vocabulary. ‘Tailing” is used to 
describe the way bonefish feeds in shallow water, his tail 
sticking above the surface as he noses into the bottom for 
crustaceans; ‘“‘mudding”’ describes the puff of mud sent up as

he digs into the bottom. in deeper water. When a bonefish 
becomes ffightened it, “spooks,” and when it takes fright 
and zooms off across the flats it “flushes.” 

Anglers stalking the flats for bonefish find him by these 
telltale signs as well As by seeing him through the water as 
he swims—singly, in G@oubles, or in great schools. A wise 
bonefisherman will cast to a tailer, a mudder, or a swimmer, 
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Bill Knowles holds skiff steady as I try to get lure to fish before he spooks 


but never to a fish that has flushed, because a spooked bone- 
fish is long-gone and will stop for nothing until he reaches 
deep water. 

What’s this fish got that makes veteran anglers tear their 
hair in rage, and then come back for more? What made the 
late Irvin S. Cobb, years ago, write, ‘Next to a Vermont 
Democrat, a bonefish is the gamest fish I ever met’? 


. P. Lodewick, who fished with Cobb, says, “It was Irvin 
Cobb and Bob Davis who spoke (to me) of this wonder 
fish the first time, while we were fishing at Newboro Lake, 
Ontario. I thought Cobb was kidding me—as I'd never heard 
of a ‘bonefish.’ But when I hit Miami in '28, first thing I did 
was to get a bonefish (not the first, as he made a sucker out 
of me), but I landed one the same day—and ever since have 
forgotten every other breed.” 

It wasn’t long until Lodewick, one of the first to pick up 
stakes and follow bonefish to the Keys, was catering to bone- 
fishermen from his place on Sugar Loaf Key. 

“The bonefish is the gamest fish or animal on the land or 
in the sea,” he said, back in 1930. “I make no exception what- 
ever, and I am familiar with every game this hemisphere 
knows. It is the only fish I’ve ever seen that doesn’t quit 
fighting until it’s dead. Never have I known a man—regard- 
less of how much experience he has had as an angler—to 
hook a bonefish without believing it three or four times as 
large as he later finds it to be. It’s inconceivable that so 
small a fish can battle so desperately.” 

Way ahead of his time, Lodewick also hit the nail on the 
head when he said, ‘“‘The most important characteristic of 
the fish from the standpoint of the average angler is the fact 
that it is generally taken in water only a few inches deep.” 

That’s what makes bonefishing a thrilling combination of 
hunting and fishing. The fish is stalked, either on foot or in 
a skiff, and the cast is made directly to it. In days before 
sport fishing became popular on the Keys, sometimes the fish 
were hunted with guns. 

“When we wanted a bonefish to eat,” one old-timer told 
me, “‘we didn’t bother with hook and line. We loaded a 12 
gauge shotgun, went out on the flats, found a tailer, poled 
the boat up to him, and let him have it.” 

Another veteran, Herb Pinder, was so expert with the gun 
that he could hit a bonefish at 35 feet. That's about as close 
as anyone can get to a bone without being seen. 

Bonefishing started as a sport in a limited way. There 
was no highway to the Keys then, and transportation was 
via occasional train from Miami, or by boat. The Florida 
East Coast Hotel Commission operated what was probably 
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From opposite side, you can see fish tailing 


the first package deal for fishermen, taking well-to-do 
anglers to its Long Key camp for offshore fishing and for 
tarpon. Clients went by train to the lower end of Matecumbe 
Key, then finished out the tedious trip to Long Key by boat. 
Others hired houseboats in Miami, headed for the south end 
of Biscayne Bay, then were joined by charter boats which 
piloted them through the tricky channels and around the 
mangrove-topped islands to safe harbor. In time, the charter 
boats became known as guide boats, not because they had 
guides aboard, but because they led the houseboats through 
uncharted waters. 

While most of the anglers came for offshore fishing and 
for tarpon, a few hooked into bonefish by accident and re- 
cognized their gameness—even on heavy tackle. Not long 
afterward the first bonefishing club was set up at Islamorada 
on Upper Matecumbe. It was called the Cotton Club, and 
its membership included Harry Payne Whitney, Andrew 
D. Mellon, Francis Cole, and Herbert Hoover. It’s a fitting 
tribute to bonefish that Mr. Hoover still returns to the Keys 
every year for a foray with them. 

Early bonefishermen usually used plug-casting rods and 
preferred live shrimp for bait. Wading or being poled in 
skiffs in water from ankle to knee depth, they cast the bait 
in front of tailing or mudding fish. Some even sat on the 
beach in deck chairs, a baited hook thrown far out in front 
of them, and waited for the schools of fish, grazing across 
the flats like cattle, to come their way. Many a bonefish was 
hooked as the angler lolled under a palm tree with a cool 
drink in one hand and a rod in the other. 

Around this nucleus grew an ever-increasing school of 
men who'd discovered the bonefish’s gameness. George M. L. 
LaBranche, expert angler and writer on Atlantic salmon and 
trout, built a home at Islamorada and spent his winters 
there stalking the flats. He was one of the first to devise spe- 
cial methods of outwitting these wary fish. 


he bonefish has peculiar eyes, covered with a clear plas- 
ticiike lens that apparently gives him not double but 
quadruple vision. He seems able to see to both sides, 
straight ahead, and upward, all at once. The slightest indi- 
cation of something strange in the vicinity sends him flying. 
“One day,’ LaBranche said, ‘“I’d cast to a school of bone- 
fish. They kept coming slowly, headed my way. Then I saw 
them spot the line. It was light in color, different from 
everything around it. Every one of those fish turned and 
headed out of there as if they’d seen a porpoise.” 
That night he spent hours dyeing line, so many feet one 
color, so many feet another. “Soon I had a line with each 10

feet a different color for its entire length,” he said. 
“Camouflage—and it fooled the bonefish.” He also discovered 
that, as in trout and salmon fishing, the lighter the leader 
he used the more strikes he got. 

Later a group of Miami anglers, fishing the flats for barra- 
cuda, found that bonefish would take artificial lures. In 
1947, bonefishing was given its final light-tackle impetus 
when two tailing bones were caught on a streamer fly. Until 
then it had been assumed that a bonefish, being a bottom 
feeder, wouldn't take a fly except by accident—maybe for 
instance, in deeper water or a channel where he might mis- 
take a fly for a minnow. When the news got out about these 
two tailing fish going for a fly, the rush was on. 

In the next three years every fly-fisherman in the land 
knew that bonefish would hit a fly, and everyone who had the 
cash and the time made at least one trip to Florida to try 
his luck. 


ly rods were designed especially for bonefish, and every 

well-known fly-tyer in the country created a bonefish fly. 
Though real-gone bonefishermen seldom brought in their 
catches, mighty arguments arose over who caught the most 
and the biggest. Bonefishing, and the affection anglers 
have for the fish, probably did more to spur salt-water game- 
fish conservation than any other single factor. 

Meantime spinning, just taking hold in America, surged 
far ahead of every other light-tackle angling method. It was 
found that a lead-headed bucktail jig with upright hook, 
thrown to a bonefish in water better than knee-deep, is an 
almost sure strike getter. Even the gimlet eyes of the gray 
ghost can’t spot the monofilament line used by spinners. For 
bait casting, guides soon changed from the heavier, old-time 
bonefish rods and plug-casting reels to the lighter, sportier 
spinning tackle. 

Spinning became probably the easiest way to catch a 
bonefish, with bait fishing second, and fly fishing the hard 
way but the sportiest. 

As time went by and crowds of avid bonefishermen stalked 
the flats, the fish became scarier and harder to catch. Capt. 
J. T. Harrod, a Miami guide, says that back in 1926 bonefish 
were so numerous he began to tag caught fish, clipping a 
tiny nick in the dorsal fin before freeing them. He saw sev- 
eral specimens caught three times, but none a fourth. Even 
then, bonefish were getting wise. Today, especially in heavily 
fished waters, he’s an extremely wary bundle of nerves. 

The best time for seeing bonefish in the water is from 9 a.m. 
until 2 p.m. Then, with the sun at the angler’s back, fish 
can be spotted as far away as 80 feet. Some flats, particular- 


ly when the tide is low, allow good seeing 
for longer periods, according to the sun’s 
position. 

Except for the infrequent occasions 
when bait can be cast and let lie to wait 
for a passing school, casts are made only 
to fish which have been sighted. The ap- 
proved procedure calls for the guide to 
handle the boat expertly, stalking the 
fish in silence; the lure must be dropped 
lightly, then given a lifelike action. It’s 
split-second fishing, for once bonefish 
sense danger they’re off. They never hit 
once they’ve spotted the angler. Usually 
the sight of a boat or a wader will send 
them pell-mell for deep water. Other 
times they’ll circle slowly, looking up 
with their big eyes, ready to zoom away. 


esides quadruple vision, the bone 
must have double-sharp hearing 
which enables him to pick up distant 
sounds and near-by shuffles at the same 
time. I’ve known a match dropped on 
the bottom of a skiff to spook one. 
Even an unsuspicious bonefish, hun- 
dreds of yards away, will flush at the 
sound of a tackle box scraping on the 
boat, or the grating of a poling staff on 
bottom. The fish will even spook at the 
shadow of a passing flock of birds. 

When a bonefish in water six inches to 
a foot deep gets really scared, he makes a loud plopping 
noise as he tears the water apart with powerful swipes of his 
tail. As he gains momentum, the plops sound like the chat- 
ter of machine-gun fire. Buck fever sweeps over the most 
cold-blooded caster when he hears this, even though he can 
throw a lure with accuracy under the stress of tournament 
work. The fish throws sand and water as he scrapes bottom 
in his panic, and he sets up a stream of bursting bubbles 
that pop and sizzle behind him. His flight is so fast that the 
water wells up around him and he seems to move in a glassy 
vacuum. His body is often almost completely above the sur- 
face, yet filmed with water. 

Generally, bonefish feed when the tide is rising, seeming to 
sense that so long as water is pouring in they have room to 
flee if that should be necessary. They’re not nearly so scary 
then as when the water’s running out. With rising water, 
the fish move in—a single will mosey by, then a twosome or 
threesome. Single fish are often big ones, old rogues that 
are difficult to approach and, if finally hooked, hard as 
greased lightning to handle. 

Sometimes schools of from seven to 25 will show, setting 
up a great riffle as they surge across the flats. Schools of 
tailers can be sighted a quarter of a mile away. When that 
happens, the guide will pole his boat carefully toward them, 
and other schools suddenly will appear. Then a bone will 
stick up his tail 15 feet in front of the boat, throwing guide 
and angler into a quiet frenzy. 


f the cast is made without frightening the fish, and the 

fish follows and takes, then the angler must keep in mind 
the bonefish’s peculiar mouth structure. The fish has a 
snout overhanging a small, low-placed mouth, and no jaw 
teeth. When he takes a bite of whatever appeals to him, he 
chops down on it, then throws it back into his mouth. On 
the roof of his mouth near the throat are three hard bars, 
and on the tongue is a coating of what appear to be tiny 
pebbles. Between these two hard surfaces he crushes his 
prey. This explains why the angler must allow the fish time 
to toss the bait back, and turn, before he sets the hook. 
Otherwise he’ll pull the bait straight out of the fish’s mouth. 

The second a bonefish feels the barb, he’s off. Sometimes 
he heads straight for deep water, other times he does a couple 
of figure eights or speeds for shore as if he were going to 
beach himself. But always, at the last second, he veers off 
and heads like a jet on a fixed compass for a spot on the 
ocean floor a mile away. 

In fly fishing, when the bonefish starts his run, the loose, 
stripped line not taken up by the (continued on page 103)

My tests were man-killers, but I think they prove my 


point—that a bunter can walk down a deer in one day 


numb cheeks and mingled with the freezing sweat un- 

der my upturned collar. Maybe my theory—that a man 
in good condition could walk down a deer in a day—wasn’t 
right. For there, about 900 yards above me, was the herd of 
11 mule deer I'd been trailing all day, and I was at the end 
of my strength and hope. 

They were loosely bunched, standing looking back at me. 
While I watched, two bucks lay down on narrow ledges. Two 
other bucks turned carefully off their narrow ledge and 
plunged down into the drifts. Slowly, they sank from sight 
until only the black outlines of their heads and antlers 
showed. Another deer lay down. Two moved slowly, heads 
down, to broader areas of foothold, nuzzled the snow, then 
flopped. 

Higher than the rest, a massive buck stood in the face of 
the stinging snow crystals. He made no move to lie down, 
nor did he take his eyes off me. 

“Maybe I am right,” I murmured now. 

I looked down at my jacket as the zero cold stabbed 
through a gap. My frozen breath had made a round white 
patch across the cloth front. I wondered if my legs would 
take me back down to the valley. I was in the Cariboo 
Mountains of British Columbia, and they’re rugged—-maybe 
too much so for a man afoot te try to compete with a deer. 

The big buck still stood there, sharply defined against the 
snow patch, rigid. Maybe he was tired too. I sat down, my 
burning knee joints giving way, dumping me into the soft 
snowdrift that had made me quit. 

“Should have done some road work last month,” I 
muttered. 


, mim crystals of zero-weather snow bounced off my 


o started to push through my leather boots to my damp 
socks. Rivulets of sandy white crystals spilled off the 
creases in my hunting jacket. The dark outlines of my out- 
stretched legs slowly whitened. An hour of this would freeze 
a man, freeze him and lose him to view until the spring. 
Better get up, and go down, I thought. You can’t walk a 
deer down in a day. Admit it. Go back and tell Jack Klien 
and Tom McLeod you were boasting. 

The brief rest helped. Sticking my gun butt into the snow 
until it hit hard rock beneath, I got up by pressing down on 
the barrel. The metal stuck to my finger through a hole in 
one of my gloves. I glanced up at the steep rock face. The 
big buck moved his head. 

“Go on up,” I urged myself. ‘You said you could.” 

Slowly I put one foot forward and started up. My hobnail 
soles pushed through the snow and gripped ice, then granite, 
then ice again. Suddenly they slipped and sheared noisy 
grooves down a smooth face of ice, plunging me into a 
pocket drift. 

Getting up, I saw the big buck start slowly up the tortu- 
ous slide to the rimrock’s top. He stumbled and fell once, 
got up again, then moved slowly ahead. 

He was almost as tired as I was. Seeing this, I tried to 
climb some more. A doe got up, then flopped down. One of 


the reclining bucks looked at me and shook its head. Then 
he sagged into the snow again. If I could climb just a little 
Geeer. o's. 

This chase started in the blue-white light of dawn in the 
valley 5,000 feet below. We had found fresh-churned earth 
and snow where the deer crossed the side road. The animals 
had milled about on the flat, browsing on fir saplings, then 
left at a slant across the face of the hill. This was a cross- 
over route from one mountain range to another in a valley 
still unoccupied by man. It was the type of country in 
which I’d hoped to prove my point. 


ou’re crazy, Mike,” Jack told me. ‘You can’t walk that 
bunch down. You remember from last November how 
rugged that mountain is. Better come with Tom and me.” 

“And have you guys laugh at me for the next 300 miles?” 
I asked. 

Tom settled back in the car seat. “O.K. have it your way. 
You might be stubborn enough to make it, but we'll get 
our bucks the sensible way. Come on, Jack.” 

I yanked my knapsack off the back seat, slung my rifle 
over my shoulder, and tried to get away nonchalantly. 
Actually, I wanted to go with them. We had always picked 
up a buck apiece in a close-by area we all knew well. It 
was a ridge about two miles long, at no place more than 
200 yards above the valley floor. You just sneaked through 
the second-growth fir of an old burn, looking occasionally 
out on the valley.

It was a grueling day, first tracking the herd in light 
snow through dense fir, pine, and hemlock, then climbing 
amid isolated pines on the bluffs. At 4,000 feet I was in 
slides of tumbled granite, hedges of pine and juniper, deep 
pockets of November snow. At last I was 1,000 feet above 
the last of the pine and most of the juniper—amid bare 
rock faces and ramparts. 


t seemed I’d climbed for a year instead of a day. The deer 
had zigzagged across slopes, up little valleys, keeping 

to the timber, alert, always on the jump. Three times I’d 
seen two to four animals, mostly the does. And now, with 
the stumbling weariness already described, I was hoisting 
myself up to where the whole herd of deer waited, watching 
me. 

I'd nibbled the gap between us down to 450 yards. My 
breath came in large gasps, and my heart action drummed 
in my ears. Two of the does and a small buck got up and 
stood looking down at me. None of them wanted to move. 

Half an hour more would close the gap between the herd 
and myself to 100 or even 50 yards. Several times I fell 
and just lay there, grateful for the short interval of rest.

Wiley and his brother, John Henry Hadaway, own one of 
the top dairy farms in Jones County, middle Georgia.

with the U.S. Forest Service, was peeping into their car 
trunk, packed solidly with 16 beagles. 

“We'll warm up the dogs by knocking off a few cottontails 
on that hillside,’ Wiley explained, “then we'll go up the 
swamp to where some gosh-awful cane cutters hang out.” 

He pointed out the lay of the land. His pasture extended 
for about a mile along the creek. On either edge it backed 
up against brushy, briery hillsides, which at points projected 
into the pasture. The summer before, Wiley had bulldozed 
several of these so as to widen his meadow, and here and 
there the blades had pushed up heaps of logs, trees, and 
brush—excellent cover for rabbits. Winter grasses, and the 
patches of clover which had begun to peep through the 
brown blanket of Bermuda grass, gave the cottontails a de 
luxe woodland suite. 

We turned the beagle pack into one of those brier patches 
at the foot of a long, sloping hill. During my many years 
of hunting I’ve rubbed elbows with some exciting moments, 
but for explosive action and pandemonium, I’ve encountered 
few to equal the 60 or more minutes in that first patch. 

Even before the pack went in, one of the puppies jumped 
a cottontail on the edge of the thicket. I saw the dab of 
cotton when the bunny made the first leap for its life. The 
budding beagle yapped excitedly and bored in with the re- 
mainder of the pack clamoring eagerly close behind. 

Ed Williams and Joe Eidson sprinted to the right. On 
their heels was Charlie Brake, ‘Coach of the Year’ for the 
state’s small high-school football teams, running as if the 
goal posts were 100 yards away. Most of the other hunters 
strung out to the left and around the far end of the patch. 
Charlie Hadaway and Harold Wagner, his youthful under- 
study, broke through the middle of the patch and waded to 
the crest of an old sawdust pile.

THE STICK

Take a tip from Europe and 


carry one next time you hunt. 


It helps all along the line 


have overlooked something old which, properly 

used, makes big-game and varmint hunting 
easier and more effective. It’s a version of the Euro- 
pean alpenstock, and it grows free. Only five min- 
utes of searching on a hickory knoll or along a willow 
bank will locate a good straight, springy sapling of 
the right diameter and length for a staff, improvised 
rifle rest, and camera “‘tripod”’ all rolled into one. 

It should be cut to a length about four inches 
shorter than the height of the user, with the stubs 
of its former branches whittled smoothly away 
Depending on the size of the user’s hand, the heavy 
end of the stick should be from % to 1% inches in 
diameter. 

Alpenstocks of hazel, hickory, or ash are univer- 
sally used by European hunters, and Americans 
could profit by adopting some of their techniques. 

Fifteen years of military service, half of them in 
the Army Corps of Engineers and half in the Air 
Force, have given me chances to hunt in many places 
at home and abroad, including the Bavarian Alps, in 
Germany, where I’m the air instructor in an Army 
school. 

My first hunt in Bavaria was for chamois. By the 
time that hunt was half over, I'd fallen at least a 
dozen times on the slippery shale and moss-covered 
rocks above timberline. That night in a forest cabin, 
before cleaning caked mud from my clothes and 
rifle, I inspected the bruises on my thigh, hip, and 
shin. The jaeger (guide) clucked disapprovingly 
and said I should use a stick. But for some reason I 
wanted to show that an American didn’t need one. 

Next day as I strained toward the snowline with 
knotted muscles and gritted teeth, I stubbornly 
turned down the jaeger’s offer to cut me a staff. 

As I followed him, during the time I wasn’t blinded 
by sweat I saw how easily he went up the steep 
slopes. His feet would slip as mine did, but he simply 
leaned into the stick to regain his balance, while I 
tottered precariously ... or fell again. 

When I tried to use my binoculars for sustained 
periods, my arms tired and the glasses wobbled more 
than ever. Beside me the jaeger, with his stick pro- 
viding rock-steady support, was placidly glassing the 
area. 

Next time I hunted with him I turned up with a 
stick. His eyebrows raised, but he merely remarked 
that I wouldn’t have a cleaning bill this trip. I’ve 
carried a stick afield ever since and wouldn’t be 
without it. 

Once I was hunting with another jaeger for a reh- 
bock (male of the roe deer). (continued on page 151)

our sheep were tiny toys against green grass and black 
slide rock, the whole view softened by the purple haze of 
late afternoon. I suppose they were at least two miles away, 
but we could see that all were rams. Those I could see were 
not large. It takes from 10 to 13 years to grow a real 
trophy head on a wild ram, and these looked to be a bunch 
of youngsters, from two to seven years old. I could see the 
horns on the saddleback quite well. They were thin and 
sharp and didn’t come to the bridge of his nose. I guessed 
him to be a five or six-year-old with a curl of from 30 to 32 
inches. 

“Maybe some big ones around. 
tomorrow,” said Sam. 

“What do you think of your first white sheep?” I asked 
Bill as we led our weary saddle horses down into the above- 
timberline basin where we were to camp. 

“Beautiful!’ he said. “It’s worth the trip from New York 
just to see them. And once you've seen ’em, you’d never 
confuse them with anything else white. They’re almost lu- 
minous. I can hardly believe we may get a shot at one 
tomorrow.” 

He was voicing the feelings of all of us. The sight of 
those sheep had lifted our morale tremendously. We had 
been traveling by horseback eight hours a day for six 
straight days, making a new camp every night, each day 
packing and unpacking 26 horses, “some of them with just 
weary old human bones,’ Bill said. 

We spent a chilly night in a clump of willows by a little

stream that trickled through the stones from pothole to 
pothole. We had apparently run a family of moose out be- 
cause everywhere we found droppings and signs of browsing. 
It was bitterly cold that night. We were at 6,000 feet and 
in the subarctic. Before we turned in, frost glistened on the 
willows and the misty, glowing streamers of the northern 
lights were playing across the sky. 

The next morning we broke ice in the little stream to wash 
our faces. Then we gulped searing coffee, devoured fried- 
egg sandwiches, and were riding away before the frost was 
off the grass there in that lofty basin. We dropped into the 
big valley that we’d looked across to see the rams the night 
before, then pushed our outfit up the side of the mountain 
and under the slide rock where we had seen a couple of the 
rams. 

We didn’t want to blunder into the sheep, so we’d stop 
short of the top of each rise and glass ahead before we 


moved on. The sun was well up by now. It was warm in 
the hollows but on the ridges the wind was chill. 

Sam had told us it was sheep country, and it was. Ram 
tracks and droppings were everywhere, and the beds the 
herd had pawed out in the shale were so fresh I could smell 
the characteristic sweetish-greasy odor of wild rams. 

No sooner had we topped the main ridge than we saw 
sheep. Half a mile to our left a ram was feeding on the top 
of a little rise. Below him a couple were bedded, chewing 
their cuds and gazing off into the distance. Far to the right, 
and at least five miles away, we could see 70 or 80 little 
white dots against the green of a lofty pasture. This we 
knew was a ewe-and-lamb herd. Then Fred spied a lone 
white dot in a big basin a couple of miles away. 

“That’s a sheep,” he said, “but what kind?” 


ld ram,” I told him. “Some crusty old boy with a lot of 
bad teeth, arthritis, and gallstones. He’s probably so 
mean the other rams have booted him out.” 

“Let’s turn Bill loose on that one,” Fred suggested. 

“Good idea,” I agreed. 

Wild sheep are like human beings in that animals of the 
same approximate age generally travel together. The sheep 
hunter will usually find young rams in one bunch, old-timers 
with big heads in another. Often in his last days a very old 
ram will range alone. 

We found a very sharp outcrop that was ideal for looking 
over the herd of rams we’d seen yesterday without exposing 
ourselves. From what I had seen the night before I didn’t 
expect to find any trophy rams among them. They were now 
less than 300 yards away and for an hour we feasted our 
eyes on the beautiful creatures. Superficially all the sheep 
looked pure white, but when they turned their broad, fat 
fannies toward me I could see that they all had black tails. 
With the 12X binoculars, which I borrowed briefly from Sam, 
I could see that a couple of the rams had considerable shad- 
ing of black hairs around the eyes and on the bridge of the 
nose. The gray-saddled ram we'd seen the night before was 
about like the average light-colored Stone ram I'd seen in 
1951 when I hunted in the northwest corner of British 
Columbia. 

Red had his .300 Magnum rested in a notch in the knife- 
sharp ridge and was gazing hungrily (continued on page 144)

eyes can’t detect them at close range. 
Once they were shooting near a back 
road. A power-line crew arrived, saw 
the crows they’d killed scattered along 
the roadway, and one said: “Those 
crows must’ve been electrocuted on the 
wire.” Ray and Lou, hidden only 25 
yards away, laughed up a storm. 

After lunch we drove to a hill near 
which thousands of crows had roosted 
the night before. Charley and Bud 
Weaver helped us set up a blind and 
place decoys, then they left to shoot at 
a spot half a mile away. 

Our blind was at the edge of a wood. 
The decoys were scattered around, 
propped up on eight-inch lengths of 
clothes-hanger wire. You do that by 
pushing a wire through a dead crow’s 
breast and out into the bill, then stick- 
ing the lower end in the ground. 

Ray and Lou dislike silhouette de- 
coys. “All a crow sees when he’s over 
a silhouette is a thin black line,” Ray 
says. “If you have to use phoneys, use 
full-bodies.” But it’s so simple to kill 
enough live crows that the Foehrkolbs 
never use artificials. 


ge time after setting out a batch 
of dead crows, the pair settled in 
a blind. Suddenly a car appeared on the 
near-by road and two men jumped out, 


one with a varmint rifle. The guy 
squeezed off a shot and blew up a de- 
coy—the men thought they’d found a 
flock of pesky crows. Another time a 
farmer sneaked up and blasted a decoy 
with a shotgun. “‘Didn’t you know those 
crows were dead when they didn’t fly ?”’ 
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Ray asked softly from the blind. The 
surprised farmer turned pink. 

Decoys can be used often if you'll 
store them in a burlap bag and hide 
them in brush. They can be kept that 
way for a month in cold weather. Foxes 
and skunks eat only a few. 

No live or phony owl, hawk, or cat 
is needed to hunt crows, say the Foehr- 
kolbs. “When a man goes to using an 
owl,’” Lou says, “he doesn’t know how 
to call.” 

“If you’re hidden right,” Ray adds, 
“and call right, the crows are going to 


dive into your face anyway. Why fool 
with an owl?” 

Wearing camouflage suits and face 
masks with callers around their necks, 
and with two army ammunition cans 
full of shotgun shells, Ray and Lou 
settled deep in the blind. I took a posi- 
tion in some honeysuckle near-by, leav- 
ing an opening just large enough for 
my movie camera. 

The Foehrkolbs always kneel or sit 
in a blind, not even rising to shoot. 
Nearly every crow is taken at about the 
same overhead spot, and when there are 
lots of them the dead ones pile up. It’s 
necessary to dash out and scatter them, 
otherwise more crows won't come in. 


he before Ray or Lou touched a 
caller a ruffian flew over. He saw 
the decoys, twisted around, then came 
down like he was pulled with a rope. I 
expected to see him fold in a puff of 
feathers but he was allowed to buzz the 
decoys, growling and squawking, and 
once he passed 10 feet over the blind. 
The racket he made was awful, but it 
brought other crows. A dozen zipped 
in, and Lou called to put them in a 
panic. Ray started shooting and crows 
fell like flies. That bunch was shot out 
finally, but not before I got some good 
movie footage. 

Ray collected a couple of the dead 
crows, tied their feet together, and 
tossed them into a tree where they 
swayed in the wind. 

As the afternoon waned a big flight 
of crows wound across the valley, and 
the shooting became unbelievable. A 
flock would tear loose from the main 
flight, swarm over the decoys, get shot 
up, then another would come in. I'd 
seen plenty of fast shooting before, but 
nothing like this. By dark the ground 
was black with dead crows. A lot of 
them fell in brush and couldn’t be 
counted, but we picked up 123. Not to 
leave the farmer’s field polluted with 
crows, Ray and Lou piled them into a 
hedgerow. 

Charley and Bud, we learned, did al- 
most as well. They collected 111, bring- 
ing the total kill that day to 234—not

counting the 83 decoys. I shot only 
film that afternoon, but photographed 
the best crow shoot I'd ever seen. 

Since that first experience I’ve been 
on plenty more shoots with the Foehr- 
kolbs, and I’ve spent many pleasant 
hours making good crows out of bad 
ones. During the best of the season 
the boys are after crows about three 
times a week, and I join them frequent- 
ly. There was only one trip I remember 
when we shot under 30, a day of hur- 
ricane wind and sleeting rain, and the 
crows wouldn't fly. 

I’ve had some pretty thrilling experi- 
ences watching Ray and Lou burn some 
of the 6,000 shells they use each winter. 
I’ve disintegrated hundreds of crows at 
ranges under 25 yards. I’ve seen them 
fold their wings and dive at the blind in 
response to calling. I’ve been on hand 
when the air was so thick with crows 
you couldn’t hear yourself think or see 
daylight. Sometimes so many come 
over and make so much noise they can’t 
hear Ray or Lou calling. But these ex- 
perts even have a trick for that. They 
shoot, the crows stop yammering, then 
the hunters resume calling to bring the 
birds back down.

sary, in fact. “Miss a crow a few 
times,’”’ says Ray, “and he leaves in a 
hurry. You should try to kill with every 
shot, because each crow going down 
looks to the cthers like he’s attacking. 
They'll follow him into your gun 
barrel.” 

The Foehrkolbs prefer .410 pumps. 
They use low-base shells, No. 9 shot, 
and claim they have a better record 
per trigger squeeze than when using 12 
gauge guns. They like .410’s because 
they handle fast, and as Lou says, “‘the 
popping of a .410 doesn’t worry crows 
like a 12. Besides, we can tote more .410 
shells.” 

Crows show individual characteristics 
when coming to a fracas. The bird that 
flies in only a few feet off the ground, 
grunting, is called a “yakker’ by the 


Foehrkolbs. The wise one that stays 
high is “Old Uncle Jim”; one that folds 
his wings and plummets down is a 
“diver,’’ and the toughy that comes in 
spitting raucous crow epithets is a 
“growler.” 

Sometimes a crow that’s been hit will 
set its wings and sail off, head down, 
dead in the air, to drop 50 yards away. 
He’s called a “sailer.” One struck in 
the head locks it wings and comes down 
pinwheel fashion, and is known as a 
“sleeper.” 

Keep blinds small and when crows 
appear use the distress call. As they 
near, switch to a gargling call, then to 
a constant, groaning distress call—but 
muffle it. Muffling keeps the sound near 
the ground and that’s what -trings the 
birds lower. 

When crows stay at a distance it may 
mean your calling is “hanging’’ out 
there. Sometimes the lay of the land 
will do that. Once, for example, Ray 
and Lou saw the crows were heading 
for the echo of their calling, and had to 
change the location of their blind. 

Too much gun swinging in the blind 
is bad because crows spot movement 
quickly. You should snapshoot, rather 
than track a crow. Kill them within 30 
yards. If you take them farther out, 
incomers won't s‘ving close enough. 


When a crow caller is used properly a 
lot can happen. I’ve seen foxes come to 
it; and hawks, owls, cats, even dogs. 
They think a crow has been injured and 
will make easy picking. Once a hawk 
dived on a cripple flopping among our 
decoys and killed it. “Hawks dive right 
at us,” Ray says, “veering at the last 
moment.”

In charge of opera- 
tions on the spot was a Russian geologist named Ivan Tur- 
kovich, who was small of frame and less than five feet tall 
What he lacked in stature he made up for in energy and 
excitability. 


ne morning in the big port of Madras, 350 miles away 
from the mines, my boss and I looked up from ow 
desks, and there stood Ivan the Terrible. 

“I cannot make a big industria of mica for you,” Ivan 
blurted. ‘There is an elephant there, and he keel, keel, 
keel. He come from the bambooks (bamboos) woosch like 
a train, and then———’”’ Ivan turned his thumb down to signi- 
fy a quick and nasty death. Wiping his face with a brilliant 
handkerchief large as a bath towel, Ivan added, ‘““You must 
ask the government———” 

My boss nodded and promised Turkovich we'd do some- 
thing. I had a shrewd suspicion what he planned to do when 
he looked at me and raised his eyebrows. I grew up in India 
and had been shooting from the age of 14. I had dealt with 
many outlaw animals, including elephants. Having shot my 
share, I'd learned to respect and fear rogue elephants, but it 
appeared to be my job to try for this one. I told Ivan I'd 
leave by car the following morning and he agreed to accom- 
pany me back to the depot. I didn’t ask him to assist in the 
shooting of the rogue, and he made no such offer. 

We started at 6 next morning on the long drive to Gudalur, 
where Turkovich had an Indian friend who owned a comfort- 
able bungalow; here we spent the night. Before going to bed 
I went out onto the veranda and looked across at the 
Wynaad Plateau where I was headed. 

The Wynaad has a varied history. Mostly it has been a 
feared and unexplored swampland, inhabitated by elephants, 
tigers, bison, snakes, leeches, malaria, and wild tribes. Only 
within the last century has it come to light, with a gold rush 
and some industry—tea, coffee, and rubber. Even now much 
of it is very wild, and there’s still the feeling that the whole 
expanse was somehow dropped behind God’s back. 


As I looked across it, over miles of rolling lowlands to the 
L Vellaramallais range in the distance, I felt a queer 
sensation of wanting to run into it and get to know it, yet 
it sent a chill down my spine. The setting sun turned it rose- 
pink, then blood-red, and finally it disappeared in deep 


purple. I went inside and carefully cleaned, oiled, and 
checked my rifle. 

This part of the country gets monsoon rains that start in 
June and carry on to September. There are days when the 
sun shines brightly from a cloudless sky, but generally the 
rains fall in a never-ending torrent punctuated by lightning 
and thunder. It was now the end of July—right in the middle 
of the monsoon. 

It was raining hard when we left Gudalur next morning 
and crept along the 25 miles to our mining depot in the heart 
of the Wynaad. I kept a weather eye open for the rogue,

| f you were to step into the living room of my dad’s home,

On this particular day, dad was in the back field planting 
corn. He had a newly broken pair of colts hitched to a 
brand-new corn planter—a nerve-racking combination.

I happened on the scene 
just a little too late for the fun, but dad was still pretty 
excited. 

I thought he was kidding when he told me he’d just seen 
a bear, but I soon realized it was no joke.

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fter 10 years of fabulous growth, outboard 
boating has become far and away the 
nation’s most popular participating 
sport. It is figured that no fewer than 25,000,- 
000 persons are now enjoying the pleasures 
offered by our vast waterway systems, inland 
and coastal, and there seems to be no evidence 
of any leveling off fn interest. 

On the contrary, the demand for outboard 
pleasure craft is still so strong that the indus- 
try—its sights set as far ahead as 1960—is 
confidently going forward with record-setting 
plant expansion and new building designed to 
lift production totals to heights undreamed of 
a few years ago. 

Fishermen and hunters continue to be the in- 
dustry’s biggest customers, their purchases 
last year accounting for over 80 percent of out- 
board motor sales and 72 percent of outboard 
boat sales. Buyers most interested in family 
cruising come next, their 1956 purchases of 
motors and boats running to 15 and 21 percent, 
respectively. 

Buyers are still showing a decided preference 
for bigger boats and more powerful motors, 
this year’s models far outstripping in both re- 
spects any produced since the end of World 
War IJ. Last year more than 70 percent of out- 
board boats sold were 14 to 17-footers. The 
biggest sales gains made in motors were piled 
up by models of 20 horsepower or more, includ- 
ing the de luxe, high-priced units. 

Boat buyers’ demands for additional com- 
forts and conveniences while afloat are sharply 


reflected in the large number of fully equipped 
boats being offered. Some makers are even 
presenting two versions of top-size models— 
one finely finished, luxuriously appointed, and 
completely equipped, the other plain and large- 
ly stripped for service as a fishing boat or a 
general utility. 

Remarking on this tendency, one boatbuild- 
er recently said to me, “It’s amazing how 
many people who buy our models want them 
delivered complete with remote steering de- 
vices, lights, windshield, and convertible top.” 
Another said, ““We’re even making boat radios 
available at the factory. People want the best, 
regardless of price.” 

Speaking of price, it’s interesting to note 
that the Outboard Boating Club of America re- 
ports the average cost of outboards sold last 
year in this country was $468, compared with 
$391 in 1955. 

Canvas-covered and hard-top convertibles 
with such built-in conveniences as a marine 
toilet, compact galley, storage lockers, and 
seats that can be made into bunks, have become 
tremendously popular. One reason for that, of 
course, is their suitability to a variety of uses 
—offshore fishing, cruising, and water skiing. 
Losing out somewhat are the big cabin-cruiser 
types. Those now being offered are, as one 
maker put it, “the best of their kind it’s possi- 
ble to build.” 

Everything points to another great boating 
year ahead. For what the industry has done in 
anticipation of it, see the following pages.

It’s interesting to note a general 
switch to 12-volt electrical systems. 
This ties in with the great variety of 
electrical boat equipment now being 
offered, providing greater efficiency 
and permitting standardization in man- 
ufacture. 

On some models, a new system of re- 
duced compression has been used to 
permit easier starting, and nearly all 
the new models are equipped with a 
slip clutch or some similar device to 
eliminate shear-pin troubles. Another 
widely adopted improvement is salt- 
water proofing, which has been devel- 
oped to the point where it’s no longer 
necessary to flush out a motor with 
fresh water after operating it in sea 
water. 


hough much occupied with their big 

motors, manufacturers have by no 
means neglected other models. Many of 
the improvements developed for large 
models have been modified for use on 
the smaller ones. Most new offerings 
in the 12 to 20-h.p. range have features 
which until recently were available only 
on the bigger de luxe units—electric 
starting, for example—and full gear- 
shift is on all but the lightest units. 

Here’s a brief run-down, by manu- 
facturers, of the 1957 lines. 

Evinrude has introduced two new, 
powerful motors and added several ma- 
jor and minor features and refinements 
on its retained models. Heading its niné- 
motor line is a new 35-h.p. Big Twin, 
in three versions, which replaces last 
year’s 30-h.p. unit. One of the three is 
a manual-starting model, equipped with 
a new system of reduced compression 
said to make it as easy to start as a 
motor half its size. 

‘The electric-starting mates, the Big 
Twin Electric and the de luxe Lark, 
have been given 12-volt ignition sys- 
tems. A generator, offered as optional 
equipment, is designed for easy instal- 
lation under the hood. The unit has an 
output of 10 amperes continuously. 
With it is an automatic voltage regu- 
lator to prevent overcharging the bat- 
tery. All three models in this series 
feature new air silencers. 

A new 18-h.p. model, the Fastwin, in 
manual and electric-starting versions, 
appears in place of the 15-h.p. unit for- 
merly offered. Like the Big Twin, this 
engine shows a better than 10 percent 
increase in piston displacement over 
last year’s comparable engines. 


A slip clutch, previously standard on 
the 5% and 7%-h.p. Evinrudes, has 
been added to the rest of the models, 
including the 3 and the 10 h.p. It con- 
sists of a rubber hub constructed to let 
the propeller slip momentarily when an 
obstruction is hit. It eliminates the need 
for shear-pin changing. 

Among Evinrude’s other improve- 
ments of interest to fishermen is a weed 
cutter on the propeller that not only will 
shear stringy weeds but cut fish lines 
before they have a chance to wrap 
themselves around or jam between the 
gear case and the propeller. 

Johnson’s two new engines, rated at 
35 and 18 h.p., replace last year’s 30 
and 15. Both are offered in manual and 
electric-starting versions, with the elec- 
tric 35 additionally available in the de 
luxe Golden Javelin model. This, and 
also the standard electric 35, are pre- 
engineered for the company’s Power 
Master generator, which is available as 
optional equipment. 

Pull-cord starting on the new Sea 
Horse 35 is made easier by an auto- 
matic compression-relief system. Fuel 
consumption has been reduced up to 20 
percent by a new fuel-saving system 
with an aytomatic spark control. 

Rounding out this year’s line of nine 
Johnsons in six power ranges are en- 
gines of 10, 744, 5%, and 3 h.p. All, in- 
cluding the larger models, have auto- 
matic slip clutches and weed-cutting 
devices. Models above 3 h.p. have full 
silencing equipment, and are engineered 
for snap-on attachment of remote con- 
trols. 


throttle-and-gearshift control unit, 

e built to work from the driver’s 
seat, heads Johnson's list of optional 
accessory equipment. Among other 
items offered are an easily installed 
fuel-pump system for the 35 and 18-h.p. 
models, a heavy-duty water pump for 
operation in silt and sand-laden waters, 
and various remote-control kits. 

Though the reddish Holiday Bronze 
has been retained as the dominant color 
of all Johnson motors except the Jave- 
lin, the line will carry considerably 
more white trim than previously. The 
Javelin is finished in gold and white. 

Scott-Atwater has increased the 
horsepower of its largest motor from 
33 to 40 and is offering it in three 
models—manual, electric-starting, and 
the Royal Scott.

Its 12- 
volt electric system includes a gener- 


ator, and there’s a speed-control dial on 
its powerhead. 


ll Scott-Atwater 40's have been fitted 
with automotive-type fuel sys- 
tems claimed to provide gasoline sav- 
ings up to 34 percent. Other changes 
over last year’s 33’s are: higher com- 
pression ratio, bigger exhaust and 
intake ports, new reed boxes, silver- 
plated bearing cages on the connecting 
rods, redesigned fuel pump, lighter but 
stronger boat bracket, and (for the 
standard electric-starting model) a 12- 
volt electric system and generator. 

The company’s two 16-h.p. units and 
the 10, 7%, 5, and 3.6-h.p. models are 
again being offered, all with added re- 
finements. The electric-starting 16 now 
has a 12-volt electric system. 

Interchangeable Fiberglas hoods for 
the four top horsepower models, except 
the Royal Scott, will be available in red, 
white, gray, mahogany, and blue-green. 
Below the hood, these units will be 
white. 

Kiekhaefer’s Mercury line consists of 
12 models ranging from 6 to 60 h.p. The 
topliner is the Mark 75, a six cylinder- 
in-line die-cast engine with a piston dis- 
placement of 59.4 cu. in. It has such in- 
novations as three factory-syncronized 
carburetors, designed to provide eco- 
nomical operation, and a gearshift sys- 
tem best described as being patterned 
somewhat after the direct reversible 
feature of heavy-duty Diesel marine 
installations. The model comes in a 
choice of three different types of lower 
units—for heavy duty, average use, and 
racing. Produced as an electric-start- 
ing, generator-equipped unit, the Mark 
75 also has a manually operated starter 
as an added safety feature. 
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Another entirely new Mercury is the 
Mark 10 Trol-Twin. Rated at 10 h.p., 
it is primarily designed to appeal to 
fishermen. It has Mercury’s special 
speed switch (for good trolling per- 
formance), gearshift and speed con- 
trols in the tiller handle, and a one- 
piece, removable cowl. The model’s 
lower unit is of the ‘“‘weedless” type, its 
exhaust in buried deep, and a pick-up 
latch has been installed that locks the 
motor in a tilted position for safe 
launching. 

In addition to its regular pleasure- 
boat line of motors, Mercury is produc- 
ing three racing models—30H, 5517, and 
the new 75H. 

West Bend has upped the power out- 
put of its larger motor to 30 hp. 
Featured as the Shark, it is offered in 
manual and electric-starting models, 
and also with a generator. The com- 
pany’s two smallest twins also show 
higher horsepower ratings—6 and 8 
and have been named the Pike and 
Muskie, respectively. Next model pow- 
erwise is the 12 h.p., the Barracuda. 
Rounding out the seven-model line is 
the popular 2-h.p. air-cooled single, now 
listed as the Shrimp. 


Ne features on the West Bend 30’s 
are a spring-loaded throttle control, 
easier-mounted remote-control units, 
and improved mounting and control for 
the magneto. The electric models are 
12-volt. An indirect 6-to-1 reduction 
starter in low-level position enables 
easier starting without motor tilt. 

Wizard again is featuring its Super 
Power 25, a powerful four-in-line, alter- 
nate-firing motor with dual carburetors. 
It’s adapted for remote controls, and 
has a wrap-around cowling designed 
for easy removal. Both manual and 
electric-starting models are being of- 
fered, a generator being standard equip- 
ment on one of the electrics. 

Other Wizard models, rated at 5, 10, 
and 12 h.p., are all alternate-firing twins 
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with nonpressurized fuel systems and 
separate fuel tanks. Even the 5 has a 
propeller clutch and a_ spring-loaded 
tilt adjustment. It also has a forward- 
neutral shift with 360° pivoting de- 
pended on for reversing. The 10, 12, 
and the two 25’s are complete gearshift 
models. 

Gale Products’ eight Buccaneer mo- 
tors have been completely restyled. All 
have been fitted with top-to-bottom si- 
lencing systems, including aircraft-type 
engine covers. 


her for the 3 h.p. de luxe and the 
standard 5, the Buccaneers have au- 
tomotive-type gearshift levers adapt- 
able to remote controls, and an idle-stop 
device intended to minimize stalling. 
Two 25-h.p. models, three 12’s, de luxe 
and standard versions of a 5, and a 3- 
h.p. single comprise the line. Bosun 
motor accessories, made by Gale and 
merchandised through franchised deal- 
ers, have been redesigned to match the 
new motors. 

Champion’s offerings include a 4.2- 
h.p. single, 6 and 7.8 twins, two 1614- 
h.p. models, and a Hot Rod for Class B 
competition. Twin use of the 1614’s is 
being advocated. Featured as the Com- 
bination Tandem 33, one motor is fitted 
with a right and the other a left-turning 
propeller to offset torque problems. The 
combined weight of the dual hook-up is 
108 Ib. 

Oliver’s four-model line is headed by 
an improved 35-h.p. motor with a re- 
movable powerhead. The head is fas- 
tened to the lower unit by thumbscrews 
and fitted with special carrying handles. 
This new feature is intended to provide 
additional protection against weather 
and theft, as well as affording easier 
portability. The 35 also has automatic- 
type poppet valves for greater fuel 
economy, and complete electrification. 

Other Oliver models are manual and 
electric-starting versions of a 16, and 
a 6-h.p. twin. All are complete gear-

There 
are two other 30’s, one electric and one 
standard. Other features include a 
translucent starter button which lights 
up to serve as a charging indicator, ad- 
ditional silencing devices, a new remote- 
| control system, and a_ spring-loaded 
throttle stop designed to give more de- 
pendable maneuvering. Three other 
twin-cylinder models rated at 5%, 7%, 
and 12 h.p., plus an air-cooled 2 h.p., 
complete the line. 

Firestone is offering manual and elec- 
tric-starting twin 35’s, twin 5, 10, and 
16’s, and a 3.6-h.p. single. Featured on 
all but the smallest model are cushion- 
hub propeller protection, snap-off 
shrouds, improved carburetion, and 
underwater exhausts. The 5, 10, and 
16-h.p. motors will carry Firestone’s 
own, .built-in speedometer. 

Goodyear’s Sea Bee line consists of 
manual and electric-starting versions 


of a twin 25, also a 12, two 5’s, and a 
single rated at 3 h.p. Except for the 
standard version of the 5, all are being 
offered as de luxe models. 

Continental, a newcomer, has a 214- 
h.p. single-cylinder motor which is be- 
ing offered factory-built and in kit 
form. The kit is designed for easy as- 
sembly, a screwdriver and a crescent 
wrench being the only tools required. 
The motor is air-cooled, and has auto- 
matic starter rewind, forward and re- 
verse gear, and an underwater exhaust. 

Spiegel is marketing six models—two 
25’s, one with electric starting, 12 and 
5-h.p. twins, and a 3-h.p. single. All 
are de luxe models. Last year’s stand- 
ard 5 has been discontinued. 

Majestic continues to feature its de 
luxe 15-h.p. model, rated to produce 
speeds up to 30 m.p.h. Other models 
are 6 and 7.8-h.p. twins, both full gear- 
shift motors, and a_ single-cylinder 
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4.2-h.p. unit designed to appeal to small- 
boat fishermen. 

Voyager’s four-motor line is headed 
by a 15-h.p. twin model complete with 
separate fuel tanks, twist-grip throttle 
control, and spring-cushioned power 
shift. Two other twins, 6 and 7.8-h.p., 
have full gearshift. A 4.2-h.p. Fisher- 
man rounds out the line. 

In the air-cooled field, Klepper again 
presents its 2.3-h.p. model developed 
primarily for use on kayaks and other 
small lightweight craft. 

The Elto line, manufactured and 
marketed in Canada, comprises five 
models—a 3-h.p. single, a 5, a 12, and 
manual and electric-starting versions 
of a 25. The 12 and 25’s are rubber- 
mounted and insulated against noise 
and vibration; the 5 is spring-mounted. 
Each has carburetor intake silencing, 
and all models have an idle-stop set 
screw to prevent stalling at slow speeds. 

Two of the three leading manufactur- 
ers of electric outboard motors are

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NEW BOATS 


n discussing this year’s new boats not long ago, a leading manu- 
I facturer of pleasure craft said to me, “It used to be you could put 
out a model and it would be good for several years, but no more. 
You've got to have something new.” Proof of how widespread that 
view is shared in the industry is shown in the pictures on these pages. 
Here’s a selection of nearly 100 new boats, no two alike. Many are 
entirely different models, some incorporating concepts in small-boat 
design never offered before, while others are streamlined adaptations 
of old-established lines. Together they represent the greatest assort- 
ment of sizes, shapes, and types of construction ever presented. 

Though most of the top makers have introduced larger models, boats 
under 14 ft. still predominate. Regardless of size, all reflect efforts to 
combine functional styling with good design. Beneath the eye-appeal 
features (two-tone colors, bright trim, gay upholstery) are hulls capa- 
ble of handling this year’s powerful motors without being racked even 
when driven hard in rough water. They’re built not only for speed but 
for comfort, seaworthiness, and safety. 

Competition continues keen among models representing the various 
types of construction and basic materials. Hulls of Fiberglas, molded 
and panel plywood, and aluminum are plentiful. So are the modern 
versions of traditional clinker-built and strip-planked models, which no 
longer can be regarded as all-wood craft. Most lapstrake-boat specifi- 
cations show plywood used for the planking, and most strip-planked 
jobs come Fiberglas-covered. 

In the aluminum-boat field, there’s been a noticeable increase in the 
use of alloys and corrosive-resistant grades. Some de luxe models 
have been finished in anodized colors calculated to reduce paint main- 
tenance and provide better protection even in salt water. 

There’s also a generous supply of lightweight, easily assembled fold- 
boats. Kits, many with one-piece molded hulls, continue to be available 
in all popular sizes and styles.—J. A. Emmett.

cast either rests in the bottom of the 
skiff or trails in the water behind the 
wading angler. That loose line must be 
guided carefully to the reel and then re- 
leased without jerks or any holding— 
even for a second. If there’s the least 
resistance, the fish almost certainly will 
snap the leader. Bonefish have been lost 
when the line caught on a shirt button 
or whipped around the reel, and more 
than one angler claims to have come 
close to losing his head along with his 
fish when the line looped around his 
neck. 

This is the most hectic moment of all 
in bonefishing. With line streaming out, 
reel singing, and water flying, there’s 
nothing an angler can do but hold his 
rod high, hang on, and pray. 

With other methods of angling, the 
line is already on the reel when the fish 
takes. Then the angler must be alert 
to the amount of drag on the reel, so 
that when the fish hurtles off from a 
standing start the jolt doesn’t snap the 
line or tear the hook from his mouth. 

There have been many estimates of 
the distance of a bonefish’s first run. It 
probably will be 100 yards at least, and 
could be 200. Some reliable individuals 
claim to have hooked fish that ran 300 
yards. Whatever its length that initial 
run usually exhausts the fish so com- 
pletely that he allows himself to be 
reeled in close. Then, suddenly revived 
by the sight of the angler, he’ll run 
again and again. When finally unable 
to run any more, he'll circle the boat, 
pulling away all the time, until he’s so 
dead-beat when he’s landed that if he 
isn’t given artificial respiration he’ll 
turn belly up and die. Anglers revive 
the fish by holding them by the tail and 
swinging them gently from side to side. 
The motion forces water and air 
through the gills. 

Wherever they fish for him, anglers 
consistently report schools of king-size 
bonefish. A pack of 25-pounders is re- 
puted to haunt Long Key flats. A few 
have been hooked, but none caught. In 
each case, the fish took the bait, lighted 
out for the Bahamas, and when the end 
of the line backing hit the reel core, 
that was it. 

Florida Keys bonefish usually range 
from four to 12 pounds, the U.S. coastal 
record being a 14-pound 10-ouncer 
nailed by Mort Tincker of Chicago on 
December 13, 1955. Fittingly, Mort was 
fishing with Cecil Green, who came to 
the Keys for a visit in 1949, caught a 
bonefish, went back home and sold 
everything he owned, and moved to the 
Keys. 

Bigger bonefish have been taken in 
foreign waters. A 22-pounder was 
netted in South Africa. In Cuba, one 
was taken that went 17 pounds, though 
the average weight of bonefish in Cuban 
waters is lower than in U.S. coastal 
waters. 

Strangely, bonefish in any given 
waters will average up to a uniform 
size. On the Keys, they average seven 
pounds, while around Cuba’s Isle of 
Pines they average five. Bonefish in 
the eastern Bahamas average four,

Some excep- 
tionally big fish are caught in the 
Bahamas occasionally, the world record 
from 1919 until 1948 being a 13-pound 
12-ouncer taken at Bimini. The present 
world record for 12-pound-test line—a 
tie—is held in the Bahamas by two fish 
also taken at Bimini. One was a 15- 
pounder caught by Sam Snead, the 
champion golfer, on February 7, 1953; 
the other a 14-pound 12-ouncer landed 
by D. H. Braman Jr. on April 14, 1954. 

Bermuda claims the highest all- 
round average weight for bonefish, 7% 
pounds, and at one time three world 
records in the different line classes were 
held by fish taken in that area. Louis 
Mowbray, curator of the Bermuda 
Aquarium, has seen 18-pound fish taken 
in nets, and once he found a dying 17- 
pounder floating near shore. 

“If that bonefish had been in good 
said Mowbray, “he’d have 
kicked the scales to 25 pounds at the 
very least.” 

In the Pacific, on the Mexican coast, 
and down to Panama, bonefish average 
only 2% pounds. Still, Hawaii boasts 
some giants, and the all-tackle world 
record is an 18-pound 2-ounce fish taken 
there on October 14, 1954, by William 
Badua. 


hy bonefish are largely limited to 

Florida Keys in their range through 
U.S. waters is a puzzle. They’re found 
along the ocean side of the Keys from 
Miami Beach to Key West. On the Gulf 
side, they range over the shallows as 
far as 20 miles out. Yet along Florida 
Bay, westward from Flamingo, in im- 
mediately adjacent and in many way 
similar water, they’re never found. 
Even in their chosen habitat they’ll be 
swarming on one flat, say off Rabbit 
while at near-by Johnson Key or 


one. 

One possible explanation is that the 
bonefish likes to stay within 
reach of deep water and for that reason 
won't move farther west into the Gulf. 
In winter, great schools of them are 
known to run out of Gulf waters and 
Perhaps this is 
their safeguard against possible extinc- 
tion from the rigors of prolonged cold 
spells. 

When fishing for bonefish during cold 
weather, Keys guides give up searching 
the shallows and seek the deeper water 
off the edges of the flats, spotting the 


| fish by the muds they put up. General- 


ly, Keys guides don’t expect to see bone- 
fish on the flats if the water tempera- 
ture drops below 68°, or even for several 
days’ warm-up after that. 

Given good weather, bonefish are on 
he flats in some numbers the year 
round. Toward spring they become 
more plentiful, and in May huge schools 
begin cruising on the ocean side of the 
Keys. Then they may be seen all the 
way from Miami Beach to Marathon in 
great, rapidly moving masses, sweep-

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Le are lots of names for the 
great gamefish with the Latin 
name Salvelinus fontinalis, so let’s 
get them straight from the start. East- 
ern brook trout is perhaps the most 
proper of the common names for this 
fish. Others are brook trout, brookie, 
squaretail, speckled trout, mountain 
trout, and native. And that last one 
refers to Salvelinus fontinalus only in 
the Eastern states, for Westerners 
mean the cutthroat trout when they say 
native. 

Scientifically, the matter is further 
complicated by the fact that Salvelinus 
fontinalus isn’t a trout at all, but a char. 
This means it’s related to the Dolly 
Varden, arctic char, Quebec red char, 
and distantly akin to the lake trout. 

And brook trout, which is the name 
I'll use in this article, is also mislead- 
ing, because Salvelinus  fontinalis 
thrives in thousands of lakes and ponds 
as well as in brooks. 

I started fishing for brook trout as a 
boy in the smalier New York state 
streams along the Hudson River. Brook 
trout eight to 10 inches long were aver- 
age here, and catching my first two- 
pounder was an event that remains 
fresh in my mind to this day. 

This whopper was taken on a hot, 
bright, August day when the water was 
glass-clear and so low the stream was 
barely moving from pool to pool. I 
used a bed-rock strategy on this fish. 
Knowing just where he was, I lowered 
a worm-baited hook to the bottom of 
the pool and waited patiently. 


fter about an hour, there was a slight 
tug as if a small fish were mouth- 
ing the bait, but I correctly guessed 
that the big fellow made something of a 
private diner of this hole. Giving the 
nibbling fish a moment to take the 
bait, I struck solidly, gambling that it 
was the old-timer. It was, and I landed 
him. 
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The worm, rather than the angler, 
fooled that fish. And that’s still a solid 
strategy for brook trout everywhere. 

Since then the steady cutting of 
woodlands, drainage of swamps, and 
ever-expanding developments for hous- 
ing and commerce have made many 
Eastern streams unsuitable for brook 
trout. The brown trout, which thrives 
in warmer water, has been widely 
stocked to substitute for the brookie— 
and quite properly so, for browns thus 
provide trout fishing where there’d be 
none otherwise. 

But this retreat from waters once 
held does not mean that brook trout 
have lost out as American gamefish. 
The East is still dotted with lakes, 
ponds, and stretches of running water 
that hold some good brookies. Maine

and the eastern provinces of Canada 
still have miles of top-notch brookie 
water, and stocked brook trout are do- 
ing remarkably well in Western states, 
thousands of miles from their original 
range in the eastern U. S. and Canada. 

If you’re after trophy-size fish, don’t 
expect too much of brook trout. In 
most of a lifetime of fishing for them, 
I’ve taken only a few brookies weighing 
three pounds or more. The first of these 
was a three-pounder I caught in the 
Adirondacks of New York with a min- 
now bait. I later took several more big 
brookies in the same area on wet flies 
and with worms, my top fish from there 
being a 314-pounder. In Quebec, I’ve 
netted several four-pounders hooked 
with flies, and a No. 14 dry fly got me 
a three-pounder in Maine. 


he world-record brook trout is a 
14%-pounder taken from the Nip- 
igon River in Ontario. That record has 
stood since 1916. Even that fish, a giant 
of its kind, is small when compared 
with the world-record brown trout 
(39% lb.), the record cutthroat (41 
lb.), or the 37-lb. rainbow. In general, 
a brook trout weighing more than three 
pounds should be considered a whopper. 
Cold waters filled with oxygen by 
rapids or by wind-whipped whitecaps 
on a lake keep brook trout perked up 
and in a feeding, fighting mood. On 
several occasions I’ve seen storms hit 
lakes after a period when the water 
was calm, a little too warm, and fishing 
slow. The storm, with its combination 
of wind, rain, and lower air tempera- 
tures, often tones up the water just 
right for brookies. The first calm day 
after the blow is likely to produce won- 
derful fishing. 

During a spell of hot weather in 
brook-trout country, seek out the cool- 
est natural water in the area. Odds are 
the brook trout will be concentrated 
there. Pools fed by cold springs are 
brookie favorites in summer. When the

Brook trout vary more in color than 
any other trout or char. Some brookies 
are pale, looking positively anemic. 
Others show every characteristic mark 
bright and clear—the distinctive worm- 
track tracings of black on the back and 
dorsal fin, the blue-circled red dots on 
the sides, the white edges running into 
black, and orange on the fins. There’s a 


| decided difference between male and fe- 
| male brook trout at spawning season. 
|The male is so gaudy then that I’ve 
| known artists painting him to tone 
| down the colors to avoid being accused 
| of exaggeration. 


If you’ve never examined a brook 


| trout, those dark markings on the back 


—the shape of worm markings on old 
wood—are the best guide in identifying 
the fish. Once you've studied a brook 


| trout closely you'll never mistake it for 
| any other fish. 


Brook trout have tiny scales imbri- 
cated so neatly that on casual inspec- 
Their tails 


called squaretails in some areas. Their 
bodies are somewhat chunky, and a 12- 
in. brookie will generally weigh more 
than a 12-in. brown or rainbow. 

I have many times had two leaping 
brook trout on my line at the same time 
while fishing two wet flies, yet it’s 
dogged power, rather than aerial gym- 
nastics, that the average brookie relies 
on. Two typical get-away devices of 
hooked brook trout are sudden flurries 
on the surface as they come to net, 
and a way of rolling broadside up the 
leader as you hold them with a tight 





line. That last trick, incidentally, is 
often practiced by the lake trout, the 
brookie’s char relation. 

What baits, lures, and flies for brook 
trout? Top baits are worms, and min- 
nows, with grubs, maggots, grasshop- 
pers, crickets, and others doing good 
work when properly offered in the 
right water at the right time. 

Brookies are quite partial to wet 
flies. The following patterns are 
stream-tested favorites: Parmachene 
Belle, Montreal, Montreal Silver, Pro- 
fessor, Grizzly King, Royal Coachman, 
Brown Hackle, Black Quill, and Quill 
Gordon. Sizes 6 through 10 are gen- 
erally best. 

A good assortment of streamers and 
bucktails for brook trout: Dark Tiger, 
Gray Ghost, Mickey Finn, Black Ghost, 
and Red and White. Sizes 4 to 10 will 
be useful in different situations. 

Brook trout, though not noted for 
their readiness to take dry flies, will 
hit dries eagerly when conditions are 
right. The following is a basic assort- 
ment: Cahill, Adams, Fanwing Royal 
Coachman and conventional Royal 
Coachman, Green May, Gray Wulff, 
Brown Wulff, Light Cahill, Yellow May, 
any small black fly. 

Dry flies for brookies should be small. 
Carry an assortment including sizes 8 
to 20. The smaller brookies are often 
the most ready customers for dry flies, 
and twitching the line to give the fly a 
bit of action will very often provoke a 
strike. 

Spinners and small plugs also take a 
fair share of brookies. As with the 
streamers and bucktails, these hard- 
ware lures do well when they have a 
minnowlike appearance and action in 
the water. 

Where to go for brook trout? Well, 
I say it’s worth a long trip, if necessary, 
to get to water where there’s a good 
supply of wild, stream-raised brookies. 
In my opinion, brook trout raised to 
legal size in hatcheries and released for 
immediate catching just don’t compare 
with the wild ones. They look different, 
act different, smell and taste differ- 
ent when cooked. The wild ones 
are scrappy, colorful, tasty—-gamefish 
worthy of any trout man’s time and at- 
tention.—Ray Bergman.

Surprisingly shy, he didn’t 
look or act like a man who was used to 
being the guest of honor at banquets, 
and who earned more money than most 
bank presidents, just by traveling 
around the country and busting clay 
targets—for winnings of up to $5,000 a 
contest. 

Arny holds many world records, and 
has won the high-over-all championship 
of the Grand American for two years. 
He is one of the greatest handicap trap- 
shooters of all time, and was chosen 
Seattle’s Man of the Year in 1954. 

He had only one small cutthroat to 
show for two hours of fishing, but Pat 
told me not to worry, he and Arny had 
a system that always caught harvest 
trout if any were around. 

I was more than willing to be shown. 
We drove to where Pat had a 14-foot 
skiff tied at the bank, and shoved off 
on the deep, swift-flowing river. Arny 
ran the outboard motor and Pat ex- 
plained that we’d troll—but not in the 
usual way, he added with a grin. 

Arny had a bait-casting outfit all set 


| to go. By the time we were 50 feet off- 


shore, he was trolling. And about one 
minute later, while Pat and I were still 
fumbling with leaders, Arny’s reel 
squalled like a cat with its tail caught 
in a door. 

A shining trout shot out of the pale- 
green water, throwing spray that 
glistened in the sunlight. A happy grin 
spread across Arny’s round face from 
ear to ear as his rod bounced and his 
reel kept giving line with shrill bursts 
of sound. 

I was willing to bet he had a small

and made lightning-fast runs and when 
it came up in the air, shaking and toss- 
ing spray as high as a man’s head. 

Although I was familiar enough with 
sea-run cutthroats, I’d never seen one 
fight like this. Cutthroats normally 
don’t have the strength and fire of rain- 
bows or salmon, but this one jumped 
a dozen times. I’d rate it even higher 
than an average steelhead and almost 
as wild and mad as a silver salmon or 
a Kamloops rainbow. We don’t have 
any better fish than those in the North- 
west. 

Arny liked to net his own trout and 
also netted most of those that Pat and 
I caught. This specimen was bright 
silver with a blue-green back—a typical 
harvest trout, fresh from the ocean. 
In some places these fish are called 
bluebacks—a name also given to sock- 
eye salmon. 

It’s almost impossible to tell a fat 
harvest trout from a small steelhead, 
except that cutthroats have teeth be- 
hind the tongue between the first pair 
of gill arches. Arny’s fish was a cut- 
throat, even if it did look like a steelhead 
and fight like a wild silver salmon. It 
was 18 inches long and bettered two 
pounds. 

Cutthroats can be many different 
colors. Arny’s, if left in the stream 
until it spawned in midwinter, would 
have become a dark olive with heavy 
black spots. It would also acquire 
bright-pink fins, probably some pink on 
its gill covers and sides, and possibly 
a tiny golden spot on its belly. Surely 
it would have had bright-red streaks 
under its jaws. These are cutthroat 
marks; but on these fish fresh from the 
sea they were faded into silver. 

I put Arny’s fish on a stringer and 
slid it overboard into the Cowlitz, 
opaque with pumice silt carried down 
from beneath melting glaciers on the 
white volcanic cone of Mt. Saint Helens, 
50 miles distant in the Cascade Moun- 
tains. The feel of glacial ice still was in 
the river. 


] still didn’t know Pat’s and Arny’s 
system for catching harvest trout, 
but I’d had a good look at Arny’s gear. 
He was trolling a small white shoe- 
horn-shaped plug with red spots—with 
a quarter-ounce sinker ahead of it. 

Pat’s rig was similar to Arny’s, ex- 
cept that he was using a light steelhead 
rod. Pat suggested that I try the same 
type of lure, but instead I put on a 
small chrome wobbling spoon. To my 
mind, my spinning outfit was perfect 
for this kind of fishing. I could put out 
line with a flip of the rod tip, and the 
drag on the reel could be set to keep any 
more from unwinding. Besides, I'd 
never seen the day when these trout 
didn’t prefer a little spoon to a wobbling 
plug. 

We were heading diagonally up- 
stream. Abruptly Arny shifted course, 
making about a 45° turn. After 50 
yards or so, he made another sharp 
tack. 


Pat grinned. “That’s what gets 
them,” he said—‘‘the snipe system. 
Arny and I discovered it by accident. 
We zigzag back and forth like a crazy 
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snipe flushed out of a bog. And we | 
catch three times as many fish as any- | 
one else on the river.” 

A fat cutthroat burst indignantly out 
of the water behind us to punctuate 
Pat’s remarks. I was sure it should be 
on my line, but Arny had it. The trout 
jumped twice more—as fast as fire- 
crackers popping on a string. Its third 
effort was successful, for the plug went 
flying off one way, the fish another. 

One guess why this style of trolling 
was more effective than going straight 
up and down the river, was that the 
zigs and zags caused our lures to pass 
through areas not riled by the motor. 
Or maybe these harvest trout just liked 
to chase something that dodged around. 
Before the day was over I was con- 
vinced the system really works.

As our green skiff zigged and zagged 
upriver like a tipsy water bug, Pat gave 
me the low-down on harvest trout, 
based on his more than 50 years of 
fishing the Cowlitz and Toutle Rivers. 

Some of it would apply to sea-run 
cutthroats in any coastal river from 
California to Alaska, while such things 
as dates of the runs might vary con- 
siderably in different streams. For in- 
stance, most of the upstream migrations 
of harvest trout in rivers emptying into 
Puget Sound occur in September and 
October. 

A sea-run cutthroat, Pat said, begins 
life as an egg buried in the gravel of a 
feeder creek up in the mountains. After 
about three years it reaches six or seven 


inches in length and is filled with an | 


itch to travel that persists all its life. 

An adult cutthroat is always going 
somewhere, he continued. That’s why 
a stretch of river or salt-water beach 
may be devoid of trout one day and 
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teeming the next. A fisherman's prob- 
lem is one of meeting in space and time 
with the fish. 

Young cutthroats first migrate down- 
stream, usually in April or May, in 
company with older fish that have fin- 
ished spawning. A journey of about 
125 miles takes them to the Pacific 
Ocean at the mouth of the Columbia 
River. But there, even such inveterate 
travelers as cutthroats are stopped. 
They stay near the river mouth, moving 
in and out of the river with the tides, 
or follow the coast a few miles in either 
direction. They feed on sand fleas, 
snails, small crabs, minnows, and simi- 
lar morsels in shallow water. This is 
rich fare, and the young cutthroats 
grow faster than a newlywed’s debts. 

At four years they'll be 15 inches 
long and as fat and arrogant as a blue- 
ribbon hog. An urge to reproduce stirs 
in them, so they start upstream, travel- 
ing leisurely and feeding as they go. 

Older fish that have spawned in pre- 
vious years lead the way. This is a mat- 
ter of prime importance to anglers, for 
if you can hit the vanguard of the run, 
you're sure to get big fish. A rare 
one will be as much as seven years old 
and weigh about four pounds. 


he first school of harvest trout 

shows up in the long drift at Castle 
Rock about mid-July. Successive 
schools come through until the end of 
August. 

“In the old days it seemed as if a 
new run came in every half hour,’ Pat 
said. “But nowadays we have good 
fishing for a while and then maybe it 
will slack off for a few days until an- 
other school arrives.” 

Without any warning my rod was 
nearly yanked out of my hand, and a 
trout that looked and acted like a steel- 
head whipped into the air in four suc- 
cessive leaps that left a string of craters 
in the water. Within two minutes I 
quit making comparisons; for its size 
this harvest trout had more guts than 
any steelhead I ever hooked. 

When he came near enough to see 
the boat, he went mad as a whirling 
dervish. He jumped at least eight times 
more, ringing the boat and throwing 
spray in our faces. 

His subsequent twisting struggles un- 
derwater became progressively weaker 
and I led him into Arny’s net. The 
trout was 20 inches long and weighed 
about three pounds. A little later Arny 
caught another just like it, and these 
two were our largest fish of the day. 

Pat had told me that the only way 
Arny ever makes much noise is with a 
shotgun, but when he has something 
to say it’s worth hearing. So I listened 
closely when Arny remarked that fish- 
ing in the Cowlitz at Castle Rock is 
good every month except May and June 
for cutthroats, steelheads, or salmon. 

From about mid-August to mid-Sep- 
tember it’s very good for wet-fly fish- 
ing—big, yellow-bodied flies preferred. 

For harvest-trout fishermen from 
Kotzebue to San Francisco, Arny added, 
“Just find a big rock or a log close 
above a long stretch of white water. 
Keep tossing your fly into the still 
water below that rock or that sub- 
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| place quite as pretty.

He didn’t need to finish, because just 
then another big harvest trout took my 
plug three feet into the air. But at that 
point they parted company. It was all 
for the best, because a long, wonderful 
day stetched ahead of us, and I wouldn’t 
want to catch my limit and have to 
quit before it ended.

boulders, others cruising lazily back 
and forth. 

They weren’t like any trout I'd ever 
seen.

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hour later Opie connected with its 
twin, and soon after that Gene picked 
up a smaller one. I stayed skunked. 

I was still trying to shake off the 
Indian sign when thunder, rain, and 
wind again rolled through the moun- 
tains and drove us back to the tent. 
Gene grilled a big trout on the pancake 
griddle and we agreed the trip had 
compensations, whatever the weather. 
We talked about the goldens and how 
they came to be there, 500 miles from 
their native range in California. 

Montana obtained eggs from Cali- 
fornia some 20 years ago and stocked a 
handful of high, unpopulated lakes—in- 
cluding Avalanche and Blue Danube. The 
fry were packed into the mountains on 
horses or by back pack. More than a 
dozen Montana lakes now have a thriv- 
ing population of these fish. And in the 
last two or three years the Fish and 
Game Commission has launched a pro- 
gram to stock them in every suitable 
lake in Montana. 


g hat doesn’t mean they’re going to be- 
come common, like rainbows, cut- 
throats, or browns, however. There 
aren’t enough suitable lakes, and also 
young goldens are hard to come by. 

Goldens spawn intheir upstairs waters 
as soon as the ice breaks loose around 
the shore, and at 8,000 to 10,000 feet 
that doesn’t happen before early June. 
The spawn-taking trips are rugged 
affairs—bucking snowdrifts shoulder 
high to a horse, cutting trails, and horses 
losing their footing and scrambling a 
whole packtrain. Some trips yield no 
spawn at all. 

Planting is far simpler; it’s now done 
from the air. By dumping cans of water 
holding tiny fish from a height of about 
300 feet, the water hits first, sparing 
the fry the concussion of the splash. 
They land like thistledown, and the 
survival rate is very high. 

Some fisheries men have long believed 
that these alpine trout could not live 
below 8,000 feet. However, Montana 
presently has a brood stock of goldens 
at its Hamilton fish station, at 3,500 
feet, and they’re doing fine. But how 
long they’ll continue to tolerate that 
low altitude no one can predict. ‘““We’ve 
got ’em this year; maybe we'll lose ’em 
next,”” Opie told me. 

How many lakes will finally be 
stocked in Montana? Likely not more 
than 50 in all, for the requirements are 
stiff. Many of the lakes are located 
from the air. Next a ground crew goes 
in to make sure that depth, tempera- 
ture, and other water conditions are 
right, and that the lake is virgin—un- 
populated by fish of any other kind. 

For example, it doesn’t do to put 
goldens in waters that have rainbows. 
They spawn at the same time and are 
careless in their love life, crossing and 
producing a hybrid inferior to either 
parent. 

On top of that, Montana has no in- 
tention of cheapening its goldens by 
making them common and easy to take. 
The places reserved for them are the 
hig!. virgin lakes, where they can keep 
their bloodline pure and stand as a 
challenge to the sportsman who’s look- 
ing for a trophy fish and is willing to

pay in time and sweat for what he 
takes. 

Gene, Opie, and I had plenty of time 
to go over the story, for it was late 
afternoon before the rain slackened. The 
wind was still cold and thunder rumbled 
behind the distant peaks, but Joe sug- 
gested that he and I ride the three miles 
over to Blue Danube and try the fishing 
there. 

“You ought to see it, and maybe the 
trout won’t be so ornery,” he argued. 

So we saddled Fishbait and Snow, 
his palomino, tied on rods and rain gear, 
and set out. When half a mile from 
Blue Danube, another mountain storm 
broke in full fury. We tied the horses 
and huddled under a thick clump of 
fir trees for an hour, while a banshee 
wind howled and rain and hail came 
down in a slashing gray curtain. When 
the rain quit we climbed into the wet 
saddles and rode on for a look at Blue 
Danube. It’s a beautiful lake, but not 
as perfect in its setting as Avalanche.

I pushed my plate away. At the spot 
where we'd watched the goldens the 
first afternoon there was nothing in 
sight, but when I laid my fly out over 
the shoals and twitched it back, I 
thought I saw a dark shape come swirl- 
ing briefly from behind a submerged 
rock. 

I cast again, closer to the rock. I’m 
not sure what the trout thought he was 
taking, but whatever it was he didn’t 
keep me waiting.

we've got thousands of wooded, road- 
less acres. From ,December through 
March, when the hunting’s done, few 
forest trails are snowplowed. 

You stop your car, listen. Hounds 
are a mile away. You roar off to inter- 
cept. But no. Roads are plugged. You 
make a mile snowshoe dash through 
brutal going—and find, breathless, that 
the chase has turned in the opposite di- 
rection. 

Carl was back at the car when I ar- 
rived, and he was puffing. “I ran,” he 
said, “but I couldn’t make it. Look 
here.’ He pointed to tracks. The chase 
had crossed so close to the rear bumper 
that the coyote’s brush could have 
switched it! 

We rested a bit, meanwhile studying 
a conservation-department county map, 
a handy item to have along. It showed 
us there was no plowed road we could 
follow to advantage, the way the chase 
was going now. 


A’ we waited, hoping the chase would 
turn our way, Carl began remi- 
niscing about dogfights with bayed coy- 
otes. This brought up Walt Vroman and 
his hound. 

Fine dog, that one. But small. Most 
coyote dogs used in our bailiwick are 
big fellows, 80 to 100 pounds. They 
have to be sturdy to stand mile after 
mile of deep snow. And they have to be 
big and tough to fight a coyote that 
comes to bay. 

A single hound, I’ve heard Carl Allen 
say many times, can’t do the job. Few 
would try. Usually two won't, either. 
It takes a pack of several. A grey- 
hound’s different. He’ll do it. And now 
and then there'll be a real killer hound. 
But don’t think he won’t get hurt! 

At any rate, Walt Vroman, one of our 
avid local hound men, usually put his 
small hound down on fox, where it was 
a whiz, or with others on a coyote.

Chambers and Roy Vincent, who live at 
Indian River, Michigan, probably know 
as much about our coyotes as anybody. 
They had eight or nine big specimens 
hanging in an old apple tree by Cham- 
bers’ house right that minute. Seme 
winters they kill 30 or more, which 
means a massive amount of man-killing 
snowshoe travel in our region.

the dogs. Maybe in half a mile he’ll quit. 
Nobody knows why; it doesn’t seem 
sick, or thin. One like that is easy.” 
In all the years Michigan has paid 
bounty on coyotes, annual payments 
have run about the same—and the coy- 
ote population has remained just about 
constant. Enthusiasts like Chambers 


and Vincent collect bounty simply be- | 


cause it’s there and will buy a little dog 
feed. But they’d rather have the coyote 
classed as a game animal, 
any predator-control measure that 
threatened to clean out the coyotes. 
“Why bounty coyotes at all?’ the 
hunters ask. “We'd hunt them anyway. 
So bounty money we collect is just 
wasted. Anyway, coyotes do no harm.” 


he bounty-supporters claim coyotes 

are deer killers. They do kill a few 
deer, but usually only those that are 
sick, starving, or wounded. Mainly, 
however, coyotes live off small animals 
and carrion. Stomach-contents studies 
prove it.

across a flat rock covered with wind- 
swept ice. I started to slide—and ended 
up sprawling in a thin drift covering 
sharp-edged boulders. My hip felt as if | 
it had been hit by a dull ax. I tasted | 
blood from a split lower lip, and my | 
chest ached from the fall and from 
exhaustion. 

I looked up. Eight of the deer were 
up, moving back and forth. Four were 
bucks. The big buck I wanted was 
standing, head down, above the rest. 
My 7mm. Mauser would take him from 
here, but I wasn’t going to shoot. I'd 
never get him down, unless I gutted him 
and slept in his body cavity all night. 
And the day had been too rough to 
interest me in spending a night like 
that. With the increasing wind and 
thickening snowfall, I’d be lucky to 
get down at all. 

Stumbling defeated down the moun- 
tain, I kept thinking of the six shots 
I'd heard earlier in the day. That would 
be five for Jack and one for Tom. Two 
bucks. Jack always wasted a few shots 
before the recoil of his rifie shook the 
buck fever out of him. Tom was a 
crack hunter and one-shotter. They'd 
have their bucks hanging by now and 
be drinking rum and coffee by a fire, 
waiting for me 

When and if I got down, I wouldn't | 
even say I’d seen the deer. Telling’ the | 
truth as I saw it would only provoke 
sly grins. 

But I had walked the deer down. |

The following year I took a black- 
tail buck on the east coast of Vancouver 
Island, and a buck mule deer up near 
the headwaters of the North Thompson 
River, but they were singles.

| figured, were the slowest of the herd.

probably already well up the slopes. 
After three hours on the trail I passed 
the doe with the small fawn on a steep 
ridge. The fawn was tired. They just 
stood looking at me as I went by them. 
After four hours of tracking, I 
marched lead-footed into the tangled

fee does and a spike buck stood look- 
ing at me.

As I approached to within 20 
feet of a doe and a spike, they dodged 
downhill, heading back the way they’d 
come. A big doe with a giddy-legged 


fawn beside her slowly turned down | 


the trail to the valley. The big gray 
buck that had been with the herd when 
I first saw them at dawn was nowhere 
in sight. But that was natural. He’d 
be the first to double back as I reached 
the summit. 

I felt quite smug. My theory was at 


| least partly right. These deer were more 


beat than I—and that was some tired. 
If I hadn’t met a packer going my way 
with a string of horses a couple of hours 
later I wouldn’t have been in camp at 
midnight. I was so tired I had to hang 
onto the packsaddle for five minutes 
before I could pull myself up on the 
tail-end horse of the moving string. 

Back in camp that night I told Pete 
and Eddy about the happenings. They 
were skeptically open to proof, and I 
wanted to give it to them in the form 
of a good buck. Pete had got his deer, 
but Eddy was on his first deer hunt 


|}and still a little afraid of the bush. 


What’s more, he admitted it, which is 
much more sensible than blundering out 
where a search party will have to 
retrieve you. 

Sunday, the next morning, the for- 
estry superintendent stopped by. His 
name was Steve Carroll, as I recall, 


gested that we try for a big herd three 
miles south. He said he and his men 
had counted as many as 48 deer in one 
bunch. “I'll show you,” he said. 

He did. Fog was rolling and eddying 
all through the main valley when we 
climbed stiffly from our cars. A flurry 
of snow had fallen during the night, 
and the sides of the mountains, rising 
to 6,000 feet, were powdered with white. 
The fog was drifting about, leaving 
the ridges bare one moment, swallowing 
them the next. 

We followed the forestry superintend- 
ent some distance afoot to a ridgetop 
where he stopped and pointed: “Take 
a look, fellows.” 

About 500 yards away, on the oppo- 
site ridge, I saw the largest concentra- 
tion of deer I had ever beheld.

whole snow-powdered hillside seemed 
alive with them. The herd was too far 
away for accurate shooting, yet close 
enough to see several good racks. We 
counted 27 deer. 

This was the herd to test my theory— 
but right. The animals were now climb- 
ing a 5,000-foot mountain, well timbered 
at the top. I cut loose from my com- 
panions and started after the deer. 

At about 1,500 feet elevation the fog 
came down with a vengeance. Vision 
was limited to 20 feet. The herd had 
left a clear trail of smashed snow and 
earth, however, so tracking wasn’t dif- 
ficult. 

Two more hours of climbing. A rest 
on a log until the cold started to stiffen 
my tired legs. Then I climbed abruptly 
into bright sunlight. About 500 feet 
above me the winter snowline began. 
Above it, in the timber below the high 
ridges, I expected to find the deer herd 
of the valley. 

Another plodding hour raised me well 
into the heavier snow. During the 
climb a deer from time to time brushed 
casually into vision, far up on the 
timbered slopes. The snow averaged 
about 18 inches deep—tough going for 
man and deer alike. Little dribbles of 
snow running downhill from the deer 
tracks showed the animals were mov- 
ing quickly, as I wanted. 

I tried to increase my pace now, but 
I literally had to crawl up some of the 
nearly perpendicular slopes’ that 
guarded the tableland above. I saw a 
fat two-point buck cross an opening 
above me. Deer came into view every 
few minutes, mostly does, fawns, and 
spike bucks. Little plumes of steam, 
visible at over 100 yards, puffed from 
their nostrils. They could see me, and 
they kept working higher into the deep- 
ening snow. It was the tail-end of the 
valley herd. 


was perhaps 4,000 feet up now, and 

light snow was sifting down over the 
jagged bluffs, blowing off the tall timber 
with whooshing sounds. The valley be- 
low was a different land—brown and 
white, mottled, almost barren. 

Resting on the summit of the table- 
land, catching my short breath, I won- 
dered if I should go higher and come 
back down on the herd or push them 
right on up. A deer’s wind is short in 
cold weather. And these had bellies 
heavy with feed from the valley below, 
adrenaline in their blood from fear at 
my approach, deep snow tugging at 
their legs. I figured they’d be more 
tired than I was. 

That became apparent when, mo- 
ments later, I watched two big does 
follow a spike buck slowly around the 
cliff face, away from me. Ordinarily 
they would have leaped up the bluff at 
the sight of man. Next a buck with a 
large rack came to the edge of the cliff 
and peered down at me. At 100 yards, 
I was tempted to use the light .32/20 
rifle I was carrying, but I hadn’t yet 
proved my point. “I'll get ’em tired out 
and then take my pick,” I’d told the 
boys. 

In the next half hour at least 10 deer 
came into shootable view, all wary, but 
seeming confused and unwilling to move

antlers aimed at me like a double bone- 
yellow pitchfork. He was at bay. | 

I triggered a shot at his lowered neck, | 
aiming just behind the skullcap.

ne of the oldest arguments among 
those who fancy the rifled tube 


concerns the relative virtues of 
the heavy, large-diameter bullet travel- 
ing at moderate velocity and the small- 
er, lighter bullet moving along at high 
speed. 

Back in black-powder days, advocates 
of the enormous 4, 6, 8, and 10 gauge 
rifles quarreled bitterly with those who 
swore by the black-powder express 
rifles of smaller caliber—the .450, .500, 
and .577. 

Not long ago I was reading a book 
about Indian hunting written in the late 
1880’s by an Englishman. He advocated 
the express rifles for tiger shooting, and 
he made precisely the same claims for 
these hollow-point lead bullets driven by 
heavy charges of black powder to a 
velocity of 1,700 or 1,800 feet per second 
that the ultrahigh-velocity fans do for 
their super Magnums today. 

When smokeless powder began to re- 
place black, the war started all over 
again. Two schools formed at once: 
those who used the smokeless-powder 
successors of the black-powder ex- 
presses—the .450 Nitro Express, .465, 
.470., etc., all of which used bullets 
weighing around 500 gr. at between 
2,100 and 2,300 f.p.s.—for heavier and 
more dangerous game, and those who 
were delighted with the early small- 
bore smokeless-powder cartridges such 
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as the .303 British, 6.5 mm. Mannlicher- 
Schoenauer, 7 and 8 mm. Mauser, the 
.318, our own .30/06, the .300 Magnum, 
etc. 

The latest skirmish is between the 
exponents of long, relatively heavy bul- 
lets of large diameter at moderate ve- 
locity—around 2,500 f.p.s., let us say— 
and lighter bullets at higher velocity— 
above 3,000 f.p.s., 

One high priest of the heavy-bullet 
school says no cartridges using a bullet 
of less than .33 caliber and weighing 
less than 250 gr. should be used on elk 
—a position a great many elk hunters 
would consider somewhat extreme. 
Another swami of the same cult assured 
me that with one of his wildcat car- 
tridges using a bullet weighing 500 er. 
at a velocity of about 2,300 f.p.s., he 
could hit a whitetail deer anywhere and 
kill it in its tracks. 

On the other side the ultrahigh-ve- 


locity boys are roaring their challenges. 
One considers a 180-gr. bullet at a 
muzzle velocity of 3,300 f.p.s. to be ade- 
quate for any animal that walks the 
earth. Another will state under oath 
that a 150-gr. bullet—or even a 130-gr. 
bullet—at an initial velocity of 3,400 
will flatten any North American animal 
no matter where hit. Even more ex- 
treme, one lad wrote that an 87-gr. bul- 
let at a muzzle velocity approaching 
4,000 f.p.s. is better for ponderous cape 
buffalo in Africa than the 300-gr. bul- 
let of the .375, or even the 500-gr. bullet 
of the .470 Nitro Express. These afi- 
cionados attribute the same magic 
qualities to high velocity that the heavy- 
bullet lovers do to weight and mass. 


As a rule the heavy-bullet fanciers are, 
and always have been, the more 
aggressive. Generally the high-velocity

frail animals like Red Earley’s African leopard. He 
shot 180-gr. Silvertip bullet in .300 H. & H. Magnum 


lovers are content to allow those on the 
other side of the fence to blast Adiron- 
dack whitetails at 50 yd. with enough 
lead to shoot through a rhino from stem 
to stern; but let some innocent hillbilly 
polish off an elk with a .25/35 or a .257, 
and those who are fascinated by big 
holes in the end of barrels denounce 
him as a fiend. 

A couple of years ago I read an 
article by a Pennsylvanian who, after 
long experience and research, which in- 
cluded killing at least three whitetail 
deer, decided that cartridges of the 7 
mm., .270, and .30/06 class are painfully 
inadequate even for whitetails. He also 
claimed that anyone who'd tackle elk 
or moose with such a poor excuse for a 
peashooter as a .270 or 7 mm. should 
be shunned by decent men. He wrote 
that he’d found exactly the right medi- 
cine for whitetails—a lightweight .375

Magnum. Of course, he admitted, he’d 
never shot an elk or a moose. Actually, 
he’d never even seen one, but after all... 

Another lover of the big bore wrote 
that the .270 would do in a pinch on 
such feeble and fragile creatures as 
Rocky Mountain goats, bighorn sheep, 
and whitetail deer, but that it’s entirely 
inadequate for mule deer and elk. All 
this made very odd reading, because 
most hunters of the Rocky Mountain 
goat consider him to be a fairly difficult 
animal to kill in his tracks with one 


shot—with any rifle—and 
also because bighorn sheep 
average larger and heavier 
than any deer. Particularly 
was it odd reading to bar- 
nacle-encrusted old char- 
acters like me who’ve been 
knocking off a few score 
large and heavy mule-deer 
bucks with the .270 since 
the cartridge came out in 
1925, and who have likewise 
used the same medicine on 
elk, moose, caribou, and 
grizzlies. 

Just what there is about 
the .270 that enrages big- 
bore fans I have never 
learned, but show one of 
them a .270 and he’ll bellow 
and paw the ground. In 
still another article, a heavy- 
bullet fancier wrote that 
with the “light” 130-gr. bul- 
let or the “slow” 150-gr. 
bullet, the .270 is no car- 
tridge for “really big game.” 
For want of anything better 
to do, I wrote this chap and 
asked what he meant by really big 
game, and how much of it he’d shot 
with a .270. 

The animals he meant, he replied, 
were elk and moose. He’d “hunted” 
both species, but apparently he’d found 
how a .270 behaves on them by consult- 
ing tea leaves. As a result of this and 
other saddening experiences, I’ve 
learned to take a great deal of what I 
read and hear with a large portion of 
salt. 


nother writer on the joys of using 
heavy bullets told how an East 
African leopard, hit too far back with 
a 130-gr. bullet from a wildcat .270, 
clawed up the white hunter who went 
into the brush after it. He said this 
near tragedy wouldn’t have happened if 
a heavier bullet had been used. 

I cannot follow that one. The leopard 
is tough and ornery but he isn’t large, 
and if one has ever lived that would 
weigh 150 Ib., I'd be surprised. Shot in 
the guts, he offers little 
resistance to a bullet. 
If I had to shoot a leop- 
ard too far back, I'd 
take a fast, easily ex- 
panded bullet’ every 
time. I have dressed 
out not a few gut-shot 
animals in my day, and 
from what I’ve seen I'd 
say the fast bullet is by 
far the most destruc- 
tive. I don’t string 
along with the ancient 
notion—which is a hold- 
over from black-pow- 
der days—that killing 
power can be judged 
entirely on size and 
weight of bullet. To me 
it makes no more sense 
than the old belief that 
drinking strong liquor 
makes strong men. 

Neither can I follow 
the reasoning of the 
boys who are willing to 


face the charge of 2,000 pounds of an- 
gry cape buffalo with an 87-gr. bullet, 
no matter how fast it’s traveling. If ex- 
tremists of either school would sudden- 
ly take over the country, I’d probably 
be among the first to be hanged. 

For certain types of hunting, car- 
tridges throwing heavy bullets of rela- 
tively large diameter have genuine ad- 
vantages. With the same construction 
the heavy bullet will give deeper pene- 
tration than a light one, and it will also 
do a better job of breaking heavy bones. 
The heavy bullet with its great mo- 
mentum and deep penetration is un- 
doubtedly more effective in turning a 
charge than is the light bullet. Conse- 
quently the big-bore, heavy-bullet rifle

is the choice for dangerous game at 
close quarters. Likewise, particularly if 
it has a round or a flat nose, it gets 
through brush and twigs much better 
than the lighter, faster missile—and 
especially if that missile has a sharp or 
spitzer point. 

I believe one of the most important 
advantages of the big bore is psycho- 
logical. In the clutch our average hunt- 
er takes great comfort from the large 
and formidable hole in the barrel, in a

also have disadvantages. If their bul- 
lets are given enough velocity for a 
recoil be- 
There can be no 
.375 Magnum 
bullet at a velocity of around 2,700 f.p.s. 
will make a more severe wound and will 
hit a harder blow than a 180-gr. .30/06 
bullet at the same velocity. But the .375 
kicks about twice as much as the .30/06. 
The average hunter is afraid of such a 
cannon and as a rule shoots it poorly. 
Even the less-potent wallop of the 
.300 Magnum is apt to give one the 
screaming meemies. Les Bowman, the 
Cody, Wyoming, guide, outfitter, and 
rifle enthusiast, says he sees more elk 
wounded and lost with a .300 Magnum 
than with other calibers simply because 
the shooters are afraid of it and flinch. 
If you mention taking a .375 on an elk 
hunt with Les, he moans in agony. 
Again, it is far better to hit an animal 
in the right place with a .30/06 or even 
a .257 than to hit in the wrong place 
with a .375 or even a ponderous .416. 
No one has greater admiration for 
the fine .375 Magnum cartridge than I 
do. Having shot many hundreds of 
rounds through one, I am no longer 
bothered by the hefty recoil and can at

But although I’ve made many trips 


| into mooSe and grizzly country and have 
| shot my share of both animals, I’ve 
| never taken a .375 on a general hunt. 


Why? I have never felt the need of 
that much power, weight, and recoil. 


|I have shot a couple of big Alaska 


brown bears with a .375, but I’ve taken 
most of my grizzlies with the common 
or garden variety of .30/06. 

Asia and Africa have many large, 
dangerous animals with thick hides and 
heavy bones, plus some pretty rough 
customers among their soft-skinned 
predators. For elephant, rhino, cape 


buffalo, wild Indian water buffalo, and 
big Asian gaur, largest of the world’s 
wild oxen, you need a lot of momentum, 
bullet weight, and penetration. Al- 
though plenty of lions and tigers have 
been shot with .30/06’s, most white 
hunters want heavier and larger bullets 
and more energy. 

But here in North America we hunt 
creatures that are soft of skin and 
would rather run away than fight. The 
principal difference between a whitetail 
deer and a moose is the size. In hunting 
them there’s no need to stop a charge 
with a hastily thrown snapshot. The 
only problem is to slap a bullet into the 
vitals. With a shot in the heart-lung 
area, no member of the deer, antelope, 
or sheep family will travel far. It can, 
however, go for miles with a broken leg, 
a gut shot, or a nonvital flesh wound in 
rump, ham, or neck. The notion that 
any bullet, no matter how fast or heavy, 
will humanely and consistently kill even 
the smaller members of this family with 
poorly placed shots is pernicious to the 
extreme. A sour shot may result in a 
quick kill, but chances are that it will 
not. 

By far the greatest factor in quick, 
humane, and reliable kills on big game 
is proper bullet placement. Most of us 
will shoot better with rifles of moderate 
recoil than with rifles of heavy recoil. 
And at anything except short range 
we'll make better hits with rifles of high 
velocity and flat trajectory. 

If we could always shoot at standing 
game at moderate ranges, the proper 
placement of shots would be no prob- 
lem. But all of us know that under 
modern American hunting conditions 
shooting is often difficult. The animal 
may be bouncing through brush and 
if we hit him anywhere we're doing 
well. Or an elk or mule deer may be 
trotting along a hillside in semiopen 
country at 350 yd. An antelope may be 
300 or 400 yd. away and running. 

Under these conditions even the most 
skillful shot can’t always hit a vital 
area. Then the bullet that will generally 
drop the animal, or at least slow it up 
so that it can be finished off, is one that 
travels at high speed and opens up rap- 
idly to cause great shock and hemor- 
rhage. The slow, heavy, and strongly 
constructed bullet that would be perfect 
for breaking the shoulders of a cape 
buffalo or even a moose, will not en- 
counter enough resistance to make it 
expand properly when it strikes the 
soft abdominal tissues of a mule deer 
or elk. 

I lived for years in the Southwest and 
I’ve shot many running mule deer and 
whitetails at long range. I found with 
the heavy-jacketed 180 and 220-gr. 
.30/06 bullets that I generally had long 
chases if animals were hit too far back. 
With lighter and faster bullets such as 
the 150-gr. .30/06, the 139-gr. 7 x 57 
mm., and the 130-gr. .270, the animals 
were often dropped in their tracks, even 
with poorly placed shots. If they moved 
off they were generally so sick that they 
didn’t go far, and if they were cautious- 
ly approached, they could be finished. 

And even with a well-placed shot on 
a soft-skinned animal, the fast-stepping 
bullet that opens rapidly will generally 





result in a quicker kill. I have shot 10 
grizzly bears—eight with 180, 200, and 
220-gr. bullets from a .30/06, one with 
a 180-gr. bullet from a .300 Weatherby 
Magnum, and one with the 130-gr. Sil- 
vertip bullet from a .270—through the 
shoulders or in the lung area. Each 
bear hit with the slower .30/06 bullets 


took a second shot. My only instant | 


one-shot kills were with the high-veloc- 
ity missiles. That may be coincidence, 
or it may not. 

An interesting article recently in the 
American Rifleman compared the kill- 
ing power of the .30/06 with the 220-gr. 
bullet and the .375 Magnum with the 
300-gr. bullet. The conclusion that the 
.375 is more effective medicine came as 
no surprise to me. Velocity of the two 
bullets is about the same, and other 
things being equal, as they were, the 
heavier bullet of larger diameter will 
make the more severe wound. 

What I'd like to see is a controlled 
experiment in which, let us say, the 
510-gr. .458 Winchester soft-point would 
be used at a muzzle velocity of less than 
2,200 f.p.s., as compared with the 180- 
gr. .300 Weatherby bullet at a velocity 
of around 3,200. Then one could have 
a comparison he could sink his teeth 
into. I’d lay my money on the lighter, 
faster bullet, particularly if the shot 
were not placed just right. 


ut increase in killing power with 
bullets of the same weight is but one 
advantage of relatively high velocity. 
The greatest advantages are the flat 
trajectory and the greater ease of mak- 
ing long-range hits on running game. 

Not long ago I did a little homework 
in preparation for an elk hunt. I wanted 
to take along a wildcat known as the 
.333 O.K.H., a .33 caliber on the .30/06 
case, which as I load it drives a 275-gr. 
bullet at about 2,400 f.p.s. I was to hunt 
Idaho’s famous Selway, a country of 
enormous brushy ridges where a 300-yd. 
shot is, alas, a short one. So I took the 
.333, along with a .270 loaded to give 
the 150-gr. bullet about 3,000 f.p.s. 

I tried shooting af white rocks across 
a big canyon with both rifles at long 
and unknown ranges. With the .270 I 
could hit rocks up to 450 yd. or so al- 
most every time. But with the .333 I 
simply couldn’t guess the hold-over well 
enough to be sure of hits. The .333 is 
excellent for elk at short and medium 
ranges, but anyone using it in the Sel- 
way would be under a great handicap. 
I got my elk with the .270 at 400 yd. 

No one is more convinced of the util- 
ity of large-bore heavy-bullet rifles than 
I am. Right now I have in the rack a 
.458, a .416 Rigby, a .375 Magnum, and 
a .333. If I ever go back to Africa for 
elephant I’ll certainly take the .458 or 
the .416. If I schedule a return engage- 
ment with Alaska brown bear I'll defi- 
nitely be armed with my .375. For 
shooting through brush at elk or moose, 
the .333 would be just right. 

But for all-around shooting in open 
and semiopen country on anything in 
North America, I'll take an accurate 
rifle with a bullet of moderate weight 
at as good a velocity as will not cause 
excessive recoil.

throughout the West and the Canad:an 
Rockies, the .270 and .30/06 are very 
hard to beat. Actually the .308, the .300 
Savage, and the 7 mm. are generally 
adequate. The .300 H. & H. Magnum, 
.300 Weatherby, and the .375 are better 
only if the man behind them likes them, 
has confidence in them, and can shoot 
them better. If he can, then there is no 
doubt that any of them will make larger 
wounds, more one-shot kills, and 
quicker kills. 

But no bullet moves fast enough or 
is big enough to make up for bum 
shooting. The old Indian guide who said, 
“Any rifle good shootum good!” was 
nobody’s dumb-bell.—Jack O’Connor.

Converting Savage 99's 


ecause Savage is now making Model 
99 rifles for the new .308, .243, and 
| .858 Winchester cartridges, many have 
| requested information on converting 
| older rifles to these new calibers. Here 
is the dope straight from Savage: 
| Model 99 rifles with serial numbers 
| from about 90,000 to 900,000 can be con- 
verted to and from the following cali- 
| bers: .22 Hi-Power, .303 Savage, .30/30, 
.250/3000 Savage, and .300 Savage. 
| Such conversions are always expensive, 
involving a new barrel, probably a new 
magazine carrier, belt, and other parts, 
and possibly a new /‘ore-end. 

It is hardly practical to convert rifles 
in the above range wf serial numbers to 
.243, .308 or .358 Winchester, for it 
would involve all the mentioned parts 
plus a new receiver and related parts. 

Rifles numbered above 900,000 can be 
converted to and from calibers .250/ 
3000 and .300 Savage, .243, .308, or .358 
Winchester. The change requires a new 
barrel, magazine carrier, plus a few mi- 
nor parts and maybe a new fore-end. 

These conversions can only be done at 
the factory and are impractical from a 
cost standpoint, unless a new barrel is 
needed anyway. Here the extra expense 
of conversion wouldn't be too great.

Magnum Means What? 


Question: Please tell me what is meant by 
Magnum.—Kar/] Hartung, Mich. 


Answer: ‘“‘Magnum” came into popular use, I 
believe, in referring to an extra-large bottle of 
champagne. Then the British began applying 
the term to cartridges with velocities stepped 
up to the neighborhood of 2,800 to 3,000 feet per 
second, as compared with the original high- 
velocity cartridges of from 2,000 to 2,200 f.p.s. 
Because we first became acquainted with Mag- 
num cartridges in the form of the .300 and .375 
Holland & Holland belted cartridges, we in this 
country think of Magnum cartridges as using 
belted cases, but that isn’t necessarily true.

Bifocals and Scope 


Question: Since I’ve had to wear bifocal 
glasses, I can’t hit the broad side of a barn. 
With my head down on the stock of my rifle, I 
look through the upper half of the lens, and 
that makes the sights just a blur. With my 
head back where I can see the rear sight fairly 
sharp, the front sight blurs, What to do, I 
don’t know. I've thought of getting a Model 70 
Winchester .270 and having it equipped with a 
24%4X% scope. Would this solve my problem?— 
F. P. Wadsworth, N.H. 


Answer: As a man goes into middle age, his 
eyes lose their flexibility. They become like 
a fixed-focus camera and a man with normal 
middle-aged farsightedness has eyes like a 
camera set for infinity. He can focus on the 
front sight fairly well and on the target ex- 
cellently, but he can’t see the rear sight. At 
that time he cannot see his open sight worth a 
darn, but he can use a peep sight, because he can 
look through it at the front sight. 

Even better is to use a scope. He can focus 
the scope for his eyesight and bring target and 
scope reticule into the same focal plane. Then 
he can shoot as well as ever, because he can 
see like a young man again. In other words, in 
planning to get a scope, you are doing per- 
cisely the right thing. I think 24%,X with post 
reticule would be about right for use under 
your conditions.—J.O’C. 


Revolver’s a Turkey 


Question: A friend of mine has a revolver 
chambered for .38 Long Colt and .38 Smith & 
Wesson Special, and on it are the words, ‘““Cow- 
boy Ranger’ and “Belgium.”’ Can you shed any 
light on this gui?—L. H. Lawrence, Mass. 


Answer: I’m afraid this revolver is pretty 
much of a turkey. Prior to World War I, no 
end of wildcat Belgian revolvers marked with 
names full of sex appeal were imported into the 
United States and sold by mail. Most of them 
were crudely made of inferior materials. The 
Belgians make some very fine arms, but these 
wildcat handguns aren’t among them.—J.O’C. 


Touch Up With Lacquer 


Question: When I accidentally dropped my 
rifle, the bluing on the scope was scraped, bar- 
ing the silvery metal underneath. Is there any 
way I can cover that?—Richard Zanacki, Pa. 


Answer: Your scope tube is probably made 
of some aluminum alloy, so I think the best 
way to touch it up is to use a bit of black 
lacquer. This will go pretty well with the 
anodyzed finish.—J.O’C.

stump, where he could see through the 
thick brush to the ground. Then he 
turned and yelled to me, hovering at 
the brushy rim with my camera. “Come 
here.

Having had a final warning from | 
Turkovich about how the “beeg keeler 
come woosch from the bambooks,” I 
drove three miles up the road to an 
in the 
shed and filled a knapsack—blanket, 
two or three tins of food, coffee, salt, 
and two pounds of rice. I hitched this 
on my back over my raincoat, slung the 
loaded .404 on my shoulder, and set off 
three 


| miles away. 


I passed a clearing where the govern- 


| ment was starting a cinchona planta- | 
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tion for the making of quinine, but 
there was no one about. The workers 
had fled. Nearer Kolapalli the path 
wound through heavy bam boos 
(‘woosch from the bambooks!”’) and I 
kept a careful check on the wind, blow- 
ing now in my face. The rain made 
visibility so poor, I felt nervous to say 
the least. 

After an hour and a half I came to 
our mine site—completely deserted— 
and put my knapsack in one of the 
sheds. The laborers must have quit in 
a hurry, as quite a bit of trimmed mica 
was left lying about. 

I had been told there was a Kurumba 
tribe settlement within a quarter of a 
mile of the mine, and I had no difficulty 
in finding it. It consisted of three small 
huts with a total population of no more 
than a dozen people, including four 
small children. Two of the men were 
away acting as outposts in case the ele- 
phant should decide to visit them. 

One old man, Chelvan by name, 
seemed quite intelligent in a jungle sort 
of way. He told me the elephant often 
came past that way but fortunately 
had not noticed their huts. It had 
chased them time and again, however, 
and they were delighted that I had 
come to shoot it. 


told the tribesmen I needed their 

help. This they gladly offered and 
said they could lead me to the elephant 
at any time. Chelvan offered to take 
me to the outposts, and we set out at 
once. Like a dog on the scent of a rab- 
bit, Chelvan followed a trail marked by 
a broken twig, a stick placed on a bush, 
one stone standing on top of another. 
In a short time we heard a soft c-o-0-o 
like the sound of a bird. Chelvan an- 
swered with the same call and two men 
climbed down from the trees. 

One man said the elephant was in 
thick jungle ahead of us. I asked him 
to stay here on watch while the other 
approached the elephant with Chelvan 
and me. 

We soon struck elephant tracks and 
the younger man pointed to them with 
his chopper knife and nodded. This was 
the one; this was the foot which had 
pressed the woman into the road. 

We were edging around a heavy patch 
of thorn and bamboo jungle when we 
heard a branch crash. The three of us 
stopped in mid-stride and listened. 
Soon there was another crash—the ele- 
phant was lazily feeding, tucking away 
his 600 pounds of fodder a day. I 
guessed him to be 300 yards ahead. 

I asked the jungle men if we could 
get closer. They agreed to advance an- 
other 100 yards. This took us into dense 
growth, so we climbed up trees to watch 
and wait. The elephant should finish 
his afternoon loafing shortly and be on 
his way. 

I decided to take a stand beside a big 
tree with an open space at one side. If 
he came out my way I'd have about 10 
yards of his walking time to pick my 
target. He’d be roughly 15 yards from 
me, so I’d have to drop him stone-dead 
or let him pass.

to imagine. First thing I noticed 
| was the oily secretion running out 
of the tiny hole near his temple. He 
was in must, a periodic condition con- 
nected with the rut, and during this 
time any elephant is likely to behave 
like a maniac. 

I waited for him to come broadside 
on, so I could put a bullet into his ear 
| and be fairly sure of stopping him cold. 

But he was screened by bushes again 
| before I got an opening. 

The two men scrambled down from 
| the tree. They were afraid the rogue 
was on his way to raid their hamlet, so 
| we hurried to the huts. Here my help- 

ers called “Jutt’n ba” (come quickly) 
| to their tribesmen, and hurried on to 
| the mine shaft. It was their haven when 
| the rogue neared their huts. 

We spent that night in the entrance 
to one of the tunnels. It was damp with 
| red mud, but we built a fire around a 
bend in a side shaft. After eating out 
| of a tin and seeing the Kurumbas get- 
ting down to their meal of ragi, a kind 
of porridge, I spread out a couple of 
damp gunny sacks I’d found in a shed, 
wrapped myself in the blanket, and 
slept after a fashion till dawn. 

Next morning there was a heavy 

ground mist. A little later the rain 
again poured down in earnest. After 
making coffee in one of the Kurumba’s 
earthenware pots and opening another 
tin, I set out with my helpers to pick up 
| the rogue’s tracks. During the night 
the beast had passed within 50 yards 
of the Kurumba hamlet. He’d then gone 
on toward the government cinchona 
plantation and the main road. His 
tracks ran parallel to the road for four 
| or five miles, then they lined out toward 
| the big Karkenkotah forests miles 
away. We returned to the mines for the 
night. 

After a day out in pelting rain, the 
| mine shaft was a snug home. I shared 

some boiled rice with the Kurumbas 
and went to sleep in my damp blanket 
|}on the wet gunnies while a thunder- 
storm roared and crashed outside. 

The following morning we hiked back 
to where we'd left the tracks the day 
before. There were no return tracks, so 
I walked on to my car and drove to Che- 
rambadi to replenish my supplies. I 
spent the night there. 

The next morning I was back at the 
mine for more track hunting. We 
picked up the rogue’s fresh tracks near 
the tree where the first day we’d met 
the two outposts. His trail led past the 
cinchona plantation, then turned left 
and followed the main road. During 











one of his zigzags across the road he’d 
pulled up a white-painted mile marker 
and tossed it down the bank. 

His path from here led toward an- 
other Kurumba hamlet, and when we 
got in sight of the hamlet we knew all 
was far from right. The huts were 
smashed level with the ground, and two 
men who ran out to meet us told a grim 
story. 

The rogue had arrived here after 
daybreak. Except for one woman, the 
residents were warned in time to get 
up a big jack-fruit tree. The woman 
had been 50 yards downhill, searching 
for a chopper she’d forgotten the day 
before. She ran straight into the ele- 
phant. He’d picked her up by the feet 
and bashed her against a tree, finally 
hurling away the legs, which were all 
that remained in his trunk. He then 
demolished the huts and went on his 
way. 

We pressed on after him in pouring 
rain for several miles. Then we came 
to some very thick stuff. The leading 
tracker held up his hand and turned to 
mutter something very fast to old 
Chelvan, who nodded his matted gray 
head. The elephant was not far ahead, 
the old man explained to me; we'd 
passed some dung that was still hot 
when he touched it. And the younger 
tracker wanted to sneak up alone to lo- 
cate the rogue—‘‘Like this, like this,” 
he said, imitating a man creeping for- 
ward doubled up. 

I told the tracker to go ahead, for a 
Kurumba tracker knows elephants.

yar we were aware that it had 
stopped raining—first time since I 
left Gudalur over 100 hours before. A 
watery sun tried to shine out of a patch 
of blue. 

I was thinking about the young 
Kurumba woman who’d been killed that 
morning when the Kurumba we’d sent 
ahead popped out of the bushes. I near- 
ly jumped out of my skin. He said he’d 
lost his waistcloth to the elephant when 
it spotted him at close range and 
charged.

Coinciding with my thought, the bull 
suddenly became violently suspicious. 
He whipped around like an agile cat 
and fixed his eyes on me. In a flash his 
ears went forward. He dropped the 
bough, and his trunk started to cur] in- 
ward in a tight circle—the sign of the 
charge. 

As the front sight of my rifle ran up 
his trunk I found time to wonder what 
had warned him. There are no tickbirds 
here. Was it the tracker behind me? 
Hardly. Kurumba tribesmen have been 
born and bred in the jungle for cen- 
turies. The jungle ways are their ways. 
Their chief problem is the elephant, and 
they know its moods and habits. 

For instance, I was once confronted 
in the dark by a cow elephant. Things 
looked decidedly unpleasant until the 
Kurumba tracker with me took charge. 
He grabbed some dry grass and in a 
flash had a blazing torch. He then ran 
at the cow and almost slapped her on 
the face with it. The cow bolted.

The| 
beast stood stock-still as I bolted an- 
other 400-grain bullet up the Mauser’s 
spout.

in front and his three-ton body came to 
rest on the ground, chest to earth. His 
head still swayed slightly as I ran up 
and put another bullet into his ear and 
then one more into his temple. 

The Kurumba came running down 
the hillside and touched my feet and my 
rifle with his forehead. I patted him on 
the back. He was still without his| 
waistcloth and was only wearing a/ 


G-string of rag, but dress was unim-| 


portant. 

I saw dried blood on the sides of the 
great beast, big splashes of it, and for 
a moment I wondered how blood got 
there. Then the tracker reminded me 
of his kinswoman, the one the bull had

Bill, Sam, and I were to make the 
stalk. We'd ride up as far as we could 
and then leave our horses behind a 
ridge. The slope was a long one that 
looked gentle from a distance. In real- 
ity it was so sharply tilted we were 
soon puffing. 

Little Sam once told us he had under- 
gone an operation that completely im- 
mobilized one lung, but you’d never 
know it. He could outwalk anyone in 
the outfit—and the horses, too. Now 
as he paused to check cautiously on the 
ram, I heard Bill gasp: “Sam, your 
operation was a good thing—for us 
dudes. If you could go any faster you’d 
leave me for dead.” 

Sam beamed but beckoned us relent- 
lessly on.

If I stayed behind, 
there’d be one less fanny sticking up in 
the air, one less chance the ram would 
see us. I was anxious to have Bill get 
his first ram cleanly, and anyone stalk- 
ing his first sheep needs all the breaks 
he can get. I signaled that Bill and 
Sam were to go on without me. 


AS I lay there watching them worm 
up I wondered if Bill would catch 
ram fever. I’ve seen sheep give the 
shakes to many experienced hunters. 
The first ram I ever took a crack at in 
Sonora, Mexico, a generation ago gave 
me the buck so bad I was almost 
helpless. 

I got out my 9X binoculars to watch. 
The ram was still feeding and the wind 
still favored the stalkers, but the ram 
was nervous. He’d feed for a moment, 
then he’d jerk his head up and look. 
Bill and Sam were snaking ever closer. 

The sheep was only a matter of yards 
from the head of the basin. If it 
spooked now it would be over the other 
side and out of the country before Bill 
could get in position to shoot. 

When they looked to be about 250 
yards from the ram, I saw Sam motion 
for Bill to come up beside him.

Through the glass I watched Bill switch 
off the safety of his Model 70 Win- 
chester .30/06 and settle down to bring 
the reticule of his 4X scope to bear.

NEW AUTO-CAMPER GEAR 


ided by the research program of a 
A major auto manufacturer, equip- 
ment makers are producing mo- 
tor camping gear with more comfort 
and convenience. Some of the new 
tents, for instance, are better ventilated 
and cooler in hot weather, also lighter 
to handle and pack and easier to erect. 
A few dispense with regular poles and 
guy ropes and can be moved without 
being disassembled. 

One of these tents is made of alum- 
inum-treated cloth that reflects the 
sun’s heat instead of absorbing it. Tests 
in the south show it stays 10 to 15° 
cooler inside than a shelter made of 
plain canvas. This is important to peo- 
ple who camp in midsummer, or who 
plan a winter vacation tour to Florida, 
Arizona, or California. 

This aluminized shelter is the stand- 
ard umbrella type. In the size 9x9-ft. 
it is roomy enough for four adults, or 
two adults and three children, whether 
you choose the center-pole or the so- 
called poleless model, with four corner 
supports that leave the interior clear. 
There is room for two standard 26x76- 
in. air mattresses to lie on each side of 
the center pole, or for four in a row 
across the clear area of the poleless 
tent. When the fifth occupant is a child, 
he or she can sleep in a 24x48-in. hiker 
model air bed placed in front of or be- 
hind the others. 


n choosing between the two types, re- 

member the poleless rig costs about 
$10 extra and weighs some 8 lb. more. 
It is also harder to erect, and the job 
takes more time. Whether a clear cen- 
ter is worth it is for you to decide. In 
many cases I personally think it isn’t. 

Both support systems are extremely 
sturdy and will withstand strong wind. 
They’re made of nonrusting aluminum 
poles, the butt ends of which are rubber 
shod to prevent damage to the water- 
proof floor. There is also a spring de- 
vice that automatically adjusts tension 
when the canvas sides shrink from rain 
and then expand as they dry. This pre- 
vents torn seams and holes punched 
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through the cloth. Additional adjust- 
ment is possible with a center pole. 
You simply move the butt several inches 
away from the perpendicular, which in 
effect shortens it and eases the strain. 

To supplement the metal-treated fab- 
ric, this tent has a full-length door and 
three large windows set high in the 
walls to allow the escape of heated air. 
Windows have stormproof shutters, 
which must, however, be operated from 
the outside. 

The door curtain can be staked out 
as a daytime awning that provides 
shelter from sun and rain. Station- 
wagon campers can back the vehicle 
beneath this roof and use the wagon’s 
tail gate for a cooking stand. There is 
also ground room in the shelter for a 
table and stools. Tests indicate alum- 
inum fabric stays soft in temperature 
changes, and despite its medium weight, 
gives satisfactory wear. Cost is moder- 
ate. 

Another new tent with a different 
type of support that eliminates regular 





poles and guy ropes permits you to 
move without separating cloth and 
frame. This is a regular wall tent with 
a jointed frame of aluminum tubing. 
Stakes driven through rope loops at the 
bottom hold it in position on windy 
days. This tent can be erected by one 
man in a few minutes, and two men or 
two youngsters can move it when de- 
sired. All you have to do is draw the 
ground stakes, and pick up the struc- 
ture and walk away. With this tent it’s 
possible to move when your campsite 
becomes muddy, or for more protection 
from wind and sun. Or it’s possible to 
follow the sun’s course and enjoy all- 
day shade if you like. 


his portable tent comes in two sizes, 

the two-man job measuring 7x7 ft., 
the four-man 9x7 ft. Weights are 29 and 
35 lb. To erect either you put the frame 
together, set it on top of the floor and 
pull the tent down over the tubing. The 
floor has a 3-in. riser sill that fits inside 





the walls of the tent and makes a 
weatherproof joint. 

A third new tent which is a sort of 
cross between the miner and cruiser 
models and which should be useful to 
both motor campers and canoists is 
erected in a frame of outside poles to 
leave the interior entirely clear. The 
tent is tied to the aluminum members 
with elastic cord, the tension of which 
keeps the floor flat and the walls taut, 
and at the same time provides adjust- 
ment for weather shrinkage and con- 
traction. 

The moderate height and small pro- 
file of this shelter makes guy ropes and 
ground stakes unnecessary under ordi- 
nary conditions. You can set it on solid 
rock, sand, ice, or snow and move it 
about without disassembling it. At 
night the occupants’ weight keeps it 
anchored; during the day, equipment 
bags, stones, or chunks of wood laid in 
the corners weight it down. 

A door awning with side walls can 
be drawn over the side or rear of a car 
or station wagon to form a sheltered 
room. A roof ventilator assures com- 
fort on hot nights. It is covered with a 
separate fly that excludes rain and also 
directs any breeze inside. This tent is 
available in 5x8 and 8x10-ft. models. A 
choice of fabrics results in a weight 
range of from 11 to 24 lb. The smaller 
tent is especially useful for large fami- 
lies which like a separate shelter for 
youngsters. This tent, as well as the 
others described here, is bug and snake- 
proof. 


| 5 gene of a station wagon’s great 
utility we were sure to be offered 
special gear that would boost its con- 
venience for camping. In addition to 
these newer tents (they’re equally 
suited to coupés and _ sedans, of 
course), special kitchen units are avail- 
able that ease the work of cookery. 
One unit opens on the tail gate and 
holds water tank and sink, with space 
for stove, utensils, and food. Its level 
top forms a smooth support for two air 
mattresses, and blankets or sleeping 
bags. When you want to use the middle 
seat of the wagon, the forward part of 
the unit telescopes to the rear to give 
the necessary room. 

Another portable housekeeping unit 
well within the scope of home crafts- 
men resembles two boxes hinged to- 
gether at the top. The rear one con- 
tains cooking tools and supplies, the 
front holds bedding. Set side by side 
they provide level support for a bed; 
when middle seat room is required the 
front box hinges back on top of the 
rear one. 

Then there’s a new aluminum refrig- 
erator that fits under the car’s dash to 
cool soft drinks, baby milk, etc. It op- 
erates on the engine vacuum, so there’s 
no drain on the battery. However, a 
regular camp refrigerator using ice and 
functioning 24 hours a day is still indi- 
cated if you intend to carry many 
perishables. 

For less exacting requirements, mo- 
torists find the insulated-bag type of 
cooler convenient because it’s lighter 
and fits irregular spaces readily. Still 
smaller units that hold two thermos

Next morning dawned cold and a crust 
had formed on the snow. The crunch of 
steps could be heard by a deer for sev- 
eral hundred yards, but we decided to 
gv out and bull along anyway, and hope 
for the best. It was the stick that threw 
things in my favor. 

At one pause, while we were glassing 
the area, we both heard the bark as the 
reh flashed from cover and started up- 
hill through a grove of pines. There 
was no chance for a shot, but the jaeger 
pointed to a fire lane where he thought 
the buck would reappear. I swung the 
safety clear, capped the stick with my 
palm, rested the forearm of the rifle 
between thumb and forefinger, and 
waited. 

The rehbock broke through the clear- 
ing at top speed and was across it in 
three bounds. I didn’t risk a shot, and 
it turned out to be wise. For as he 
crossed a second clearing the buck, 
chest and head sharply silhouetted, 
stopped a moment to look back. 

The waspish snap of the .243 Win- 
chester sent a handloaded 100-grain 
Sierra bullet into Splayfoot’s chest and 
we had our trophy, a fine six-pointer. 
Shooting offhand, without the stick as 


a rest, the result would have been 
doubtful for me, because the buck fell 
283 paces from where I shot. 

For the most part, the accompanying 
photos and captions are self-explana- 
tory. But a few comments are in order. 

Most hunters know it’s easier to go 
up a hill if they angle up the slope. If 
it’s very steep, though, footing is often 
difficult. Leaning into a stick, you can 
hold steady and kick out a new foot- 
hold, stand in it while you make an- 
other, and so on. Since this method of 
climbing is less strain and work, you 
perspire less and are less subject to a 
chill when you stand still. Also, since 
you don’t breathe so hard, you’re less 
liable to spoil the one big chance that 
comes so often as you round a knoll. 

What makes the stick so useful in hill 
country is the old principle of leverage. 
Even on the more gentle slopes, you 
tend to go up them with less effort if 
the muscles of your hands, arms, and 
shoulders are helping to lift your body 
weight. (Photo 2.) There’s definitely 
less leg and thigh strain, and more 
energy left to carry your trophy. 

To get the most from a climbing 
stick, follow one simple rule: Stick into 
the hill, up or down. (Photo 3.) And 
always lean onto the stick, no matter 
how steep the slope, for best control of 
footing and body balance. Downhill the 
stick is ready to stop any fall. 

Long-range rifle shots would be far 
easier if we could take a portable bench 
rest into the field with us. Short of this, 
the stick is the next best thing to have 
along. It furnishes one leg of an im- 


provised tripod, while our legs supply 
the other two, as in photo 6. And as the 
next photo shows, it’s also useful in 
connection with the kneeling position. 

In primitive areas where there aren't 
too many trigger-happy hunters, the 
stick can be used as a travois to carry 
game, or the carcass can be trussed to 
it and carried out between two hunters. 

Lastly, I like to take a camera afield, 
and if I ever needed persuasion as to 
the value of a stick, the final convincing 
came the first time I tried to maneuver 
a tripod mounted with a camera and a 
200 mm. telephoto lens. A photo-hunt- 
ing trip requires something a lot less 
bulky, . noisy, obstinate, and _ shiny. 
Besides, much field photography must 
be done in poor light, and chances for 
an action shot often catch the camera- 
man out of breath, so some support for 
the camera is a must on such trips. 

By supporting the camera on a stick 
and holding your breath, you can use a 
slower shutter, allowing more time for 
light to enter the camera, and enabling 
you to stop down the aperture by as 
much as three full stops—thus assuring 
much more depth of field. 

But a better solution is to provide a 
permanent stick with a metal cap or 
fixture that screws into the base of the 
camera. So you can really dig into the 
ground, even at the risk of noise that 
might spook game, have an iron tip put 
on. 
The thwock of a bullet on that long, 
long shot, steadied by the stick, will 
convince you it’s the cheapest and most 
sensible accessory to take afield. THE END

REGISTERING YOUR DOG 


emember when you were 16 or so 
R and dreamed of someday owning 
a great shooting dog? Perhaps 
you longed for a hound to take you 
through the woods at night on the scent 
of a coon, or for a pointer to find a 
covey of quail. Maybe it was a beagle 
you wanted, or a retriever. Whichever 
it was, your dog would have to be a 
good one, a pleasure to be with and a 
pleasure to hunt. 

Perhaps you found the answer in a 
mongrel. Many people have. At least 
half the 20-odd million dogs in this 
country are mixed breeds. With such 
dogs as these, however, there’s no assur- 
ance as to what you can expect in their 
pups; their inherited qualities are in- 
definite. 

But with a purebred, what you find in 
the parents indicates what you can ex- 
pect in the litter. Puppies are like 
promissory notes, and the endorsements 
on those notes are the names of the 
parent dogs. Study the dam and sire 
when buying a pup, and once you make 
your selection, be sure to obtain a regis-

papers, or in the compounding of some 
oversight or error that becomes increas- 
ingly difficult to correct with the pass- 
ing of time. 

Dog-registration bodies in this coun- 
try date back to the early 1880's. 
Prior to that there were some individual 
clubs that devoted themselves to a par- 
ticular breed, or conducted shows. Some 
of these had standards by which they 
judged a breed, and kept records of in- 
dividual pedigrees; others didn’t. The 
records kept weren’t always complete 
or authentic. 

Some breeders kept their own pedi- 
gree records, and often such a record 
over the signature of a reputable person 
was looked upon with greater confi- 
dence than those from the scattered 
clubs. Out of all this came several stud 
books which today hold the respect of 
all who utilize them. 

In September 1884, 10 sportsmen, 
headed by Major James M. Taylor of 
Lexington, Ky., met in Philadelphia and 
organized what today is the American 
Kennel Club. This was to be a nonprofit 
organization to publish a kennel regis- 
ter or stud book for the registration of 
pedigrees, and to supervise and promote 
the interest of dogs in this country. 

The AKC itself doesn’t hold bench 
shows or field trials, but it makes the 
rules for conducting them, giving a na- 


tional standard of excellence for both. 
Actually it’s an association of 300-odd 
co-operative clubs, each of which ap- 
points a delegate to the annual meeting 
for the adoption of rules and regulations 
at the AKC’s main offices, 221 Fourth 
Avenue, New York. 

There are 111 breeds recognized to- 
day by the AKC, which exercises the 
most stringent control possible on the 
breeding records of these dogs. Occa- 
sionally a breeder will falsify a regis- 
tration application, but this is usually 
detected and the breeder barred from 
further participation in AKC activities. 

Registration procedure goes like this. 
When a litter of pups is born, the breed- 
er registers them with the AKC over 
the signature of the owner or owners of 
both sire and dam. The litter is then 
given a number which must appear on 
the individual application for registra- 
tion that the breeder gives to the buyer 
of a pup. The buyer then sends this to 
the AKC to record the breeding of the 
dog and to receive a certificate verify- 
ing it. 

Unfortunately there are many dogs 
that cannot be registered because the 
owner, or owners, of the dam or sire 
failed to comply with the above proce- 
dure. Let me urge you again to register 
your dog as soon as possible after you

years later it started a free kennel reg- 
istry for all dogs used in field sports. 
Major Taylor, who helped organize 
the AKC, was also quite active in this. 

In 1900 the Field Dog Stud Book was 
established as a permanent registration 
book, taking over the original records 
and tightening up its regulations. To- 
day more than 20,000 gun dogs are reg- 
istered by it annually while the AKC 
registers more than 100,000 dogs, most- 
ly bench-show and pet dogs. Registra- 
tions are generally interchangeable be- 
tween the two organizations, and quite 
often a dog will be registered by both. 

Canadian and American breeders 
have been quite close since the forma- 
tion of the Canadian Kennel Club in 
1884. Two of the original clubs in the 
AKC were Canadian, and dogs from 
Canada have been instrumental in im- 
proving our gun dogs. Canadian regis- 
trations are patterned much after those 
of the AKC, except that they’re kept by 
the Department of Agriculture in the 
National Livestock Records. You can 
have all the confidence in the world in 
any pedigree certified by this depart- 
ment. 

You might think that the organiza- 
tions I’ve mentioned would fulfill all the 
requirements of our dog breeders, but 
there is still room for more. The records 
of some of them are as irreproachable 
as the two major ones; others allow a 
laxity not acceptable to the AKC or 
FDSB. 

There is some justice in this laxity, 
however, for it puts dogs on record 
whose ancestry cannot be traced back 
the number of generations required by 
the other stud books. There are also 
some breeds, for various reasons not 
recognized by the AKC, which are 
helped by these other organizations. 

The United Kennel Club, 802 Hansel- 
man Building, Kalamazoo, Mich., main- 
tains a registry for numerous breeds. 
It is particularly popular with coon-

hound breeders (the AKC recognizes 
only the black and tan). This club gov- 
erns bench shows held in conjunction 
with coonhound trials, and issues two 
types of registration certificate. The 
top one, which is known as the Purple 
Ribbon, is issued for dogs with the 
greater number of known ancestors. 

Other coonhound registeries include 
the American Cooner, Sesser, Ill., and 
the Full Cry Kennel Club, Sedalia, Mo. 
Both publish monthly magazines de- 
voted to the breed. If you’re buying a 
coonhound, your chances of getting a 
good one are greatly enhanced if the 
parents are registered in one of these 
books. 

When the red fox moved into the 
South and revamped the foxhounds 
there into faster, longer-working dogs, 
there was born a need for systematic 
recording of the variations which came 
about in developing this new type. The 
first book to answer this need was the 
International Foxhunters Stud Book, 
maintained by The Chase, a magazine 
of the sport, located in the Hernando 
Building, Lexington, Ky. 

As the Walker, Trigg, July, and other 
foxhounds evolved, these records kept 
pace with them, and today they’re as 
accurate as any other breed records. 

Some hound men along the eastern 
slope of the Rockies were more inter- 
ested in running wolves or coyotes than 
fox. The stud books which came into 
existence as a result include the Stand- 
ard Foxhound Stud Book, maintained 
by Hunter’s Horn, Sand Springs, Okla.; 
American Foxhound Breeder's Stud

in the snow leading away from the hole. 
Keeps leaders from snagging on edges 
and lets the trout slide right on 
through.” 

After seeing that first fish, we began 
to understand the talk of winter trout 
fever. The lakers are beautifully con- 
ditioned, marked, and colored. You 
don’t ask for a better fish, winter of 
summer. 

So we went to work, but Earl had 
made it look too easy. He walked out 
two more, and then John finally hooked 
one. Lost it, though, when he let too 
much slack in the line. 

“Keep it tight and keep moving,” 
Ear! hollered. ‘They get off easy.” 

The first strike I had felt more like 
a weak vibration, and I reached tnuch 
too late.

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Earl supplied details as we resumed. 

“Success out here depends a lot on 
weather. A good fisherman will always 
get some fish, but best days come with 
a current. And current comes with a 
steady wind. We've got good current 
today; notice this line angling toward 
shore.” 

He was telling us how fish seem to 
feed much better under such conditions, 
when suddenly he took off again with 
laker No. 9. 

This one showed a healed-over lam- 
prey scar, which led Earl to predict that 
sport fishing thereabouts, especially in 
winter, will be doomed unless certain 
changes are made quickly. 

“People up here feel strongly about 
this,”’ he said, “and naturally aim a lot 
of blame toward the lamprey. But we 
also think commercial fishing interests 
are hurting matters. Small fish like the 
ones we're getting today don’t interest 
the commercial boys, but they’re still 
caught in the folds of the nets, hauled 
up with the big ones—and eventually 
eaten by seagulls. 

“On the west shore of this bay, over 
near Naomikong Point,’ he said, “are 
some of the best spawning beds in Lake 
Superior. Browns, rainbows, and lake 
trout all use those beds. And often the 
commercial seasons open before the 
spawning ends. Who is to say how 
many of those fish are netted?” 


| diem pointed out that the local people 
aren’t complaining about the her- 


ring nets, but that they’d like to see the | 


bay closed for trout. ‘‘Let the commer- 
cial interests have the rest of the lake, 
but let’s save these last outposts of sport 
fishing for a few more generations.” 


Time passed and we continued catch- | 


ing trout. The sun moved well into the 


west, and the cold seemed to have just | 


a bit more nip. The vacuum bottle of 
hot coffee and the last of the lunch dis- 


appeared toward quitting time. While | 
John and I wound up the lines, Earl | 


cleaned the fish. 

Minutes later the little plane arrived, 
right on schedule. I chose the first trip 
back. The pilot flew very low, telling 
me that there was no need to go 
higher, for there was nothing to clear. 
I took some photographs of other fish- 
ermen waving as we coasted not much 
more than 100 feet over their heads. 

In the jeep, on the way back to the 
Sault, Earl told us fishing usually 
doesn’t get started until early February. 
No ice until then; but a good year will 
see it last into April. Best time is first 
ice, or in the spring when much of the 
snow is melted off. Old-timers say top 
action comes when the ice isn’t safe to 
walk on. They figure too much snow 
darkens the depths and fish go into a 
sort of hibernation. 

Don’t figure on sitting in a nice warm

difficult to take trout in the Yosemite 
Valley. Then is the time to fish the 
back country. That doesn’t mean that 
you have to take an expensive pack- 
train and make overnight camps off the 
beaten path. 

Actually there is fine fishing for rain- 
bows, eastern brook, and some brown 
trout, all within an hour’s easy walk 
from the roads. One of the more acces- 
sible streams is the well-known Bridal 
Falls Creek. There is a beautiful camp * 
ground only a few yards from the 
black-top Glacier Point highway and 
right on the creek. The camp is about 
25 miles from the valley proper, up on 
the rim, where the stream meanders 
through green meadows and timber be- 
fore it makes its inspiring plunge into 
the Yosemite Valley and joins the 
Merced River. From the camp ground 
a well-marked trail follows the creek 
up for several miles, before it finally 
climbs the ridge and marches on to 
Ostrander Lake 8 miles away, and 
which also gives good fishing. 

About 5 miles on toward Glacier 
Point is the starting point for the trail 
that leads into the Illilouette basin, 
where a nework of small streams feeds 
into Illilouette Creek before it plunges 
its cascade into the Merced River, a 
short distance above Happy Isles, in 
the head of the valley. The Illilouette 
basin is the real producer in late sea- 
son when fishing is slow elsewhere. 
When driving toward Glacier Point the 
trail into the basin is easily seen from 
the highway, and is marked with trail 
signs.
